MEMORANDUM. 


I have been called upon to express my views on the subject of revising, once 
every 12 years, the assessment on what are termed ‘ Puthuvals’ in settled Taluks ze. 
areas which remained Government waste at the time of the general Settlement, but which 
have subsequently been entered upon by private individuals.and registered on application 
(Dewan’s Vernacular communication No, 2991 dated 29th Makaram 1066). . 
“¢ 2. All descriptions of land, for which patiahs are granted to the ryots at the pre- 
sent Settlement, are not liable to revision of assessment for a period of 30 years, under 
the guarantee expressly given in the Royal Proclamation announcing the present 
scheme of Settlement. . 
: 8. Where, however, after the Settlement Department has made over a Taluk to the 
Revenue authorities, as in the case of Trivandrum, unoccupied areas are applied for and 
; ted, it is proposed fo subject such grants to revision of assessment every 12 ysars. 
The wet landa are to be exempted from this rule as also unplanted dry areas. It is to 
apply only to such properties, as are found planted with taxable trees. 


4, This seems to be the scope of the measure as far as _I.can understand the commu- 


nication quoted, 

5. Tt is observed that doubts have arisen to the applicability of the 30 years’ pro- 
vision to ‘ Puthuvals’. Para 31 of the Royal Proclamation contains the provision. After 
noticing the evils incidental to the former practice of revising the assessment, once in 12 
‘years, it goes on to say, ‘To obviate these evils and to secure to our land holders the 
aatmost freedom of action in improving their properties and tuning them to the best, ad- 
vantage according to their means and inclivation, We have resolved todeclare the new 
Settlement permanent for a term of 30 years.’ J would, invite particular attention to 
‘this and to the language of the whole Bere which, to my mind, is as general and unequi- 
‘vocal as any language could be. The declaration of the 30 years’ term 1 unhesitatingly 
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take to apply to all private holdings, assessed to Government revenue, under the princi- 
ples of the new Setdiement system whether such holdings were covered by the pattahs 
issued by the Settlement Officers or registered subsequently. 


6. The present Settlement system has superseded the former one, in Taluks where 
it has bean introduced. The former system can no longer he lawfully followed in any 
respect. Puthuvals applied for, in settled Taluks, must be dealt with under the new 
system. There is no tree :to tree classification. The scale of tree and soil rates 
can be no other than what the Royal Proclamation has laid down. No Nada- 
yukoor is allowable. As a matter of fact, the bulk of unoccupied areas of the 
cultivable class has been brought under regular survey and assessment along with 
private properties and entered with full details in the Settlement register. What 
the revenue authorities have to do is to use the data contained in the register 
for the disposal of the Puthuvals, In fact, the Revenue authorities have to follow and 
to follow preciscly the same process in the settlement of fresh cases of occupied areas, 
as the Settlement Officers had to adopt, in respect of all the then existing properties. 
The same principle was observed in regard to all previous systems of Settlement, The 
system adopted in 993 continued in force affecting * Putuvals’ as well as pattah lands, till 
it was superseded by the Settlement of 1014, and the latter is to this day followed 
wherever the new system has not come into operation. 


7. Such being the case, it cannot for a moment be contended that the provision of 
the Proclamation touching the term of revision is alone limited in its application and ad- 
mits of an exception against fresh grants. 


8. In fact, that there may be wet lands among these fresh grants, and that they 
are not intended to be brought under the contemplated 12 years’ rule is per se fatal to 
the position advanced. . 


9. If the proposed change is to be effected, the only legitimate course open, is to 
have a special Royal Proclamation. Such a step would create an exception far from con- 
sistent with the tenor and the spirit of the solemn assurance now made under the autho- 
rity of the Sovereign, It would be little better than reviving in another shape the Kula- 
chukooduthal measure or annual revision, against the mischievous character of which, I 
had to address Government only recently. As I have observed in my memo on that sub- 
ject, if any class of properties is entitled to liberal and indulgeut consideration more than 
others, it is those of later existence. The proposed measure is quite of an opposite 
tendency. . ‘ 

10. Those who are for the proposed measure may, perhaps, reason thus :—The 
‘Putbuvals’ are Government lands and it is quite open to Government to impose its own 
conditions in each -ease of grant, and the grantees who choose to accept them cannot 
reasonably complain. In fact, this is substantially the privatg contract arrangement put 
forward in respect of the obnoxious annual revision now happily condemned to desuetude. 
The pattah lands too must have been at one time mere unoccupied Government waste. 
In fact, whatever considerations might be urged in the case of fresh grants of land would 
apply with equal foree to the pattah holdings. The Proclantation specially refers to the 
‘2 years’ revision as the essential condition of the previous garden Settlements and 
enters into the reasons for altering it and conceding an extended tevm of 30 years. The 
reasons whieh then prevailed, cannot be’ held to have vanished so soon. Yet almost in 
the sezne -breatl, a change is now projected, affecting an essential feature of the new 
scheme aa if the leaning of Government was in favour of the defunct system, which it so 
publicly condemned, and as if the guarantee so deliberately declared wag in part at least a 


blunder. Icannot imagine anything more calculated to unhinge the public mind and 
undermine public faith and confidence in the continuity of State policy. : 


_ Jl. | My objection to the 12 years’ term is not absolute. It is only relative. All 
that 1 meen to urge, is that, there should not be one rule for one set of landed. properties 


and a different one for another set. Two parallel principles ine i 
cannot he too strongly deprecated. parallel principles working in a settled Taluk 


- 12. The Putheals which are now proposed to be exceptionally treated i dtc 
ws 4 to 
Tevisiorrdof assessment are, 1 believe, not to be denied the benefit of the Proclamation 
abolishing the levy of fees on transfer of Pattom lands, nor are they to be denied the 
proprietary rights which*have been guaranteed by the Proclamation of 1040. If in these 
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respects, the Government would recognize the principle of uniformity and tolerate no ex- 
ceptional disability, as regards the Puthuvals or lands of recent registry, I cannot con- 
ceive how the benefit of the guarantee under the Settlement Proclamation could alone be 
withheld from them, and that, be it noted, in regard to only one point, viz., the period of 
revision. : 

. 13. Lands similarly situated as the Puthuvais under notice, are brought to buok 
and pattahs ed by the Settlement Officers at the time of Settlemont. Within a month 
or two following, some of the neighbouring areas are registered by the Revenue authori- 
ties. According to the proposed measure, while the former holdings are to be left un- 
disturbed for 30 years, the Jatter are entitled to no such consideration, but are to be anade 
linble to revision of assessment at the expiry of 12 years from the date of grant. The 
criterion, then, is not any inielligent principle, but the mere accident of the action or 
no action of the Settlement Officer. 


14. Such a feature, from whatever point it may be viewed, cannot but be pronounced 
grossly anomalous and injudicious and J feel no hesitation in strongly protesting against 
the proposal.

1 have the honor to submit the accompanying statements of figures bear- 
ing on the proposed revision of assessment in the taluks of Tovala and Agasteeswaram. 


2, The two taluks constitute what is commonly known as the Nanjinad and are so 
identical in their characteristics that they may be dealt with together. 


3. The Nanjinad tract presents a striking contrast to the rest of Travancore in 
point of physical features and agricultural conditions, and the settlement has to be work- 
ed out ona basis so peculiar that I have thought it necessary to submit a special report 
for the consideration of Government. 


4, The total area of the tract as per present survey is :— 
Tovala «+. 32,474°59 acres or 50 square miles. 
Agasteeswaram ... 56,986°19 acres or 89 square miles. 
Total...... 89,460°78 acres or 139 square miles. 


5. The whole extent is one unbroken plein with but little unduistions, stretching 
from the hills to the sea and is well cultivated. There is hardly anyarable portion which 


is left waste. 

















6. The cultivated area detailed in the appended Statement No. Lis thus distribu-

7. The remaining area 26,144-91 acres is occupied mostly by village sites, salt- 
pans, backwater, channels, tanks and other Porambokes. 


8. Wet cultivation forms the staple of agricultural industry and the staple of land 

revenue in these taluks more than in other parts. In some villages 

Nanja or wet calti- the wet area predominates so largely as to leave not more than 10 per 

vation. cent of dry cultivation. The villages which contain larger proportions 
of dry area than wet, arc generally those situated by the hill sides and on the seaboard. 


9. The wet cultivation depends solely on a system of irrigation controlled and 
maintained by Government. The scopc and importance of the irri- 

Trrigation. gation system may be judged from the fact that the annual expendi- 
ture of public money for its upkeep is on an average about half a lat 


Q 


of rupees exclusive of the cost of establishment. This gives an average rate of Rs. 2 
per acre. 

10. The chief source of water-supply is the Paraliyar, a tributary of the Kulitoray 
river. The Pandian Anicut across the Baral par diverts the flow to the Nanjinad tract 
by means of the Pandian Caul which merges into the Palayay. This latter channel forms 
the trunk-line o! the river irrigation system. It traverses the whole tract and terminates 
at the Manaccoo.ly back-water near Thamaxacolum, a 
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11. The Palayar is provided with a series of anicuts from which subsidiary channels 
distribute the supply to the numerous tanks which are connected with them and which 
serve as storages for feeding the crops. 


12. The branch channels serially situated are :—

18. The Perumkalayar has fallen into desuetnde and the ares irrigated by it is now 
included under the Puthenar. 


14. The Anandanar and Poothenar are the most important branches, the former 
lying on the west and the latter on the east of the Palayar. 


15. The extent of cultivation covered by the Palayar valley including these two 
branches is 16,959 acres, being 71°6 per cent of the whole wet area. 


16. The area directly under the Palayar is 6,287 acres, that under the Anandanar 
3,835 acres and that under the Poothenar inclnding Perumkalayar 6,837 aeres. 


17. The Anandanar and Poothenar were formerly in a state of disrepair. But of 
late, they have been improved w « iolerably efficient condition. The latter channel has 
been provided with a head-work which affords full facility to the supply of water, so that 
the rice cultivation all along the line has heen placed on a more secure footing than before. 


18. Outside the range of the river-valley above noticed lies the Alathorayar, a 
jungle stream which rises in the Kadukkaray hills (south-eastern corner of the ‘Asharebu 

ange). Itis dependent on local rainfall having no connection with the Paleyar. 
It irrigates 1,161 acres _of wet lands situated in the villages of Ananthapuram, 
Chembakaramanpudoor, Dersanameope and Thalakudi in Tovala taluk, There is also 
the Olakkaravy rising in_ the same range a little to the north-west and more or less of 
the same character. It feeds a number of tanks in Alayiapandipuram of whieh the largest 
is the Periyakulam. 


19. Both these stream: are important in point of irrigation. The tanks they feed 
are seldom: found to fail and to all intents aud purposes they may be considered as good | 
as the rivar-fed tanks of the Palayar valley, though entered in the accounts as ‘vain-fed’. 


20. The remaining wet area is purely rain-fed and is situated for the most part in 
the high level margins at the foot of the Veley-analay above the Anandanar and the 
Tovala ond Aramboly Hills on the east of the Poothenar. The irrigation depends on 
what supply is collected from local drainage and precariousness is its normal feature, ex- 
eepting in the case of a few large tanks in the Tovala proverthy: 


21, Theannexed Statement No. II distributes ihe total wet areca with reference to 
the source of irrigation, 


22. The Cottah is the recognised standard of measure applying to all wet areas in 
south Travancore. Jt answers to the Parah ‘in other parts and like 
the Parah it ia found to be of varying capacity. In the case of the 
Parab, the Royal Proclamation has declared it equivalent to 14 cents 
reece of the present settlement. On the same principle the Cottah should also be

reducctga uniform standard as a necessary step in the process of the proposed revision 
of assessiient. 
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23. Jt will be seen from theaccompanying Statement No. III that the total Ayacut 
extent recorded in terms of the Cottah compares with the survey area thus:—

24. Taking the average, a Cottah is a little more than an acre in Tovalay and a little 
less in Agasteeswaram. Putting the two taluks together the Cottah is almost exactly 
equal to an acre. 


25. The Nanjinad Cottah is generally reckoned at {of the Tinnevelly Cottah. 
The latter is_ known to be equivalent. to 162 cents, The proportion therefore gives an 
acre to the Nanjinad Cottah, the same as the result above deduced. 

26. To assume the Cottah then as equivalent to an acre appears reasonable and 
fair in the interests of both Government and the ryots and I have accordingly had the 
statements prepared on’ this basis. - 

27. The superficial contents of individual fields as now measured give so low as 65 
cents to the Cottah in some cases and so high as 134 cents in others. But auch diver- 
gence must be expected where the Ayacut figures are not the results of actual measure- 
ments but the rough estimates of seed capacity of the fields. 


28. The Cottah is used also as the standard of grain nieasure. Here no adjustment 

is called for. A Cottah is recognised in all Government transactions 

The Cottah aserain as equivalent to9 Parahs 32 Edangalies, the Parah being fixed 
meas. at 800 cubic inches by the Royal Proclamation. 


29. The average rates of wet revenue in the two taluks as per Ayacut, stand far 

above those prevailing in other parts of Travancore. These rates are 

Wer assesment. 5 Cottahs per Coitah in Tovalay and 4} Cotiahs in Agasteeswaram. 
Calculated on the present survey area the averages are respectively 14 Rs. and 144 Rs. 





30. Taking the Pattom tenures alone which pay full assessment the average 
comes to 20 Rs. for Tovalay and 19 Rs. for Agasteeswaram. 


31. In the settled taluks of Trivandrum and Shiraingil the average rate per acre 
is 33 Rs. calculated with reference to the whole wetarea of each taluk. This is but a 
fourth part of what bears on the Nanjinad lands and may be cousidered more or less 
typical of the incidence of land-tax in other parts of Travancore excepting perhaps one or 
two neighbouring taluks in the sonth, and Shencottah, where the averages may he some. 
what higher, but certainly not so high as to have any approach to the Nanjinad rates, 


32. If the extra cesses, peculiar to the Nanjinad, which are numerous and complex, 
be taken into account, the average will be found still higher than the figures above given 


represent. 


33. No doubt, the Nanjinad lands, generally speaking, are decidedly superior in 
point of productiveness. The artificial system of urigation, the facilities that exist for 
regulating the distribution of water according to given requirements, the Jay of the tract 
and the dry clitaate are favorable features. The cultivation, too, is carried on with a 
care and at a pitch of excellence hardly equalled in other parts of the country. Still, there 
is no denying the fact that the rates are exceptionally high. The conditions favorable to 
productiveness are not without drawbacks. ‘The vicissitudes of season and the precarious- 
ness of the local rainfall are more marked and failure of crops more frequent here than in 
most other parts. Even an average season affords no adequate protection generally. 
Once 2 failure occurs, the depression is great and not easily got over. The ryots have 
nothing to fall back upon. Their dry cultivation which covers the bulk of the area uncer 
that head is seldom better off than the wet crops when the local rains fail. As for cocoa- 
nut and other plantations which are sources of steady yield in central and north Tra- 
vancore and which are not easily affected by adverse influences of a temporary character. 
they are but rare and of little value, the climatic conditions hardly favoring such culture, 
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34. The maximum rate of assessment at present is 10 Cottahs per Cottah payable 
half in money and half in grain. The money portion, at the fixed commutation value of 
2 Bs. a Cottah, is 10 Rs. and the value of the grain, at an average market rate of 4 Rs., 
equals 20 Rs. Thus the maximum rate of assessment is equivalent to 30 Rs. pe Cottah 
or acre. This is hiyher than the highest rate of 20 Rs. por acre fixed in the iunevelly 
District on the lands in the Thambrapoorny valley. The difference appears so great he- 
cause the assessment in Tinnevelly is all payable in money. If calculated in grain, the 
commutation value being more or less the same as adopted here, the difference would be 
but little. There is also the fact that while the assessment in Tinnevelly, whether the 
maximum or anything lower, is fully payable, it is not so here, there being varieties of 
tenures which enjoy permanent remissions and pay only certain proportions of the full 
assessment. So there isno exact parallel between the Tinnevelly and the Nanjinad lands— 
much legs a general standard for comparison, My object in referring to the Tinnevelly 
agsessmentis simply to give an idea as to how our maximum rate on Pattom tenurescom- 
pares with what the first class lands there actually bear. 


35, Formerly, the assessment rates in the Nanjinad ranged even higher. By 2 
Government Notification in 1040 M. E. they were reduced and the maximum was autho- 
ritatively fixed at 10 Cottahs. The reduction entailed a sacrifice of public revenue 
amounting to 6,813 Cottahs of grain equivalent to 18,671 Rs. calculated at the commu- 
tation rate, Inchading the extra cesses the totel reduction amounted to 15,328 Rs. 


36. With this measure, however, a practice was introduced by which Nirthal and 
other lands atthe disposal of Government were, when granted, subjected to the 
muximum assessment of 10 Cottahs per Cottah although the orginal Ayacut rates were 
lower and felt burdensome enough. The practice still continues and has been operating 
to reproduce the pressure which it was the object of the Notification to remove. 


37. [rom the data I have been able to obtam for Tovalay, I find that 1,482 
Cottahs of grain represent the excess over the Ayacut assessment, in respect of the lands 
granted since the adoption of the practice in question. 


38. Another noteworthy point is that in cases of assignments of revenue they were 
left out of account in carrying out the Notification, Where the tax on a given tenure was 
16 Cottahs per Cottah, out of which 4 Cottahs were assigned to a private party by Gov- 
ernment this portion was ignored and only 2 out of the 12 Cottahs directly due to Gov- 
ernment were reduced, so that the land now actually bears not 10 but 14 Cottahs including 
the assignment of 4Cottahs. In both the taluks there are many cases of this kind which 
of course call for adjustment at the presesent settlement and the adjustment means reduc _ 
tion even taking the maximum rate as it is. 


39. The reduction effected in 1041 was not the first of its kind. Long prior to it 
in the vear 1001 M. E. there was a general lowering of the assessment on Pattom tenures 
in both the taluks involving a sacrifice of Government revenue to the extent of 3,528 
Cottahs of grain and 1,152 Fanams in Tovalay and 2,652 Cottahs and 1,288 Fanams in 
Agasteeswaram. The total loss in money was 12,648 Rupees. 


40. Notwithstanding these successive revisions in the past, the maximum assessment 
of 10 Cottahs per Cottah is still heavy and no process of adjustment, however carefully 
devised, can resuit in anything but reduction. How far this reduction can be allowed 
with due regard to the interests of public revenue is the only point that has to be consider- 


ed. The maximum rate to he adopted at the present revision heing settled, the determin- 
ation of the other rates will be easy enough. 


41. A full yield in the Nanjinad is taken at 21 Cottahs per Cottah. But this 
‘yield cannot be safely assumed for the purposes of settlement. From what I have 
‘personally observed and from the data collected in the course of field inspection. 
itappears to me that the maximum gross yield cannot he rated at more than 18-fold 
in regard to the best lands under river irrigation. According to the rule enunciated 
in the Royal Proclamation the Government share owt of a gross produce of 18 
Cottahs is 6 Cottuhs for the first crop and 8 Cottahs for the second. Thus the 
annual rate comes to 9 Cottahs per Cottah. The highest rent at which rice land 
is leased among the ryots is 15 Cottahs. This applies of course only to lands of the

best productive capacity and is subject to reduction in bad seasons. Still, taking this 
as a guide, the Government share at 74; of the rental is 9 Cottahs. The two results are 
identical and the gross produce of 18 Cottahs assumed as the maximum is warranted by 
the transactions between the owners of lands and their tenants. 


42, The present maximum of 10 Cottahs per Cottah which prevails to s considerable 
extent must however form an element of consideration. The commutation value of 
grain at 2 Rs. a Cottah now obtaining was fixed long ago. The market rate has since 
risen and is more than double the former. So far, the advantage to the taxpayer is pal- 

able. Out of 10 Cottahs assessed on a Cottab of land the ryot has to pay 10 Rs. for five 
Rottabs. Ten rupees he can realise on 2} Cottahs at the market rate of 4 Rs. which 
may, be assumed as a safe average, though at times the price rises up to 6 Rs. So what 
he has actually to pay to Government is 74 Cottahs and this leaves him a margin of 2¢ 
Cottahs out of the assessment of 10 Cottahs. But allowance has to be made for the 
fluctuations of the market though the prospect of the price ever going down so low as 
2 Rs, a Cottah must be far remote. I have given my best and mature consideration to 
these points and the conclusion [ have arrived at is that to fix the maximum between 10 
and 9 Cottahs would be the most expedient course. I have accordingly taken 94 Cottahs 
per Cottah as the highest net rate in the scale to be applied at the present settlement. 

his is equal to a gross rate of 104 Cottahs minus the }, remission allowable under the 
Proclamation. The deduction of 10 per cent of the assessment is made to cover unpro- 
fitable areas measured into the fields. This means that the gross assessment takes in 
such areas in addition to the actual extent of cultivation. Where an acre represents 
actual cultivation and is assessed at 10} Cottahs—to reduce the latter by 10 per cent is 
the same in effect as if the survey out-turn were assumed to be 1 acre plus 10 cents— 
the 10 cents being covered by the 10 per cent deduction from the assessment. The 
reduction of half a Cottah on every acre of land bearing the present maximum assess- 
ment would be a tangible relief so far. Many individual holdings especially those under 
the Palayar fall short of the standard measurement and there must qe a proportionate 
reduction of assessment on this account, 


43, With a gross rate of 104 Cottahs per acre at the top, the grading now adopted.

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44, There are two tracts of wet cultivation which stand on an exceptional footing 
being charged with only money rates varying from 1 to 24 Rs. per acre. They are purely 


rainfed areas and are situated on the seaside, one in Dharmapuram village and the other in 
Tengampudoor. They measure 117 acres and the Government demand is levied all in 
money. While the lands, comprised in one of them, are subjected to the * Virayeedu 
cess, over and above the money assessment, those in the other are exempted from the 
payment of any extra cess whatever. These lands are now assessed in grain like other 
wet lands and the results are given below :-— 
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45. In consideration of the peculiar practice all along observed in the case of these 
lands I propose that the Government demand now fixed be levied all in money at the 
commutation rate. 


4G. The area and the assessment under each rate are detailed in appendix No, IV. 


47. The highest rate is not applied to the lands in the villages of Chempakaraman- 
poothoor and Arumanelloor in Tovalay taluq and Kanniakumari and Dharmapuram 
in Agasteeswaram. In the Tovalay village the area falling under the first class is ex- 
ceedingly small being only 13 acres, 


48. Out of a total extent of 23,657 acres of wet cultivation, 8,175 acres or 38 per 
cent are grouped under the first grade and they stand thus distributed :— 
Tovalay 3,859 acres or 36 per cent. 
Agasteeswaram 4,316 acres or 32 per cent. 
Total......8,175 acres or 38 per cent. 


49. The aggregate Ayacut extent of the Ist class lands is 8,976 Cottahs while the 
survey extent according to the fixed standard of one acre per Cottah is only 8,175 
Cottahs and the fall of survey area comes to 801 Cottahs or 9 per cent. 


0 


50. The assessment under the several rates amounts to 1,63,165 Cottahs. But 
this does not represent the actual revenue payable to Government. 

51. All these rates have been applied according to soil capabilities, conditions of 
svater supply, situation &c. The Ayacut rates too, have been taken into due considera- 
tion and followed as « general guide. 


52. The appended Statement No. V details the particulars of revision affecting 
the Pattom tenures under the several grades. In the case of 
these Jands every care has been used to grade them so as not to 
exceed the Ayacut rates which do not generally admit of enhance- 
ment. It will be seen that the total revenue resulting by the proposed revision falls 
short of the Ayacut demand by 1,489 Cottahs or 5 per cent m Tovalay and 2,878 
Cottahs or 12 per cent in Agasteeswaram. The aggregate fall is 4,367 Cottahs being 
ahout 8 per cent of the Ayacut revenue. The figures entered for each village will shew 
how much of the fall is due to shortness of survey area and how much to reduction of 
rates. 

53. Only two villages Chempakaramanputhoor in Tovalay taluq and Dharma- 
puram in Agasteeswaram exhibit a slight increase of revenue arising entirely from 
survey excess. :

54. The ‘Pandara Otti’ and other cognate tenures as specified in appendix No. 

VI cover 3,261 acres in Tovalay and 5,962 acres in 

Osti and coguate tenures. Agasteeswaram. Total 9,223 acres, being 39 per cent of the 
: whole wet area. The tenures falling under Otti proper 
contain 4,987 acres being 54 per cent of the extent under this class of holdings. 
The other tenures of a kindred character are designated in the accounts as 
* Vettoliva Pattom’ and ‘Patta Otti’. They are entered under ‘Pattom’ in the 
accounts and are like Pattom lands subjected to the extra cess ‘Chattom’, The 
‘Anjaly’ cess which applies to Otti tenures is not leviable on them. But the 


5353 


essential characteristic of the Otti tenure is the recognition in the accounts of the 
mortgage amount and a certain deduction from the full assessment on account of interest, 
This condition characterises the two tenures as well, and according to the principle laid 
down in the Settlement Proclamation they have to be treated like § Ott!’ 


55. The rule of revision applying to the Otti tenures laid down by the Proclama- 
tion is that half the assessment now fixed shall be the minimum demand and where 
the existing revenue is above this limit it shall be left undisturbed. Where it exceeds 
the settlement assessment the excess of course is to be reduced. 


56. Unlike the Otti lands in other parts, these tenures in the Nanjinad bear, in 
many instances, the same burden as Pattom lands. There are holdings which are 
assessed at the maximum rate of 10 Cottohs per Cottah. They bear in addition an 
extra cess ‘Anjaly’. So they are worse off than the Pattom holdings, At the same 
time, there are other properties under the ‘Otti’ tenure which bear light and nominal 
rates so low asyzof a Cottah == 2 as. per acre. 


57. In dealing with this class of tenures the method of revision followed was 
to fix the assessment so moderately as to cause no undue enhancement of the prescnt 
revenue, As a general rule, half-fold or ten Cottahs per Cottah was assumed asa fair 
average of gross produce and no valid exception could be taken to it by the ryots con- 
cerned. In the case of extremely light rates, the lands have been graded even lower. 


58. The result of the revision affecting the Otti tenures as will be seen from the 
accompanying Statement No, VITis that the present tax is reduced on 2,081 acres or 
22 per cent of the total Otti area ; it is left undisturbed on 5,066 acres or 55 per cent; 
and it is enhanced on 2,075 acres or 22 per cent. 


59. The reductions amount to 1,954 Cottahs of grain and the increments to 1,337 
Cottahs. The difference is a loss and the ryots have no reason to complain on this score 
and their agitation made recently through petitions to Government for dispensing with 
the provisionin the Proclamation affecting Otti tenures is simply meaningless. The 
provision has been applied in the taluks already settled without provoking any com- 
plaint or even somuch asa demur. In the case of the Nanjinad ryots the enhance- 
ment of the Otti rates has affected not even 25 per cent of the aggregate area, and the 
reduction has more than counterbalanced the increase. On more than 50 per cent of the 
area the existing rates have not been touched at all. The advantage in this respect is 
certainly on the side of the ryots compared with what has attended the revision in 
Trivandrum and Sheraingil. There are certain ryots who hold only lightly taxed Otti 
tenures, and the agitation was probably due to them. It may be that an undue enhance- 
ment was feared but the actual results must show that the rule has been applied with 
the greatest moderation possible. 


60 The remaining lands belong mosily to the class of Insms. The items are 
Inom Lands specified in the annexed Statement No. VIII. The areca covered 
. by this class is 5,324 acres of which the Jenm tenures form the bulk 

being 3,771 acres or 70 per cent of the aggregate area under this head. 


61. Some of the Jenm holdings are Inams only in name. They are as heavily 

Jenm Tenures taxed as Pattom lands and are in certain cases at a greater disadvan- 

° tage having to pay an extra cess ‘ Anjaly’ like the Qtti tenures in 

addition to the regular assessment. Some of the lands are charged with assignments too, 
which raise the burden above the present maximum of 10 Cottahs per Cottah. Accord- 
ing to the Settlement Proclamation all excesses over the full assessment must be dis- 
~Vide Appendi Norx, Counted at the present settlement. The Jenm area to which this 
Prawee reduction applies is 676 acres* being 12 per cent of the total of 
Inams. The loss of revenue involved is 257 Cottahs or 6 per cent of the Ayacut amount. 


62. The remaining portion of the Jenm holdings, viz. 3,095 acres or 82 per cent, 
retains the present tax, as according to the Proclamation no enhancementis to be made 
in the case of the Inam tenures. . The existing revenue where it is equal to or below the 
settlement assessment is to be left undisturbed. The Proclamation provides 
for the levy of Rajabhogam or fof the assessment in addition to the ‘Varam*. | 
But this holds good only where Rajabhogam is recognised in the accounts. 
No such rate is known in the Nanjinad. Bui in its place there are other 
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items in the shape of extra cesses bearing on Inams generally, and they sre brought to 
account, 
63. Of the other Inams the ‘Danom’ and ‘Artha Danom’ holdings contain 840 
: acres, being 15 per cent, Like the Jenm tenures some of the 
Danom beldings. Danom holdings bear the full assessment and even more in few 
cases ; there are others which bear light rates ; others again, only. extra cesses; while the 
rest pay nothing to Government. 
64. It will be seen from the following figures that the bulk of the area under this 
head is rent-free.

65. The few lands on which the assessment culls for reduction cover 27 acres and 
the reduction entails a decrease of only about 4 a Cottah.

67. The revenue on the whole class of Inams as now revised is 12,607 Cottaha 
of grain which falls short of the Ayacut figure by 273 Cottahs. This is not more than 
2 per cent of the Ayacut total. 


* 
68. The only tenures remaining to be noticed fall under the class known as 
‘ Ooranma’ particularised in. appendix No. X. The total area of this 
description is 819 acres. They are of the type of Devaswom and 
Brahmaswom lands. But, unlike such tenures in other parts, they bear, not a uniform 
qpitzent, but higher assessment generally, the rates varying from mere extra cesses to 

e full assessment of 10 Cottahs per Cottah and even more. Sometof them pay assign- 
ments also, Here too, the rule of reduction applies so far as the excesses over the full 
assessment are concerned, In other cases the rates are left untouched, 


69. The reduction results in 203 Cottahs on 169 acres—being 12 per cent of the 
Ayacut revenue on this head. 


Ooranma, 


70. There is one item of revenue which should be taken into account though it 
does not bear on any of the lands above dealt with. Itis in the shape of assignments 
payable to Government on Sreepandaravagay lands. The amouut of this item as per 
Ayacut is 140 Cottahs of grain which suffers no reduction under the revision except by 
a fraction of a Cottah, 


a The results of the revision affecting the various -tenures as above detailed, are 
aunnmarised in the annexed Statement No. XI. 


72, There is a total fall of 5,459 Cottahs of grain whieh is very nearly 5 per cent of 
the Ayacut revenue of 1,12,194 Cottahs. Of this the proportion standing against Tovalay 
is 1,645 Cottahs or 3 per cent and that against Agasteeswaram 3,814 Coitahs or 6 per 
cent. The fractional parts are omitted. 


73. It will be seen from the annexed Statement No. XII that the bulk of the fall, 
4,544 Cottahs or 83 per cent, is under the highest grade and is accounted for by the 
reduction of the rate and the shortness of survey areas to the extent of 794 Cottahs 
under that grade. 
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74, Apart from other considerations the fall of 5 percent is what might be 
ordinarily expected on either side in carrying out so comprehensive and thorough a 
scheme of settlement. Almost every bit of ground being turned to account, there 
is very little in the way 6f assets from which to recoup the deficiency. Still something 
may be expected in this direction from the Nirthal and Puthuval lands at the disposal 
of Government. They measure in all 366 acres and the assessment now put on them 
ageregates 1,732 Cottahs of grain as particularised in the accompanying Statement No. 
XITE AN ‘the Puthavals ‘and many of the Nirthal lands are now applied for and 
brought to book. 


75. There may be cases of assignments which when individually sifted may 
have to be discontinued. The assignments under all heads amount to 14,339 Cottahs 
as detailed in Appendix No. XIV. The purposes for which the assignments were 
made may have long ceased, some of the families of the original assignees may have 
become extinct and likewise the institutions maintained by the assignments. Attention 
has been directed in view to the detection of such cases during the progress of the 
registration work. It is reasonable to expect about 10 per cent of assignments or at 
least 1,000 Cottahs to lapse to Government from these causes and this may further 
narrow the margin of deficiency. 


76. It has to be noted that the remissions allowed for perished crops and fallows 

” vide Appendiz No,  2mount to * 20,000 Cottahs of grain per year on an average, calcula. 

ogy Pe ted for 10 years from 1,056 to 1,065. “What appears as deficiency 

maust be partly at least included in those remissions and may be so 

far merely nominal. Thus the percentage of actual decrease caused by the revision 
must be considerably less than 5 per cent as shewn by the figures. 


77, The Sreepandaravagay lands, though administered by Government, belong 

Scoepandavavaga: exclusively to the Sreepadmanabhaswamy Pagoda at Trivandrum 

neds and the revenue does not enter into the general accounts of the State. 

They lie dispersed among the Government lands in the several 

villages of the two taluks. As regards varieties of tenure and rates of assessment 

these holdings are more or Jess similar to the Government lands and the method of 
revision applying to the latter likewise applies to the former. 

78. The only noticcable difierence is that while the revenue on Government 
tenures is payable in equal proportions of money and grain, that on the Sreepandara- 
vagay properties is levied al in grain. There are assignments due to Sreepandara- 
vagay on Government tenures and they also are all leviable in grain. This system 
produces an inequality which is not confined to the Pagoda lands but affects Govern- 
ment tenures also and calls for correction. In the Trivandrum taluk the assessment 
on this class of land was fixed at 2 in grain and 4 in money at the present settlement. 
The same concession at least inay be male here also. 


79. Sometime back I addressed Government on the subject, but my proposal was 
not then approved. Jt was thought that the quantity of grain available was only just 
sufficient for the requirements of the Pagoda. The data I have since been able to 
obtain shew that the actuel quantity of grain consumed is 5,880 out of 10,470 Cottahs, 
which represents the annual receipts on an average, calculated for the past 5 years (1061 
to 1065). By allowing cash payment on 4 of the demand there will be a reduction 
of 2,600 Cottahs. The balance in grain will be 1,920 Cottahs which at the market 
rate of + Rs, a Cottah is equivalent to 7,680 Rupees. Add to this tbe money 
portion of the tax, the commuted value being 4,200 Rs. The total is 12,880 Rs. 

he annual average expenditure for the supply of milk to the Pagoda which forms 
an item set against the recepits of grain is 9,300 Rs. The milk was formerly paid 
for in grain. But the grain is now commuted into money payments at 2 Faname per 
Parah. Deducting this expenditure, there is still a margin of 3,580 Rs. left. There 
is no reason therefore to fear any shortcoming below the actual requirements. 

80. The revenue on the Sreepandaravagay Jands falls short under the revision 
by 390 Cottahs or 3 per cent as will be seen from the appended Statement No. XVI. 

88. This item yields a revenue of 1,998 Rs. and calls for no reduction in the case 
of the Pattom tenures as it is imposed for a distinct purpose which concerns all lands 
alike. If at all, it requires extension and equalization. 
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81. The Kandukrishi and Sreepadam lands form two distinct classes. They are 

‘oni situated in Kulasekarapuram village in Agasteeswaram taluk and 
sreepedaay rae Tirupatisaram village in Tovalay taluk. They cover an area 
of 33 acres 76 cents and 14 acres 79 centé respectively. While the 

former lands are charged with the water cess alone, the latter pay nothing to Government. 
The Ayacut revenue on the Kandubrishi lands falls short of the settlement figure by 


33 Cottahs. 


89. Besides the regular assessment, the wet lands in these 
Batre GSES: taluks are subjected to certain extra cesses. They are :— 
‘ Chattom.’ 
‘ Payaru.’ 
‘ Virayeedu,’ 
* Anjaly.’ 
* Kuly or Water Cess.’ 
“Certain cesses’ of a petty character, viz. ‘ Aduku- 
yathu,’ ‘Chumadu,’ ‘ Pullipantham’ &e,

83, The appended Statement No, XVII gives particulars of these cesses. They 
are mostly peculiar to the two taluks and have no parallel elsewhere. They have no 
common basis and vary in their incidence. While some are levicd on all tenures others 


affect only certain classes. : 


84. The ‘Chattom’ cess is levied, as a rile, on ‘Pattom,’ ‘Vettolivn Pattom’ 
and‘ Patta Ott? tenures. It does not apply to 3 villages of 
Agasteeswaram, viz, Agasteeswaram, Tamerakulam and Kannia- 
kumari. The rate is one fanam on a demand of 3 Cottahsofgrain. The revenue derived 
from this item is 17,105} Fanams equal to 2,443 Rs. as particularised in Statement No. 
XVI. The amount falling upon Pattom lands must be relinquished at the present 
settlement, the Proclamation prohibiting every excess over the full assessment. What 
falls on the other tenurcs is retained and it amounts to 89 Rs. Thus the fall under this 
head is 2,354 Rs. or 96 per cent of the Ayacut total. 


-Chatiom.” 


85. The ‘Payaru’ cess which affects not only ‘Pattom’ but other tenures also 
varies from one or two chs. It is uuknown, however, in the three 
villages of Agasteeswaram, Tamarakulam and Dharmapuram. 
For what purpose it is levied and how it is regulated, is not ascertainable from public 
records. It yields, on the whole, 1,040 Rs. of which, what bears on ‘ Pattom’ lands is 
381 Rs. which of course, is discounted by the revision. 


* Payarn.’ 


86. The ‘ Virayeedu’ rate is laid on all tenures uniformly at 3 chs. per Cottah of 
land. Tis origin is not known though tradition connects it with 
the putting in of seed. The revenue from this source is 2,399 Rs. 
As the rate applies to all tenures, in al} the villages, without exception, itis now retained 
intact. 


* Viraycedu.* 


87. The next item is ‘Kuly’ which is a water cess, charged on all river-irrigated 
areas, excepting those under the Palayar. The rata is 4. chs. 
per Cottah of land under the Anandanar and Perumkalayer and 
8 chs. under the Puthenar. In regard to the Perumkslayar it has to be observed 
thot the rate was raised to 2 Fanams on Pattom and the kindred tenures which came 
under the revision of 1001. The rate on the other tenurcs continues the same as 
originally fixed. The cess must have becn for the first time imposed when these chan- 
nels were constructed, but on what principle two different raves were adopted, it is diff- 
cult to understand. The Palayar beg an old channel and toa great length a natural 
stream, the lands were probably exempted from this cess. Bat so far as the mainten- 
ance and improvement of irrigation works go, the Palayar benefits as much as the 
others, and there is uo reason why the lands under its irrigation should not contribute 
towards public cost. : 


89. The * Anjaly’ cess falls on all ‘Otti’ and ‘Jenm’ and other ‘Inams’ with a 
Anjaly * few exceptions, The tenures now classed under ‘Otti’ viz., ‘Vettoli- 
; ; vu Pattom’ and ‘ Patta Otti’, are not subject to this cess. The rate 
is not-uniform. It varies from 1 to 18 Fanams and the principle governing such wide 


“Buty.” 
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divergence is not apparent. The variations are found even in respect of contiguous 
fields of a homogeneous character. 


90. Appendix No. XIX contains full particulars regarding this cess. 


91. The Ayacut revenue under this item is 13,008 Rs. which suffers reduction by 
4,246 Rs., owing to the conversion of the tenures concerned into Patiom, in accordance 
with the principle laid down in the Royal Proclamation. This conversion affects:—

92, Allthe properties forming this area are subject to the Pattom or full assess- 
tment, and the ‘ Anjaly’ rates they bear are therefore reduced at the revision. The rates 
on the remaining lands are, of course, retained. The proportion of reduction on this 
head is 32 per cent. 


93. The other petty cesses detailed in the Statement are of a partial character 
affecting only a small number of ‘Pattom’ and ‘Otti’ and‘ Jenm’ tenures. They are 
Reeve ug anfoert he dome awey with. Thess several items nnt tagether vield rat 
more than 24 Rs. 


94, Taking all the cesses together the Ayacut revenue derived from them is 
Vide Appendix No. XX 20,914 Rs. By the present revision the amount retainable is 
te APPS NO 18,838 Rs. There is thus a fall of 7,076 Rs. being nearly 34 per 
cent of the total. The fall is mostly under ‘ Chattom ’ and ‘ Anjaly’. 


95. Leaving the * Anjaly * rate aside, which is analogous to the Rajabhogam rate 
prevailing in other parts on favourable tenures, the other cesaes proposed to be retained 
may all be fused into one uniform ‘ Water-rate’. 


96. In the introductory part of the report J] mentioned that the annual cost 
incurred by Government for the upkeep of the irrigation works is, on an average, 2 Res. 
per acre of the wet area. It applies to the Palayar lands and rain-fed areas as well as 
those now subject to a water cess, With regard to the area under the Palayar irrigation, 
as T have already observed, [ do not see any reason why it should be differently treated 
from the lands irrigated by the branch-channels. As for the rain-fed area, the tanks 
which serve for irrigation purposes are repaired and maintained at public cost, and the 
system of conservancy applies to them as well. They too may, thercfore, be made to 
contribute something m the shape of a water-cess, though it may be somewhat lower. 
There are a few patches of cultivation which have no tanxs but depend entirely on falling 
rain, These cannot be charged with any water rate. 





97. What I would propose is that a uniform water-rate he levied om all river- 
irrigated lands of whatsoever description of tenure at half a rupee per acre, and another 
of one-fourth rupee per acre on areas under rain-fed tanks. 


98. Applying these two rates, the annual revenue from the river-irrigated area 
of 16,959 acres will be 8,479 Rs. and that from the rain-fed lands of 7,144 acres will 
be 1,786 Rs. The aggregate revenue will he 10,265 Rs. Against this should be 
set off the arnount under the different cesses to be superseded by the new rates, This 
comes to 5,075 Rs. and the difference 5,190 Rs. reduces the deficiency to 7,076—5,075 
= 8,001 Rs. The increment of 5,190 Rs., calculated on the whole wet area, gives a rate 
of jess than } rupee per acre, which is but a very small contribution to the public cost. of 
quaintenance at 2 Rs. an acre, and cannot be reasonably grudged, especially when it is 
considered that the revision is all in the direction of lightening the burden and entails a 
positive sacrifice of revenue without any resources to make up for the loss. The measure 
is expedient not only from financial considerations, but as a means of remedying a 
complex and anomalous system of petty rates and their uneqnal incidence, and of 
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freeing the accounts from cumbersome details and simplifying them so as to afford proper 
facility for settlement with individual ryots. 


99. The calculation with reference to the new rates has been made on the areas of 
river and rain-fed irrigution as they are recognised us such in the accounts. But, as 
observed in para 18, some of the so-called rain-fed lands are as well irrigated as those in 
the Palayar valley. Due enquiry will be made, as the final settlement proceeds, to 
determine whether any of the tracts now treated as ‘ vain-fed ‘ should be transferred to 
the ‘river-fed’ class in regard to existing conditions and cases calling for such transfer 
will be referred for Government sanction. 


100. In connection with the wet lands it only remains to notice the fallow re- 
missions peculiar to the Nanjinad tract. 


101. Remissions of tax are allowed as a rule for perished crops. This is as it 
should be and calls for no remark. 


102. In the case of certain tracts remissions are also allowed on lands Jeft unculti- 
vated. No uniform system is followed in the matter of the remission. 
It is different in diffcrent localities. 


Fallow remissions. 


The variations are these :-— 
Remission is allowed— . 

(a) For ail classes of tenures in respect of both crops. This applies only to 
the proverty of Tovalay comprising the villages of Tovalay and Chempakaramanpudoor 
where the lands are rain-fed. 

(2) For only Pattom and like tenures. This applies to rain-fed lands in 
other parts, excepting those in the villages of Thalakudi and Dersanamkope under the 
Alathorayar. 

(c) For only certain Pattom and like tenures. This refers to the areas under 
the Poothenar. The lands excluded from the benefit are those that pay a reduced assess- 
ment according to the revision of 1001. This arrangement came into force under Jama- 
bandy Order No. 5446 dated 15th Tye 1015. 


(a) For one tract of Inam holdings under the Poothenar viz., the Kudumba- 
porutht lands under ie Lekshmipudukulam in Lravipudoor village. How this exception 
came to exist is not known. 

; (e) Lor all double crop ‘ Pattom lands', but in respect of Kanni erop only. 
This relates to certain areas in Tirupathisaram village and under the Poothenar. 

(7) For * oti’ tenures uf certain tracts under the Perumkalayar but for only 

Kanni crop. 


There is an exceptional feature in the last mentioned system of remission. 
Where the cultivation of the Kanni erop is not undertaken, remission is allowed. 
But at the next Kumbham crop one-half of the annual demand is levied as the tax 
‘for this crop, whether raised or not, and in addition } of the remaining half is leviable as 
a consideration for the remission allowed in Kanni. The reason assigned is that the 
Kanni crop being the staple one, the demand for that crop as fixed in the accounts is 
more than one half of the annual assessment and in order to prevent undue advantage 
to the ryots, this compounding process is adopted. ° 


Another peculiar practice in this connection is that only the instalment fixed for 
the Kumbham crop is levied in money and grain, while the balance is made payable 
entirely ingrain, This must goa great way to mar the benefit of the remission, if it 
does not altogether neutralise it. How this practice came into existence the records 
do not show. : 


A somewhat similar usage obtains in the case of the Pattom tenures in 
Alagiapandipuram and Anauthapwram villages. . They are entitled to remission in 
Kanni and Kambbam. The demand for Kanni is fixed higher than that for 
Kumbham. But if the ryot leaves his land fallow in Kanni and ctiltivates it in 
Kumbham, the tax levied is one half and not the lower amount fixed for that crop. 
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On the other hand, when the Kanni crop is raised it is the higher instalment that. is 
Jevied. This does nov prevail in other paris where remission is similariy allowed for 
both crops. ‘Phe principle of levying half the aouaal demand for one crop is not opeit 
to objection. But, to hold the balauce evenly. the annual revenue should be fixed in 
equal shares between the twe crops. This remark applies only to fallow remissions. 








(4) While the bulk of the area under the Palayar and Anandenar is allowed 
no remission for fallows asa rule, exception is made in the case of certain tracts at the 
tail-end of the irrigation system. But here too variations exist. 


1. Under the Manakudian Caal in Soocheendram and Parakay the “ Pattom” 
and “ Otti” lands are entitled to remission for both crops. 


2. Under the Palkulam tunk iu Tenyampudoor the Patiom tenures included in 
one particular tract alone enjoy remission ans! thar for both crops. 





3. Under the Kooriakulam in Parakay village the single crop lands “ Pattom 
and “ Otti” are alone allowed remission. 


4, ‘Under the Nachyar Pudukulam Puravu in Talakudi village only 14 Cottahs 
under ‘ Pattom’ out of upwards of 300 Cottabs have the privilege and that in respect af 
Kanni crop only. 

5. In the case of the Anandanar only some of the Pattom lands under 11 tanks 
in Erachakulam and Vadaseri villages are entitled to remissiun restricted to the Kanni 
crop. The concession is comparatively recent having been granted 31 years back and the 
reason for it is not apparent. 





Where “ Vettoliva Pattom” and “ Patt Otti” tenures enjoying fallow remission 
eome to he converted into simple Pattom from having escheated to Government or other 
causes, the remission is withdrawn, as a rae, in the ease of the Puthenar lands. This 
geverses the order of remission which, first and foremost, applies to Pattom tenures. 


108. The variations above noticed shew the anomalous character of the system. 
Bveu in the case of rein-fed areas, the system is not uniform. If, as it generally hap- 
pens, cultivation in a given season is not undertaken owing to failure of water-cupply 
the cause xoust operate uot only against Patiom tenures but the adjacent lands as well, 
be they ‘ Oiti, ‘Jenm’ &e. Tf the existing conditions warrant fallow remission at ell, 
in respect of any particular area, the indulgence must be extended to all the classes of 
Jand alike which are included in that area. 





104, The exclusive treatment of a small patch of Inam holdings in the matter of 
‘remission looks anything but justifiable. 


105. The remission applying exclusively to 14 Cottahs of Pattom land in an 
area of upwards of 300 Cottahs is a striking anomaly which cannot be allowed to stand. 


106. In some cases the considerations and conditions on which exceptional treat- 
ment was authorized may have more or less ceased. For instance, when the rates on 
Pattom laads w: ~ormously heavy fallow remission was allowed on that consideration, 
But the rates have since been undergoing reductions and yet the remission is continued 
az if the origina! burden siill existed. 











107. There are tracts where the remission though authorized, may, of late, have 
been not availed of au all owing to altered conditions, obviating the necessity for the relief. 
The lands conzerned may have been regularly cultivated and not left fallow. 





108, The process of compounding assessment in the exceptional way it is done as 
pointed out in para 102 (f) seems to be altogether out of place. 


109. In regard to some tracts the lands enjoying fallow remission have been known 
to be cultivated here and there for a series of years successively, never paying a cash to 
Government, alikouzh the surrounding propertics have been under regular cultivation. 
Want of water could not be the cause nor other drawbacks of a natural or irremediable 
character. Kither too many concerns in other directions, poverty of means, family fends, 
or complications, may heve keen operating to produce the neglect. Tt isa proper ques- 
tion for consideration whether a restriction should not be provided against the operation 
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of the rule of remission to such undue length and to the serious prejudice of public revenue. 
Tgolated fields should be denied remission, if left waste when the bulk of the area is un- 
der crop. A term may also be fixed beyond which no remission is claimable and option. 
may be given to the holder to retain it on condition of paying the assessment or relin- 
quishing it absolutely. 


1190. In the Tovalay proverthy the lands are all allowed fallow remission. When 
cultivated with dry or Poonja crops they have to pay specially for 
them, the rates varying from full to half assessment according to the 
nature of the crops and the tenures of the holdings, the Pattom tenures being liable to 
not more than 3 asarule. The special tax for dry crops is leviable even where the land 
concerned has had its two crops of paddy aud paid up the fall reveuue fixed on it. This 
system dovs not obtain in the other villages where Nanja lands are brought under 
Poonja crops. These villages are Talakoody in Tovalay taluk and Agasteeswaram, 
Kanniakumari, Tamarakulam, [Kulasekarapawram, Theroor and Marungoor in Agastee~- 
swaran talak. Here the Poonja erops pay nothing, if the wet revenue is fully due. 
The Poonja crop rates vary more or less as in ‘lovalay. That Tovalay lands should. 
be subjected to an additional burden on account of Poonja crops over and above the 
fixed wet revenue, while similar lands in other parts are exenrpted from it, appears 
anomalous. A proper adjustment should be made and a uniform treatment adopied.

LU, All these points will have to he properly enquired into and determined accor- 
‘ling to actual conditions, as they exist at present. The ryots interested should be freely 
conferred with, and their views and claims should be considered. This procedure I pro- 
pose to adopt in the course of the final settlement. Each case as it is ready with all the 
necessary data for a definite conclusion wil] be submitted to Government for orders. 


112. The appended Statement No. XXI presents in one view the results of the 
present revision affecting the wet lands, 


113. There are 302 acres of Poonja lands converted into wet cultivation. State- 
ment No. XXII A shews their distribution under the several villages. 
smonversion of dry wees The net demand which. they bear aggregates 635 fanams. The pre- 
sent ‘wet’ revenue which wil] supersede the ‘dry’ is 510 Cottahs 

and 32Rs. The difference is an increment of 464 Cottahs and 32 Rs. or 960 Rs. 


114. The quantity of wet land converted into garden cultivation is 263 acres. 
On this the Ayacut revenue is 542 Cottahs and 92 Rs.=1,300 Re. 
This will be superseded by the Poonja tax amounting to 778 Rs. 
The difference is a decrease of 522 rupees.

.. 118. The system of assessing a plantation at tree and ground rates combined 
which is generally adopted at the present settlement is not new to south Travancore. 


A similar system has heen loug obtaining here and was followed at the previous 
settlement. 


119. The dry rates have local variations. They are not uniform even in the same 
bry rates, village. The minimum rate is 14 chs. and the maximam 1 rupee 
per acre. Thera are exceptional rates which range up to 20 Rs. 

per acre, though confined toa small area of vegetable culture in Vadasseri village. 
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120. The dry rates were fixed with reference to the -0@’ or ‘plouch’ standard, 
The extent of « holding is estimated by the quantity of lund capable of being worked by 
a single plough in a day and expressed us so much ploughland, The standard is not 
uniform as it could not naturally be. Judged by actual measurcanents, a plough land 
may be taken on an average at 71 square rods of 10 fect or 7,100 syuare feat equal to 
% ofan acre. How much inequality exists in the rates of assessinent may be con- 
ceived from the fact that a holding measuring 24,000 squwre feet ears a ground tax of 4 
cash, while another of 56} square feet is charged with one chackrain.

146. The Ayacut figure contains certain items which have been left out here. 
They amount in all to 541 Rs. and relate to the Kadukaval lands on the frontier, long 
“avo declared to be British territory, to tbe hilly tracts excluded from survey, and 
to the areas brought under wet cultivation and to a few others of a miscellancous 


character. 
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147, There is another item which calls for special notice. At the settlement 
93 M, E., the one immediately preceding the lust settlement, the trees grown by 
tte individnals on the banks of irrigation channels, tanks &c, were subjected to 
essnient. These included not only fruit trees but manure trees also i, e. those 
whose leaves are used for manure. Though the latter class was excluded from taxation 
at the last settlement, a rate was levied cn the ground occupied hy the trees as a sort of 
compensation. While the rate is merely nominal and yields but a trifle, it has proved 
a source of imischief to irrigation-works. Thereis hardly 2 bit of ground in that connec- 
tion which is free from inter 


erence on the part of the rate-payers. Such interference

has been authoritative'y prohibited in many cases. But so long as the rate continues to

149. Among the dry aveas the village sites have to be specially noticed. Uulike 
in north Travancore the dwelling houses in the south stand generally in clusters and 
the grounds covered by the buildings and the premises are as a rule exempt trom tax. 
There are individnal exceptions which must have arisen from. the properties having once

lapsed to Government owing to escheat &e. and subjected to tax when granted afresh. 














{50, Some of the sites now tax-free are cevoid of buildings and are turned inte 
recular cultivation. The purpose for which the privilege of exemption was originally 
allowed having ceased, t.¢ privilege itself should cease likewise, ant the lands utilised 
for cultivation should he properly assessed ta the Public Revenue. There are cases of 
this nature inaimost every village and in the course of individual settlement they will 
he a: dined and brought to back. 














151, Another tract of Poonja cultivation which stands on a peculiar footing 
remains to be dealt with. Tt is known as the ‘Chaturbhagom Poonja’ aud is situated 
at the frontier of the Tovalay village covering an area of 3,535 acres. The whole 
extent is registered in the accounts in the name of a single individual, [t contains many 
distinct holdings which are in the possession of different ryots who exercise full property 
rights. Qpeu transactions between individuals are carried on as if the holdings are 
heritable and transferable und there have Leen no instances of eviction by the assignee. 
So that the latter's interest in the tract is to all intents and purposes ‘confined to his 
share of the assessed revenue. This share is termed ‘ Chathurbhagom ’ meaning a fourth 
aut though it is somewhat less heing 224 per ceut. 7 

















The demand payable on the tract is nota fixed item. Tt fluctuates according 
to the extent of actnal cultivation. Jf ina given year only one-half of the arca is 
brought under crop, the revenue is levied in that proportion and what bears on the 
remaining portion js remitted, The demand for each year is determined by a rough 
estimate of the areas uncer crop made on inspection by the assignee and the local officials 
joindly.

158. The system of annually determining the demand by crop inspection is 
quite objectionable in principle and in the lands of petty subordinates it must be a 
source of irregularity, oppression and peculation.

138, Tn all probability the assignment was intended as a consideration for the dury 
of collecting and paying the Government dues. But as matters new stad there is ue 
absolute necessity for contining such an arrangement. “The demant as now settled may 
he left to be collected directly ‘by t the local officials ax in other parts and the assignee may 
be paid by Government. a fixed amonnié equal to an average of the past 10 years’ reecipts 
entered to his credit. This would better his position pecuniarily and at the same time 
prove a decided advantage both to Government and the numerous occupants concerned. 











159. Allusion was made tu the tracts excinde? from the present survey. They 
are mostly situated by the hid sides and in the course of my field Anspeet ion, I found 
that there was no insuperable dit Meulty of conducting measurements in the imajority of 

cases. I therefore moved the Survey Superintenden: on the marter and the result has 
been that a good many of the excluded properties have been since surveve'l and the areas 
Frmnished to this Department. There area few tracts still left out here and there. 
They are horne in the accounts and continue to pay tax to Government. They must 
therefore be brought under the present se semen, the necessary measurement being 
undertaken by the Survey Agency or by the Setrlement Party Some of the propertics 
ozeupy the slopes of hills and beat comparatively light gromni rates. The taxable trees 
they coutained, such as, palmyra and jack, were not a ed atthe last settlement for 
the reason of their produce having no value at the localities. This exeeptional treatment 
will have to be followed now also so far ag the ex: ting conditions way warrant, 





























160. The details set forth above ave, I trust, sufficient to give a proper idea of the 
method of revision pro posed to-be carried out. Tf it.should commend itself to Govern. 
meut, I beg that sanction muy be accorded for the introduction of the rates of assesspient 
with ‘dotinite instructions regarding the several points raised as calling For authoritative 
settlement. 








161. Tamay add that the field work for assessment parposes was divided between 
myself and my Deputy and the villages, 26 in aumber, were gone through in 3 moaths. 
The process of revision was heset w ith peculiar difficalties as already chyelt upon anil the

Lhave the honor to report that I have carefully studied the Cantonment 

question and the papers herewith returned relating to it, forwarded with your letter 
No. 6621/1103 dated 4th October 1892. I find the correspondence on the question 
‘ces back so far as April 1851 and the records show that all our Dewans from Raja Sir T. 
Sadhava Row downwards have devoted their attention to the settlement of this im- 

portant motter. I have the honor also to report that I visited Quilon in this connection . 
and have studied the old accounts as far as available in the local Supervisor’s Office with 
the help of the Supervisor himself and his experienced village accountants. I will now 
endeavour to answer your questions seriatim, Mut before doing so, Ihave the honor to 
state for the information of His Highness’ Government that no records exist which 
would show the ‘terms’ on which the Cantonment grounds were orginally assigned to 
the British Government, This was admitted in the Proceedings of the Madras Govern- 
ment itself so recently as October 1878. The G. QO, dated 13th October 187. 3, No. 410, 
runs thus:—“The Resident will be informed that very carcful search in the records of 
Government and the Quarter Master General’s Office has failed to discover any papers 
specifying the terms on which the subsidiary force occupied the land at Quilon on which 
the force is cantoned”, This very considerably simplifies the question. It is a question 
for mere arrangement and settlement between the British Government and ours, as I

4. Allthe lands within the cantonment 
excepting the ‘Nirthal’ of 998 and 999 
M. E, did pay tax until 1033. Since 1034 
M. E., however, 39 parahs and § cdangalics 
of paddy laud do not pay tax on the pround 
that cultivation on them is prohibited by the 
sailitary authorities. All the others continue 
to pay tax now as before 1034 M. E, 


5. The revenue accounts do not show 
what area was assigned for cantonment 
pee oses. The ‘Nirthal’ propertics of 999 

. &, meastive now according to the present 
survey 589°59 acres. I understand from a 
passing reference in one of the enclosures 
of the English correspondence received 
from your office that the assignment was made 
in 1812 A.D. The Goveroment of Madras 
wrote in their G. O. already referred to (No. 
410 dated 13th October 1873) that ‘they 
have failed to discover any papers specifying 
the terms on which the subsidiary force 
occupied the land at Quilon on which the force 
is cantoned.’ 


6. Taking the 589°59 acres of “Nirthal’ 
lands as the assigned ares, I find that all 
of them were private holdings paying tax 
to Government. [ have already stated that 
the date of the assignment is not known to 
the revenue account. From the Thirattu 
of 999 M. E. it would appear that for some 
years previous the tax on the 589 acres 59 
cents was held in arrears. No compensation 
is shown as having been paid, but there is no. 
doubt the properties were assumed from 
ryots and assigned. But a good portion of 
this assumed area viz. , 205 acres 30 cents, 
still remains in theenjoyment of ryots without 
paying tax to Government. would re- 
commend this area being immediately brought 
under assessment and treated like the 
properties outside the “Nirthal” limits. I 
‘would also recommend the remaining Nirthal 
Jands, that is, Nirthal lands actually used by 
the military authorities, which is 589-59 
minus 205°30=384'29 acres, being re- 
demareated as the “Cantonment proper”. 
For the force at Quilon is now very much 
less than what it used to be and the whole 
of the 589°59 acres are scarcely necessary 
for cantonment purposes at present. The 
British Resident lumself (A. McGregor Eaq.,) 
recommended this reduced size of the canton- 
ment in his letter No. 707 dated 21st July 
1879. “It seems to me to bea question worthy 
of consideration whether the extreme limits 
of the cantonment might not be reduced. in 


view to the reduced force now stationed at 
Quilon.” 


7. Is the whole assigned portion 
occupied by the regimental lines, mili- 
tary buildings and parade grounds ? If 
not, what part is not so occupied and how 
is it used ? 


8. Are there any leases or grants 
made by the military authorities of the 
cantoument on their own authority ? If so, 
when and on what terms? Do they pay 
tay, and to whom ? 
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7. The whole is not used, As 
already stated, about 205°39 acres are in the 
occupancy of the ryots. Out of the re- 
mainder, 384°29 acres are used for regimental 
lines, military buildings and parade grounds. 
3 acres and 52 cents are lying waste. So the 
whole of this 589°59 acres now standing ag 
Nirthal in the accounts is not used. 


8. Yes, from the year 1831 
A.D. forwards. As the registration of titles 
in Quilon is not completed, it is not easy to 
say what the terms are of the leases and 
grants given by the military authorities as 


we have not seen them all; but I give below 
copies of three of them for your information 
from which the general scope of these 
documents can be gathered.

Having auswered seriatim all the guestions raised in your letter, I’procced to sum 
up the results of my study of the records thus:— 


A. The Quilon cantonment grounds belong to the Travancore Sirkar though 
assigned to the British Government in 1812 for military purposes. 


B. The Sirkar has levied tax on lands within the cantonment lim'ts fora 
Jong time without dispute. This right has always been admitted by the military autho- 
rities and recongnised by the British Government. 


C. Ths practice for 80 years of levying tax on cantonment grounds hy the 
Sirkar authorities cannot be inconsistent with the terms of the assignment, if: any were 
antered into on te date of such assignment es.in 1812 A.D, 
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D. The British Resident wrote in July 1879 that the forces cartoned having 
heen considerably reduced since the assignment, the size of the cantonment is much too 
large for their present purposes and the area may be proportionately reduced without 
inconvenience. 


FE. The reduction is highly desirable in the interests of the Sirkar ae well as 
the growiny population of the town of Quilon where land is very valuable and cultiva- 
tion is highly profitable. 


F. The British and Travancore Governments can easily settle between them- 
selves whit area is absolutely necessary and thia tract so determined upon can be perma- 
nently and clearly demarcated. 


G, I find that about 384-29 acres ave the only grounds now actually in the nse 
and the occupation cf the military authorities and even this area is hardly necessary at 
present for their purposes. All the rest is in the possession of ryots, some paying tax to 
the Sirkar and some not. 


H._ In view to this reduced area being readily agreed to by the military authe- 
rities, His Highness’ Government should on their side agree to assuming from ryots 
and handing over to the cantonment any lands or gardens the cultivation of which may 
be objectionable to them on military or sanitary grounds, 


I, Asa further concession to the military authorities who are stationed here, 
as the Madras Government remarked, “in our own interest,” 1 would recommend the 
cantonment being supplied with roads, bridges, avenue trees, road lights, cattle pounds 
and conservancy as any other part of His Highuess' dominions, these being entirely in 
the management of the local Sirkur officials, This could. save the military officers all 
trouble or inconvenience of any kind. 


An early settlement of this long pending question is very necessary in the 
interests of the Travancore Sirkar who have been kept out of their legitimate revenue 
for many years without the British Government in any manner benefiting thereby. It 
is the interest of the ryots like those who have now petitioned the military officers 
(vide enclosure of letter No. 129 dated 29th July 1892 from the Commandant to tre 
British Resident) to keep up a seeming difference between the military officers and the 
local revenue officials of Quilon.

_ Excepting in a few villages the wet area predominates, the dry and garden lands 
not being more than 10 per cent. 


The field operation for purposes of assessment was conducted personally by 
the Settlement Dewan Peishcar and his Deputy, the villages being divided between 
them. 


The method of revision applied is in accordance with the principles laid down 


in the Royal Proclamation dated !4t Kumbhom 1051.Certain points of detail due to peculiar 
. 26th February 1886, 


local conditions call, however, for special treatment. Hence the special report now 
submitted. 


The revision of the rates of assessment on this description of laud is all on 
the side of reduction. The present rates are admittedly heavy so 
far as they hear on Patton tenures. Some of the more favorahie 
tenures too, are overburdened. The meximnm rate now obtaining is 10 Cottahs per 
Cottah of land and it is proposed to lower it to 42 Cottahs. The reduction, though 
apparently sinall, is calculated to afford palpable relief to the ryots, considering that in 
certain cases, the present rates are higher then 10 Cottahs and that the extra cesses will 
mostly disappear at the new settlement. Shortness of survey area, too, must bring 
about a reduction of assessinent in many cases. . 





Wet area. 





‘The grading of the wet mites, ax now proposed, with a maximum of 9} Cottals, 
free of the 10 per cant deduction authorised by para 14 of the Roysl Proclamation, 
appears on the whole fair aud judicious. and Government sanction the rates as . specified 
in para 43 of the report ander notice. . 


Government also sanction the proposal to continue the levy of the assessment 
exclusively in money in respect of the tracts noticed in para 44, in the villages 
Dharmapurnm and Tengarpudeor. 








The next point for notice is the adoption of a uniform standard of the Coitak 
measure of land with reference to the nerve. The ‘Parah’ is the prevailing unit in most 
parts and by the Settlement Proclamation this has been declared aa equivalent to 14 
cents. But in Nanjanad the Cottah is the recognised measure, and like the Parah it is 
found to vary with each field. Asa necessary step in the process of settlement it has 
“to be reduced to a uniform standard. 


This standard is taken as equivalent to an acre which Goverument approve, 
the survey reaults as summarised jn the report fully warranting the measure. No 
adjustment is called for in regard to the Cottah as a standard of grain measure. Jt is 
recognised in all Government transactions as equivalent to 9 Parahs 3% Rdangalis, the 
Parah being fixed at 800 cubic inches by the Royal Proclamation... 


» 
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Some of the Jand-holders in Nanjanad have been addressing complaints to 
Government taking exception to the provision in the Settlement Proclamation for the 
treatment of Pandara Qtti tenures. But the facts and figures given in the report 
shew that the rule has been applied in all moderation and the apprehension on the part 
of the ryots is groundless. The revision of the revenue on this cluss of lands results 
only iv 2 loss to Government, and the percentage of area on which any enhancement is 
involved is less than 25. On 55 per cent the tax is left undisturbed and on 22 per 
cent it is reduced while on the remaining properties alone it is raised. 


In working owt a general scheme of revision on the basis of a uniform principle, 
enhancement must be naturally expected as well as reduction in respect of individual 
properties. After all, the individual holdings affected are those bearing very nominal 
rates and the revision would still leave the burden comparatively light. In the settled 
taluks of Trivandrum and Sheraingil the rule in question was found to work no hard- 
ship, and there is no reason to relax it at all. 


The transfer of ‘Vettolivu Patiom’ and ‘Patta Otti’ tenures from the head 
of ‘Pattom’ to ‘Pandam Otii’ is approved. They are, a» explained in the report, 
of the character of ‘Otti’ in all essentials. The ‘Chattom’ cess they now bear should, of 
course, be retained. 


The Jenm tenures stand on an exceptional footing in Nanjanad. There is no 
Rajabhogam levied on them as in other parts while other cesses are payable. The 
Proclamation, therefore, which provides for the levy of the Rajabhogam rate cannot 
apply to these lands. The existing usage should be follower. 


Another exceptional treatment noticed is in regard to the ‘Ooranma’ tenures. 
These are of the nature of Devaswom and Brahmaswom lands. Under the Royal Pro- 
clamation, such tenares are liable to the payment to Government of $ of the full assess- 
ment in the place of the ‘Kadama.’ But so far as the ‘Ooranma’ tenures in Nanjanad 
are concerned no Kadama is recognised by usage. On the contrary, the lands are, asa 
rule, subject to higher rates ranging up to the full asacssment. In some cases, extra 
cesses alone are leviable. The ‘Ooranma’ tenures therefore must be considered as 
outside the operation of the general rule and settled in accordance with the existing 
usage. 


On the Sreepandaravagay lands, the demand is now payable all in grain, un- 
like the tax on Government tenures. The reason is that for the requirements of the 
Pagoda whose endowments these lands constitite, a large quantity of grain is required. 
Butas the figures given in the report shew thut the grain supply would not be 
affected by a concession fixing one-fourth of the demand in money, Government 
sanction the arrangement proposed. Out of the tax levied om this class of lands, 
of whatsoever tenure, at the present settlement, one-fourth shall be levied in money at 
‘the commutation rate and three-fourths in grain. ‘ 


The extra cesses bearing on ‘Wet’ land have next to be considered. They 
are notably numerous and complex. The ‘Chathom’ heads the list. This will, of 
course, disappear under the new settlement in respect of the Pattom tenures. The 
‘Anjaly’ falling on ‘Osti’ and ‘nam’ tcnures should be retained. The others it is 
proposed to abolish for the purpose of uniformity and simplification of accounts, Ip 
their place, a single cess, in the shape of a wator-rate, is suggested at half a rupee per 
acre on all river-irrigated areas and one-fourth rupee per acre on those under 
rain-fed tanks. 


Government, while approving the proposal to do away with all the complex 
eesses above acticed and to substitute a water-rate, would fix it somewhat lower ric, 
a uniform rate of 23 fanams per acre on river-irrigated lands and one fanam per acre 
on areas under rain-fed tanks. : 
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In applying these rates, the attention of the Settlement Dewan Peishcar is 
specially directed to para 99 of the report. Whether any and what areas now entered 
under ‘rain-fed’ have to be treated as ‘river-fed’ should be carefully determined. The case 
of cach tract calling for transfer to the head of ‘river-irrigation’ should be referred for 
Government sanction. 


Paras 100 to 111 of the report are devoted to the exposition and consideration 
of the system of fallow remissions in respect of wet areas. No doubt the system is 
fraught with anomalies which require correction. The local conilitions should be fully 
scrutinised and proposals submitted to Government for such adjustments as may be called 
for, in due regard to the interests involved. 


All cases of assignments have to be carefully sifted in the course of registration 
and such as have been found to have lapsed to Government from any cause should 
be disallowed at the present settlement. 


In connection with ‘Wet area,’ it only remains to notice the financial result 

of the proposed revision. The figures detailed in Appendix No. X XI

This ig not more than what the ryots of Nanjanad are fairly entitled to as a relief from 


the existing burden. 
Dry and Garden Areas. 


The existing system in respect of these classes of lands, too, presents striking 
inequalities as to the rites of assessment. There are tracts of comparatively poor soil 
bearing 20 Rs. an acre, They ace, however, limited in exteat and quite exceptional. 


The girden lands or plantations ara, generally speaking, not so valuable nor 
reliable as in other parts. The palmyra trees predominate. At the present settlement 
exemption of tax is allowed in the case of all young and other non-bearing trees, The 
fall which the present revision exhibits under the bead of gardens is partly due to this 
Cause. 

The method of assessment followed is precisely on the lines sanctioned by 
the Royal Proclamation and hardly calls for remark. 


Government sanction the introduction of the rates a3 propovel in the report. 


The result of the revision of assessment on garden and dry areas gives an 
excess of 1,133 rupees over the Ayacut figure. 


There ts one point which bas been put forward as calling for he special order 
of Government. It is the settlemant of the dry area known as ‘Chatarbhagom Punja' 
on the Thovalay frontier. 


The tract measuring upwards of 3,000 acres comprises numerous holdings in 
the possession of different ryots, though ia the Government accounts, the whole 
extent is entered in the name of a single individual who has the right, as an assignee, 
to a certain proportion —22} per cent—of the revenue collected. 


Unlike in other parts, the demand on the land isa fluctuating item—depend- 
ing on the crops raised at each time. This isan anomalous practice opposed to the 
principle of the present settlement and cannot be continued. 


“Government approve the proposal to bring the tract under permanent 
assessment, following the method which applies to other ary areas. 
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Government also approve the suggestion to effect a severance of the assignee’s 
interest from the tract by determining a fixed annual grant, calculated on the average.

time including enhancement, if any. 
JUDGMENT. 


























The following facts may be taken as proved and not disputed, if not admitted:— 


That there was a grant, in very olden times, in the ninth century of the Mala- 
par Era, of one-fourth or Chathurbhagom of the public revenue of a tract of land 
known ag Chokkanada Bhoopalasamudrum Punjakkadu (dry land) and situated within 
specified boundaries, that this grant was made by Queen Mangammal of the Madura 
Naick dynasty to twenty-eight Brahmins, Mahajanams of the Chokkanada Bhoopala- 
samudram village, as. a free gift, that the said grantees for a time collected the assess- 
ment due on the whole area and paid three-fourths of it to Government, taking one- 
fourth to themselves: and that in course of time the plaintifi's family became the 
purchasers of the right of the Brabmins with the approval of Government so far back 
aa 970 (see Jxhibit IV) and began collecting the tax, taking the one-fourth to them- 
selves and paying the three-fourths to Government. 

TAppoal Gul No. 156 of 1078 gaint the deciee of Sir B.P, Sankara Monon, Discrlor Judge of Nogesealy ia 018 
No, 136 of 1072. : , 
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9, While things stood thus, the new settlement rules came into operation and the 
revenue ah tie “resolved that a Pattah should be granted to plaintiff for the whole 
area except such portions as had been converted. into paddy-lands in regard to which 
the Pattahs were ordered to be granted to the individual tenants who converted them. 
(See Exhibit A dated 1066.) In 1069 or 1893, the Government offered to commute 
what is derivable by plaintiff as Chathurbhagom into a lump sum of Rs, 240 a year; 
but the plaintiff says that his share would come to more than Rs. 600 and odd and 
asks, therefore, for a declaration of his right to collect the taxes as hithertofore done, 
to pay three-fourths to Government and appropriate the rest to himself, or, in the 
alternative, for payment to him of one-fourth of the revenue which may be collected 
by Government from tenants as a permanent grant to him and his heirs. 


3, There is a prayer in the plaint that plaintiff should be declared to possess the 
right to eject tenants, if necessary, from their holdings. The tenants are not parties 
and the right claimed cannot be granted behind their back. This relief, we may say, 
is not pressed in appeal. 


4. Ag we understood the defence, the Government while admitting the gift, 
seems to contend that it was a gift to Brahmins for performing ceremonies for the 
salvation of the soul of Queen Mangammal and that therefore, the alienation to plaintift 
is invalid and inoperative and that plaintiff being a Sudra is incompetent to perform 
Vedic ceremonies. Secondly, they contend that the gift was confined to a fourth share 
of the revenue derived at the time of the grant and that plaintiff is not entitled to 
claim any share in the increased revenue obtained by expenditure of money and labour 
of others. Thirdly, the contention is that the civil courts have no jurisdiction to take 
cognisance of this suit. 


5. The District Judge of Nagercoil (Mr. K. P. Sankara Menon) found that a 
gift was made of the Chathurbhagom, but though its terms were not known, certain 
Brahmins as donees collected the taxes, paid three-fourths to Government and appro- 
pristed one-fourth to themselves and that latterly plaintiff has been doing the'same, that 
the grant is resumable at the will and pleasure of Government (be it noted here that the 
Government did not set up such a right) and that Government having in a manner 
resumed the grant by offering a money grant in lieu thereof, the act should be 
regarded as anact of state and the suit is beyond the cognisance of the civil courts, 
though the Judge thinks thatthe act of Government in severing plaintiff's nights 
from the property is arbitrary and not done under color of any legal title. The Dis- 
trict Judge accordingly dismissed plaintift’s suit with costs. 


6. Plaintiff appeals. 


7. The first question we have to decide is whether or not the suit is within 
the cognisance of the civil courts. There are some decided cases in Travancore and many 
in British India which clearly show that the action of the Government which has 
compelled the plaintiff to resort to civil courts for redress is not an act of state. The 
case reported in VIII T. L. R. page 128 following the ruling in I. 1. B. 5 Madras 
278, rules thet though the passing of a legislative enactment by the Sirkar in the 
exercise of its legislative functions cannot be questioned in the civil courts, the en- 
forcement of that enactment in the performance of the administrative duties of the 
Sirkar against 2 particular subject or class of subjects. who or which claims an exem- 
ption from the operation thereof may be questioned in the civil courts, In the 
case reported in the same volume, page 2@, it has been ruled that civil courts can 
take cognisunce of suits relating to public revenue if the executive officers were shown 
to have acted contrary to any existing right under the laws promulgated by the 
Government in its legislative capacity. These decisions, though not exactly in point, 
tend to show that there is a distinction between the acts of Government in its legis- 
lative and administrative or executive capacity and that the latter class are within the 
cognisance of the civil courts of the country. 


PRP AR USAIN PLIGL IG LIES. 
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8. Tnan unreported case, A. S. No. 163 of 1062 F. B., the learned Judges 
ruled that the courts of Highness the Maha Rajah have jurisdiction to try the 
validity or otherwise of grants of land made in the course of revenue administration 
although snch grents may have received the sanction of His Highness in His Highness’ 
Government's executive cupacity in the usual course of revenue administration, as in 
this State almost every executive act receives the formal sanction of His Highness the 
Maha Rajah and the courts hear and determine suits brought against Government for 
alleged invasions of the rights of subjects. In the course of the judgment the learned 
Judges referred io Dr. Bowyer's Commentaries oa Universal Public Lew. ‘The pass- 
ages quote: are of importance and may be re-produced here, because the judgment itself 
has not been published. 





Dr. Bowyer in his Commentaries on Universal Public Law (page 174) makes 
the following observations: —“This analysis gives us the division of the civil power of 
“Government into three parts, the legislative power which regulates general affairs, thas 
“Gs tu say, establishes general rules, called laws, which are to be followed in all cases 
“to which such rules apply; the executive power which administers particular matters 
“directly public, such as the enforcement of obedience to the laws, the means by which 
“they are enforced, the making of war and peace, the revenue, the creation and distri- 
“bution of offices and employments for the public service and the like; and the judicial 
“power watch by interpreting laws and applying them to particular cases, determines 
“on the rights of persons and thus settles their difference so far as the public good 
“requires. And here we must observe that both the executive and ‘judicial powers 
“must be exercised according to the general rules established by the legislative power.” 





Broom in his Constitutional Law (page 241) observes, “The Crown submits, as 
“is abundantly proved by ‘the cases already cited, to have its prerogative ‘openly dis- 
“cussed and investigated in courts of justice and allows a remedy against itself for any 
“Infringement of the subjects’ righta. 


“That the Sovereign cannot invade the property of the subject is indeed a ‘home- 
“horn’ doctrine declared by many statutes aud the parcel of our unwritten law. Tf the king 
“orant an estate to arnan which he or his predecessors had already granted to some 
“one else, the king will be held to have been deceived in the latter-grant and it will 
“the void. * * * co * * 






“If the grantreasonably construed would he injurious to the vested interests of 
“other subjects or would work 2 wrong or something contrary to law, in these and such 
“like cases the grant will be wholly void or restrained according to circumstances.” 


9, After a review of the above quotations, the Judges observe that, in the interests 
of revenue, the Sovereign acts as the executive power of Siate, and ‘that’ he cannot act 
contrary to the laws and rules laid down by himself. When the executive acts happen 
to be contrary to law, it is the duty of the judicial power of the Sovereign which is 
represenied by the courts, to interfere and set thom right. As regards the axiom that 
king can do no wrong, it has been construed to mesn that as the king never intends 
todo wrong, his acts, if opposed to law, must be taken as notdone. Ifthe courts 
have no jurisdiction over the wrongful acts of the executive, the subject will often 
remain without any remedy for infringement of his rights. The couris, in sitting in 
judgment over such acts, “simply act in obedience to the legislative and judicial will 
of the Sovereign,” . 


_ 10. Acts of state have been held to be acts done by Government in the exercise 

of its Sovereign power of making peace aud war and of concluding treaties dc. which 

do not fall within the province of Municipal Law. Other acts done by officers of 

Government in the exercise of powers committed to them for purposes of admini- 

stration and which canact legally be done by private persons cannot be termed acts of state. 

(See I. L B.v. Madras page 278). In Forrester V. The Secretary of State (ind. Ap. Sup. 

Vol. p. 10) wherein the jaghire held by Begum Sumroo was resumed by Government, - 
Their Lordships of the Privy Council made the following observations: — 
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“The act of Government in this case was not the seizure by arbitrary power 
“of territories which up to the time had belonged to another Sovereign State; it was 
“the resumption of lands previously held from Government under a particular tenure 
‘pon the alleged determination of that tenure. The possession was taken under colour 
“of a legal title, that title being the undoubted right of the sovereign power to resume 
“and yvetain or assess io the public revenue all lands within its territories upon the 
“determination of the tenure under which they have been held rent free. If, by means 
“of the continuance of that tenure or for other cause, aright be claimed in derogation 
“of the title of Government, that claim, like any other arising between the Govern- 
“ment and its subjects, would prima facie be cognisable by the Municipal courts of 
“India.” 


11. Mr. Prince relies on the decision reported in I. L. R. 2 Bombay 99, In 
that case, the hereditary Desamukk of certain Mehals sued to recover a percentage of 
the revenue assessed thereon as his perquisites based on a grant from Government. It 
was held that the jurisdiction of the civil courts was ousted under the Pensions Act 
XXIII of 1871, British India. The Pensions Act is not law here and even if it were, 
section 9 of the Act would give jurisdiction in the particular circumstances of this case, 
since the right of plaintiff to collect the revenue is not seriously disputed. 


12. The District Judge quoted Sir Thomas Munro as his authority in justi- 
fication of the view he adopted in regard to the resumability of the grant by Govern- 
ment. Wemay refer to Hindu Law on the point as aite contravening the views of Sir 
Thomas Munro, According to Hindu Law and Usage, in every grant made in per- 
petuity there isa religious penalty attached to its resumption and every such act of 
resumption on the part of a Hindu Sovereige would be deemed not only disgraceful, 
but even sinful (IT Digest, Bk. 11, Ch: IV. Tit. II, 35 and.other authorities needless 
to mention here ). 


18. In XIV Moo. LA. page 557, a palanquin allowance to the holder of the 
hereditary office {a mere sinecure ) of Desai of Broch held under a Jaghire grant was 
held not resumable by Government. 


14. In this case the original grant is not forthcoming; but there is no doubt that 
the original grantees and their heirs and, subsequently, plaintiff, have been enjoying the 
allowances since a period of a couple of centuries, and this raises a presumption that 
the grant was hereditary. There is not a tittle of evidence that the original grant was 
one for performance of any service or Vedic rites, nor is there any evidence that the ori- 
ginal grantees or their heirs performed them. ‘The circumstances and probabilities of the 
ease and the inference derivable from the documentary evidence on record point to the 
conclusion that the grant was nothing but a gift in perpetuity of a portion of the public 
revenue, the motive perhaps for the grant being picty. On a consideration of the 
above circumstances, we hold that the suit is within the cognisance of the civil courts. 


15. Qn the merits, the questions are not complicated. The first point we have 
to consider is the inalienability and the resumability of the grant. On the latter point 
we have nothing on record to show that the grant is, by its nature, resumable. As 
already observed, it is not shown that it was a grant for future service or that any 
service waa rendefed by the grantees at any time within human memory, and more 
than all, the plaintiff became the purchaser of the grant with the sanction of His Highness 
(see IV) which as a public copy coming from defendant himself is clearly admissible 
in evidence. We have also the undoubted fact that the plaintiff asserted his title con- 
tinuously and consistently and acted consistently with the presumption of its existence. 
‘The right has also been recognised hy Government on more than one occasion, especially 
in 1040 when they had an opportunity of investigating the title and denying or admitting it. 
They chose to admit it and thisis clear evidence against Government. (See Schibit G which 
is order of Government conceding to plaintiff the right to levy Chathurbbagom in the 
enhanced rent derived from the conversion of the dry into’ rice lands). Exhibit § 
the earliest document: of 1001, makes it appear as if ‘the grant was an absolute sft, 
We, therefore, hold that there is nothing to prevent the alienation of a grant like the: 
oné in question and that it is not resumable. 
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16. The next point is whether the gift is confined to the revenue realisable on 
the date of the grant or was a general grant in the fourth of the revenue derivable 
from time to time including any enhancement, If the higher revenue is obtained by 
the expenditure of any money, surely the plaintiff may be called on to contribute his 
share, but there is no proof that the enhancement of revenue. was due to any expendi- 
ture of money by Government in this particular tract. Exhibit G shows that the 
Government conceded to plaintiff the right to share in the rise of revenue derivable 
from lands. It was on a consideration of all the previous correspondence that Govern- 
ment by Exhibit A dated 1066, ordered the Settlement Peishkar, contrary to the 
views expressed by him, to give Pattah to plaintiff for the whole tract excepé the 
Puduvals which had been converted into paddy lands by the tenants who were to get 
individual Pattahs for their respective Puduvals. The Dewan Peishkar of Padmanabha- 
puram recommended in 1064 that no share in the increased revenue should be granted 
to the grantees, but this recommendation was vetoed and Government observed, very 
wisely we think, that any departure from old practice and usage was likely to create 
difficulties (see Exhibit N which, in our opinion, fully supports the plaintiff's case). 
After the Settlement Peishkar became Dewan, he in his turn tried to enforce his views 
and thus upset the order of kis predecessor which, impolitic as it is, is not legally 
justified. Exhibit B is his order. Exhibit I is the final order passed after the Settle- 
ment Peishkar’s views were received and considered by Government. By this the 
Government offered to give a yearly allowance of Rs. 240 to plaintiff in commutation 
of what was due and on relinquishment and surrender of all his rights. The plaintiff 
is unwilling to accept the terms offered by Government. 


17 Upon the facts as they stand, we have to declare that the grant in this case 
relied on by plaintiff is sufficiently proved by the documents filed and by the admissions 
of Government and that it comprises the right to collect and take 224 per cent out of 

tbe public revenue derived from the tract in question and that plaintiff should have a decree 
’ declaring this right. The plasmtiff has, however, saved us the necessity of giving him 
a decree which though it would enable him to get his rights, would yet cause him 
iuconvenience and trouble in collecting taxes. According to Exhibit D, the Settlement 
Peishkar proposed that the plaintiff’s offer to commute the share payable to him into a 
lump sum of 380 Rs.a year may be accepted with advantage to Government. This 
sum he pointed out as reasonable on the everage annual share which may be recoverable 
ly plaintiff. That share as now calculated comes to over 600 Rs. Making allowances. 
for bad seasons and consequent remissions which may entail loss to Government occa- 
sionally, we think the sum mentioned by the Settlement Peishakar is reasonable and 
proper in the circumstances of the case. As plaintiff now surrenders his right to 
collect the taxes and expresses his willingness to accept 380 Rs. as a permanent grant 
(see his statement), we in setting aside the lower court’s decree, think thut the proper 
decree should be the payment by defendant to plaintiff of 380 Rs. annually from the 
date of assumption of lands by Government in lieu of his rights relinquished as a 
perpetual and hereditary allowance to himself and his heirs and assigns. We ac- 
cordingly, humbly advise ‘His Highness the Maha Rajha to pass a decree accordingly with 
plaintiff's full costs in both courts against defendant. :

RULES PUBLISHED UNDER SECTIONS 42 AND 46 OF 
REGULATION I OF 1068 WITH THE -SANCTION 
OF HIS HIGHNESS THE MAHARAJAH. 


1. Where only a part of a property bearing a single Olugu number or a single 
Survey number has to be sold, the tax on such part shall be in the same proportion 
to the whole demand as the part bears to the entire area. 


(a) The apportionment of the tax should be with reference to what is enter- 
edin the Ayacut or Settlement pattah. The entry in the Thandapere, if it is. 
found to vary, should not be used. : 

(b) When the revenue on gardens ‘as fixed at the present Setilement has to 
be apportioned, it should be the sum total of the ground and tree rates taken together, 


(c) Where the property to be sold in part ison the Payattupattom tenure 


and is found to contain taxable trees at the time of sale, the apportionment should 
be confined to the Payattupattom tax, No fresh assessment shall be made on 


account of the trees. 

(a) Subject to the provisions of the Regulation, all possible care should be 
taken to avoid the splitting up of entire Olugu or Survey numbers for purposes of 
sale. 


2. The following rates of batta shall be charged for service of processes under 
this Regulation—the distance being calculated from the Taluk Cutcherry to the 
places of residence of the persons served with the processes. 


4 Chuckarams for every 5 miles or for any fraction thereof. 
2 Chuckarams for every additional 5 miles or any fraction of that distance,

A Proprietor of a coffee estate holding under the Coffee land rules marginally 
Dated Sth March 1853 noted who may he desirous of obtaining permission to mine for gold 
* Gist Jay 1877 in such estate should apply to the Dewan, specifving distinctly the 


name, situation, boundaries, and area thereof. 


2. On the receipt of the application, the right to mine for gold will be leascd out 
to the proprietor or proprietors of the land on the conditions hereinafter mentioned. 


3. Every application for a lease or for the transfer or renewal thereof shal! be ac- 
companied by a fee of 100 Rupees. 


4, The lease shall be for a term of 10 years and shall be renewable at the end of 
that term in favour of the lessee, his heirs, representatives or assigns on such terms as 
the Government may determine, and it shall be open to the lessee to abandon the 
lease at any time at his pleasure. 
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5. A royalty of three and ahalé per eent shall he Jeviable on the gross out-turn of 
gold during the currency of the lease, and shall be payable at such times and in such 
places as may be appointed by the Government. 


6. tshall be open to the Government to imcreuse the royalty at the time of re- 
newing the lease, but the rate fixed shall in no case excced 12 per cent on the gross 
out-turn, . 

7. If£.within two years from the date of the commencement of the lease, no min- 
ing operations are commenced, or if for two years continuously during the curreney of 
the lease. the works ara abandoned and no mining operations are carried on, the lease 
shall he liable to be cancelled at the pleasure of Government. 

8. All mining works shall be open at all reasonable times to the excmiuation of 
such officers as the Government may appoint for the purpose; and uny suggestions made 
in writing under the authority of Government for the safety of the lives and health ge- 
uctally of those working in the mines shall be adopted by the lessee. On his fuilure

In these rules: — 


Person includes any persons, syndicate, partnership, or company. 


A license or lease under these rules may be granted to any person; in case of the 
Geath of the person or any of the persons to whom ic is granted, it shall inure for the 
henefit of the legal representatives, 


EXPLORING LIGENSES. 


1, A license to explore land for minerals or mineral oil, called hereinafter an 
exploring license, will authorise the licensee to search the surface of the land specified 
in the license for minerals of every description and for mineral oil, and subject to such 
restrictions as the Sirkar may from time to time impose, toremove any specimens on 
samples found by the licensee in or upon such land.” 


2. Such license shali not authorise the licensee to enter upon any land in the 
occupation of any person without the consent of the occupier. 


3. Such license cannot be assigned nor can any right or interest thereunder be 
transferred without the assent of the Sirkar. 


4, Such license shall not authorise the licensee to mine or quarry, but he may 
turn up to such depth as the Dewan may sanction, and subject to such conditions as he 
may impose, the surface of unoccupied land, or, with the consent of the occupier, that of 
land in the occupation of any person. 


5. Such license may be granted by such person and under such rules as the 
Sirkar may prescribe. 


6. Every such license shall run for one year, but may be renewed for further 
similar term by the same authority, and there shall be paid for each license or renewal 
such fee, not exceeding Rs. 10, as the Sirkar may prescribe. 


7. A royalty shall be payable to the Sirkar on the value of all precious stones 
found and removed by an explorer, whether he has taken out a license or not. In the 
case of licenses such royalty shall be at such rate, not exceeding 1 per cent as shall 
be fixed by the license, and in the case of an unlicensed explorer, shall be 15 per 
cent on the value of the stones removed. Neglect to report the discovery of any 
such stone within a reasonable time shall involve the forfeiture of the license and 
of ail claim to have an application for prospecting license or a mining lease ‘favourably 
considered. 


; 8. Such license shall giveno exclusive or preferential rights, but in considering 
rivel clainis for prospecting license or mining Jease, due regard will be had to opera- 
tions conducted under cover of an exploring license. 


PROSPECTING LICENSES. 


9. A license to prospect for minerals or mineral oil, called hereinafter a ‘pros~ 
pecting license, shall confer on the licensce the sole right, subject to the conditions eon- 
trined in the license, to mine, to quarry, bore, dig and search for, win, work, and carr 
away any mineral or mineral oil specified in the license, and lying or being within, 
under or throughout the land specified in the license. Snch license shall apply only to 
the area described in the license. PPY y

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10. No prospecting license shall be granted except toa person approved by 
the Sirkar, and such person shall, befor: the license is granted, deposit as security in 
respect of each license such suum, not being less than Rs. 100, as the Dewan may deter- 
rolue or give security to the like amount to the satisfaction of the Dewan, " Subject 
to such deduction on account of compensation for surface damage as the Dewan may 
order, the amount of any deposit made under this rule, should the depositor afterwards 
become the lessee of any miuing lease, will be carried to his credit as part of the rents 
and royalities payable under his lease, and should he decline or fail to obtain any such 
lease as aforesaid, will be returned to him. 


11. (1) Every application for a prospecting license shall be made to the 
Dewan. 


(2) Every such application shall contain the following particulars, namely— 
a) the name, residence aud profession of the applicant: 
6) a description as a accurate as possible and illustrated by a rough 
sketch, of the situation, boundaries and area of the Jand with respect to which the 
license is required: and 


(c) a specification of the mineral or minerals for which the applicant 

desires to prospect. 
12. On receipt of such application, the Dewau shall as soon as practicable, 
inquire whether the grant of the license applied for is inexpedient either on the 


ground that the land described in the application is required fora public purpose or 
otherwise. 


13. (1) Should the Dewar be of opinion that it is not expedient to grant the 
license, he shall refuse to grant the license. 


(2) Subject to the rule, the Dewan, if he finds there is no objection to the 
grant of the Jicense applicd for, may, with the previous sanction of His Highness the 
Haha Raja, grant.to the applicant a license in euch form as may be prescribed. 


14. A register of applications for prospecting licenses shall be kept in English in 

the Dewan’s Office, specifying:— 

(1) Name of applicant. 

(2) Date, 

(3) Residence of applicant. 

(4) Situation of the land. 

(5) Boundaries.

15. Every prospecting license shall coutain such conditions as may in any 
particular cage seg necessary, and shall in all cases. contain the following condi- 
tions:— 






(i) The term for which the license shall be granted shall be one year or 
such shorter term as the applicant may desire. The license may be venewed by the 
Dewan for a further term not exceeding two years, whenever he is satisfied that the 
licensee has been prevented from completing his search of the land by any cause other 
than his own defauit. 

(ii) A moderate rent not exceeding one rupee per acre shall be paid for the 
land covered by license. : . 

(ii) The licensee shall pay # royalty at a rate not exceeding 15 per cent of 
the value on all precious stones won and carried away, and a royalty at the rates 
specified in Schedule C on all other miberals won and carried away over and above 
such quantity as the Sirkar may allow to be taken free fur purposes of experiment: 


(iv) No land in the occupation of any person shall be entered upon without 


the consent of the occupier, aud no trees, standing crops, or other private property shall 
be cut or i any way injured without the consent of the owner thereof. 
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(¥) The licensee shall make and pay reasonable satisfaction and compensa- 
tion for all injary which may be done by him in exercise of the powers granted by the 
license and shall indemmify the Sirkar against all claims which may be made by third 
parties in respect of any such damage or injury. 

(vi) The licensee shall not cut or injure any tree on unoccupied and unreserved. 
Jand without the permission of the Dewan in writing. 


(vii) Such license cannot be assigned nor can any right or interest thereunder 
be transferred without the consent of the Sirkar. 


(viii) In case of any breach on the part of the licensee of any of the five last 
preceding clauses, the Dewan may summarily revoke the license, and thereupon all rights 
conferred thereby or enjoyed thereunder shall ecase. 


ix) The licensee shall, within six months next after the determination of the 
license or the date of the abandonment of the undertaking, whichever shall first occur, 
securely plug any bores and fill up or fence any holes or excavations that he may have 
made in the land to such extent as the Dewan may require, and shall to the like extent 
restore the surface of the land and all buildings thereon which he may have damaged in 
the course of prospecting. Provided that this clause shall not aplpy to any land held 
under a mining lease, 


(x) Should any question of dispute arise regarding the license, or any matter 

or thing counected therewith, or the powers of the licensee thereunder or the amount or 

ayment of the rent or royalty made payable thereby, the matter in difference shall be 
decided by the Sirkar, whose decision shall be final, 

16. On or before the determination of his license, the licensee shall have o right, 
subject to the rules hereinafter contained and to the proviso contained in Rule 26 as 
regards the grant of mining leases:—~ 

(2) m the case of mineral oil or minerals other than precious stones, to a mining 
Jease in accordance with the terms contained in rules for mining leases; 
b) in the case of precious stones, ta the first offer of such ntining lease as the 
Sirkar may think fit to grant. 
Such lease may include so much land, whether comprising the whole ora part 
only of the area for which the prospecting license was granted, as shall not exceed the 
area specificd with respect to mining leases in Schedule A annexed to these rules. 


MINING LEASES. 


17. Every application for the grant of a mining lease shall be presented to the 
Dewan. The Sirkar may by general or special order require a deposit of money not 
exceeding Rs. 500 to be made by the applicant in any case or class of cases before the 
application is taken into consideration. 


18. Every application for a mining lease shall contain 
(a) the name, residence and profession of the applicant; 


(4) the name of the mineral for which the applicant intends to mine; 
(c) a map of the area over which the proposed lease is to extend. 


19. On receipt of any such application, the Dewan may, if the applicant is entitled 
to a lease under Rule 16, or if he ‘considers that the applicant should be granted a 
mining lease, grant the same with the sanction of His Highness the Maha Raja, in accor- 
dance with these rules over such one or more blocks, each not excecding in extent the 
area specified in Schedule A annexed to these rules, as the Sirkar may think fit: 


Provided that no mining lease shall he granted under these rules so as to cause 
the total area held under mining leases by the lessee or by those joint in interest. with 
him to exceed ten square miles,

(v) _the lessee shail make and pay reasonable satisfaction and compensation for 
all injury which may be done by him in exercise of the powers granted by the lease, and 
shall indemnify the Sirkar against all claims which may be made by third parties in 
respect of any such injury; 

(vi) the lessee shall not cat or injure any tree reserved in the lease; 


(vii) neither the lessee nor any person claiming through or under him shall 
assign the lease or transfer any right or interest thereunder, or underlet the whole or 
any portion of the premises comprised in such lease without the assent of the Sirkar first 
had and obtained; : 

(viti) the lessee shall commence operations within two years from the date of 
the execution of the lease and shall thereafter carry them on effectually in a roper, 
skilful and mining-like manner, unless prevented by unavoidable cause; , 

(ix) _ the lessee shall keep correct: account showing the quantity and particular’ 
of all minerals obtained from the mine and the number of persons employed therein and 
also complete plars of the mine and shall allow any officer authorised by the Sirkar in 
that behalf at any time to examine such accounts and plans and shall furnish the Sirkar 
with such information and returns in respect of the aforesaid matter, as it may prescribe;* 

(x) the lessee shall allow any officer authorised by the Sirkarin that behalf to 
enter upon the premises comprised in the lease for the purpose of inspecting the same. 

(xi) the lessee shall without delay send to the Dewan a report of any accident 
which may occur at or in the said premises and also the finding therein of any mineral 
not specified in the lease; 

(xii) should the royalty or rent reserved or made payable by the lease be noé 
paid within two months next after the date fixed in the lease for the payment of the 
same, the Sirkar may enter upon the said premises and distrain all or any of the minerals 
or movable property therein, and may carry away or detain them until the rent or royalty 
due and all costs and expenses occasioned by the non-payment thereof shall be fully 
paid; and, if any royalty or rent remain at any time unpaid for six calendar months 
after the date on which it is due, the Sirkar may determine the lease and take possession 
of the premises comprised therein; and in such case the deposit referred to in Rule 17 
above is also liable to forfeiture; 

(xiii) in the case of any breach on the part of the lessee of any covenant or con- 
dition contained in the lease, the Sirkar my determine the lease and take possession of 


the premises;

(xv) should any question or dispute arise regarding the lease, or any matter 
or thing connected with the mines or minerals leased, or the working or non-working 
thereof, or the amount or payment of the royalty or rent reserved or made payable 
by the lease, the matter in difference shall be decided by the Sirkar whose decision 
thereon shall be final. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS AS TO LICENSES AND LEASES. 


283. (1) All operations conducted under the authority of these rules within a 
reserved forest shall be subject to such conditions as the Sirkar may by general or 
special order from time to time prescribe. 


(2) It shall be o condition of every license granted under these rules that, 
before the commencement of exploration or prospecting (as the case may be)within 
a reserved forest, notice shall be given to the Conservator of the intention to com- 
mence operations and that the operations shall be conducted subject to any condi- - 
tions regarding the use of fire that he may prescribe. 


(3) Every mining lease which includes any portion of a reserved forest, shall, 
if it authorises the lessee to fell timber for mining purposes, specify the area within 
which, or the quantity up to which and the terms and conditions upon which, he 
may exercise that authority. 


24, Should the applicant for a prospecting license or mining lease desire the 
Dewan to prepare for him the sketch required by Rule 11 (2) () or the map required 
by Rule 18 (¢), or should the sketch or map presented by the applicant be insufficient, 
the Dewan may prepare the sketch or map required and may, if he so order, recover 
the cost from the applicant at a rate not exceeding four annas per acre. If the Sirkar 
has prepared a map of a tract of country specially for the convenience of the intending 
applicants for licenses and leases under these rules and if any applicant makes use of 
such map for the sketch or map aforesaid, it will be open to the Sirkar to recover as 
above such share of the cost of preparing the map as it may consider to be equitably 
due from the applicant. 


25. JE a license or lease is not executed within 6 months after leave has been 
granted for it, the right of the applicant to such license or lease shall be held to have 
apsed, unless the Sirkar for ‘special reasons consents to grant the same, not- 
withstanding the delay. 


26. Any prospecting license which may be issued under the foregoing rules 
shall be issued subject to the proviso that the grant of mining lease of’ any portion 
of the area prospected shall be conditional on th2 previous sanction of the Govern- 
ment of India.

_ L_ WNo building, $c. , upon sacred places.~No shatt, pit, engine-work, building or 
thing, shall be sunk, opened, made or erected and no surface operations shall he carried 
on by the lessee by virtue of the liberties and privileges above granted, in or upon any 
place of worship, sacred grove, burial ground, tanks, water—courses, house, village-site, 

ublic road or other place in respect of which on public grounds it appears to the 

overnment of His Highness the Maharajah of Travancore, that objections exist to 
so doing, nor in such a way as to injure or affect any railways, reservoirs, canale and 
other public works or any inhabited sites, buildings or other works, property or rights 
of private individuals, nor shall any Jand be taken or occupied for any ofthe above 
purposes, if the same is already in the occupation of and used by any person other than 
the lessor for other works, or purposes not included in this present demise, if any other 
Jands not so occupied and used are suitable and convenient and equally available for any 
such shaft, pit, engine-work, building or thing or for surface operations. 


2. Notice to_be given before entering on lands and lessor ta be at liberty to object 
to proposed site—Before taking any land for surface operations which has not already 
been used for such operations, the lessee shall give to the lessor’s agent (who for the 
purpose of this clauseshall be taken to be the Dewan Peishkar of..................for the 
time being) two calendar months’ previous notice in writing specifying, by name or 
other sufficient designation, and by quantity, the Jand proposed to be taken, and the 
purpose for which the same is required. The lessor’s agent may at any time within two 
calendar months from the receipt of such notice state his objections, if any, to the

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PASCEEDINGS OF HIS HIGHNESS THE MANARAJAKS’ 
OVERNMENT NO. S/149 DATEE SOTH JUNE 1897. 


Read :— Survey Superintendent's letters No. 275/195 and 307/221 dated 22nd. 
Ultimo and 15th Instant respectively forwarding copy of Settlement Peishkar's letter 
No. 82, on the subject of alterations of areas of fields when resurveyed aud requesting 
areling as to whether the revision of areas is to«be confined to the particular field 
regarding which a complaint is made or extended to the adjoining fields calling for 
revision according to measurements disclosed! in resurvey. . 





The property which necessitated a resurv was field No. 138 of Derisanameopw 
village, Tovala ialuk. The second survey 4 sed a decrease of 25 cents in the area 
and naturally theadjoming fields had to be measured to sec if there was any excess 
in them. The result was that there were variations in 29 survey fields. The Settlement 
Peishkar whom the Srrver Superintendent addressed on the matter considers it inex- 
ut to revise the areas of these fields asthe pattals have been issued and the naw 
cvilecred and as such revision would necessitate the rectification of the pattahs and 
accounts entailing a great deal of unnecessary trouble, confusion and loss of tame. 









lt hus to be borne in mind that the chief object of survey is the securing of 
accurate areas of properties. If according to the Scttlement Peishkar the revision is to 
he confined to the particular number,the excess as per original survey will bave to be 
cut off from the total area of the village, thus causing so much. loss of revenue and 
unfair exemption of the adjacent fields from an equitable share of assessment. The . 
loss of time and labour are nothing conrpared to the important interests involved. 
Gyovernment therefore resolve that the revision should be extended to allthe fields 
according to the measurements fumished by the Survey Superintendent. The Settle- 
snent Peishkar will forthwith take the necessary action in the mutter. 


Government approve of the suggestion of the Survey Superintendent entumera- 
ted in para 3 of his letter No 307/221 above referred to - that in the case of unsettled

Sir, 

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of you letter No. $/153 dated Qnd 
Instant forwarding for my information aud guidance copy of the Proceedings of Govern- 
ment No. S/149 dated 30th June 1887. The ruling does not appear to me to be quite 
clear. There is an apparent contradiction between the Jase 2 paras of the Proceedings. 
T wish to be favoured with the copies of the Superintendent's letters No. 275/195 dated 
22nd May 1897 and No. 307/221 dated lath June 1897 referred to in the Proccedings 
npon a perusal of which I shall be able to submit my views finally tor the orders of 
Government. . 

2. The arguments urged in pera 3 do not commend themselves to my bumble 
judgment. Jt is stated in the Arst place that “the chief object of survey is the seeming 
df accurate areas of properties.” Of course this is so, and that is the reason that I have 
moved for remeasurements wherever the survey results were found coate, Then 
itsis urged that “ if according to the Settlement Peisbkar the revision is to be confined to 
the particular number, the excess as per original survey will have to be cut. off from the 
total area of the village thus cansing so inuch loss of revenue.” Tt appears to me indis- 
putable that if the measurment of one property in a village is found to be wrong, say, 
-to the extent of 25 cents decrease as in’ the case pointed out by me, then, the total area 
of the village or the Khandom should be cut off to the extent of 24 cents to make the 
total tally with the total of its component fields, but that where a decrease is 
detected in’ one field , corresponding increase will exist in some other fields and that the 


¥otdl area of the village could in no wise be impugned. . 









3. I wish to know how many properties are required to be ve-measured in 2 
village in order to arrive at a satisfactory set olf, of increases against decreases. Does 
Gover nment expect that we should re-call aud revise putiahs fur as many properties as 
will give this desired result in the work of the survey remeasurements of a village ? 
The ‘only equitable and just way of dealing with the question would he to resurvey “tie 
whole village or a whole Khandom as soon as the ineasurement of a single field is detected. 
to be inacenrate. If this is impracticable as T myself beleve it E would reomimend 
only the remeasurement of the field in dispute anil leave the rest of the village intact, 
taking the survey resalt to be fairly correct for practical purposes as the old Dennoo 
measurement was understood to be nutil now. This will save enormous trouble and 
time to us-but what is of even greater importance, will save annoyance and vexatious delay 
to the ryats who have received their pattahs long ago and acquiesced in them. 




















4, Nuunber 138 was given by the first survey as 95 cents. Qn resurvey it is 
found to be only 70 cents i. e., a decrease of more than one-fourth of its old area. I never 
thought this was possible. To satisfy myself whether this was only an isolated instauce of 
such & gross mistake, I sent my Supers isor at Kalkulam to test afew numbers near the 
Padmanabhapuram Fort, Snbjoined is a statement furnished by him of a rough measure- 


ment of33 felds:—

6. Does Government notice the fact that contianons to No. 138 of the Darisanum. 
vope Village which I wanted to he corrected, there are 30 other survey fields, the mea. 
surements of which as first ascertained by the Survey Department are all now declared 
to be wrong, showing differences in area varying from 2 to 55 cents? TE this is eo in 
the case of a single nanher brought to notice by a pattadar, how imany teore such cases 
do exist thronehout the settled taiuks ? ft appears to me that under such circumstan- 
ces the superior advaitager of a scientific survey upon which Government has set

7. Tt should also be noted that the correcting of 30 nuebers where one number 
was pointed out to be inaccurate shows not a mere casual mistale made by a survey 
subordinate, but a serious state of affairs meaning bad work deliberately done not only 
by the field surveyors but also in the Head Office. Otherwise it is unaccountable to 
my mind how this could be at all possible. 


8 With regard to the lose of revenue involved in the cutting off of 93 
cents from the area of the village, I beg to point out that this can be no justification 
for inflicting additional revenue upon the owners of a series of 20 or 30 contiguous fields 
after the revenue was finally fixed upon them and collected by the taluk authorities. 
Nor would the difference he material in the total revenue as the altered propertics may 
belong to small-rent teuures such as Otti, Jenmom é&e., while the labour inveived in re. 
adjusting them would be enormous. , 


9. As the Survey Superintendent himself admits that only the disputed property: 
need be corrected after the lapse of 1 year without making collateral alterations, I under- 
stand it to mean that professionally there can he no objection to confine the corrections to 
‘the disputed properties alone in the first year itself; for whatever objections exist to the 
correcting work of the disputed properties alone in the first year exist as well later on.. 





; 10. The fourth para of the Proceedings is not quite clear cither. We are now deal- 
ing only with “unsettled taluks” or ‘recently settled taluks” If hy the term “in all 
other cases, the areas of disputed fiekis alone should be corrected according to remeasuree 
nents as isolated instances without interfering in any way with side fields” is meant the 
taluks of Chirayinkil and Trivandram, I beg to inform you thut such cages ave not 
thought of now at all; the bulk of our references are in the 4 recently setiled tluks of 
Tovala, Agastecswarain, Nedumangad aud Kartigepalli. In the unsettled taluks I have 
no, Objection to any system of remeasurements being done which the Survey Superin- 
tendent may think fit to adopt, as that does.not involve the mndeing of any portion 
of settlement work. But with regard to the 4 taluks named abova, T beg yeu wall

GOVERNMENT, NO. $/184 DATED 1lorn AUGUST 1887. 


Read:—Settlement Dewan Peishkar's letter No. 131 dated 25tb July last, in 
which he brings to notice the serious inconvenience und difficulty likely to arise from 
the ruling contained in the Proceedings No. 5/149 of the 30th Jume last so far as 
it relates to alteration of areas other than of survey numbers referred for correction, 


So far as unsettled taluks are concerned, the Peishkar has no objection to the 
course laid down for dealing with collateral areas ; but in the case of ‘recently settled 
taluks’, he urges; the expediency of the Survey Department confining itself to the 
remeasurement of those fields referred for verification of area on complaint. 


The Peishkar has gone into the question in detail and there is much force in 
his argument that the procedure in question would disturb the pattahs already granted 
and lead to complications and confusion of accounts, not to speak of delay and 


vexation to ryots. 


Government therefore direct that the previous order, in respect of recently 
settled taluks, shall be taken to apply only to areas for which no final. pettahs have 
been issued, the lands embraced by pattahs granted. being lefé as they are. 


.. The Peishkar submits a table of figures showing noticeable discrepancies in the 
survey results in respect of certain numbers. This will be forwarded to the Survey 
Superintendent for his remarks. Government trust that proper attention will be 
enforced and vigilant check exercised in securing due accuracy in field survey.

Tnder para 61 of the Administration Report for 1071, it was observed with 
reference to the ficld establishment of the Settlement Department—‘The time has 
come for Government to make once for alla re-aljustment which, while providing a 
full complement of field operatives in due regard to actual conditions of work, would 
prevent ineffective expenditure of energy and consequently of money and obviate 
neodless reference and discussion.’ 


At the time the Settlement Department was organised (1883), the field agency 
sanctione Uby Goverament for the prosecution of the settlement operations through- 
out the State was as below:— .

the classifiers, practical experience having revealed the inadequacy of the num 
of classifiers was raised from 128 to 256 with a corresponding increase of field peons, The 


super ’-oflice establishment was also raise:l. Still the aggregate expenditure was to be 
kept within the limit fixed by the original scale and for this purpose a re-arrangement was 
made in regardto the Deputy Peishcars. Instead of 4, there were only #0 be 2 such 
officers to assist the Settlement Dewan Peishcar. 


This revised scale has been nominally in force, though, practically, additional hansls 
have of late been provided from year to year, so much so, that the annual cost ofthe Depart- 
ment for 1071 rose to Rs. 1,61,201. It has to be noted here that the special aitice a- 
Dlishment inthe Hazur Cutcherry has been reduced and the cost on this account is far Tess 
pow than atibe beginning. The outlay im excess of the fixed limit bears entirely on the 


Settlement Department. 





The scale of 1884 never came to be dealt with as a whole and additions were made in 
no systematic way. . 

As noticed in the Administration Report already adverted to, the field establishment 
at the end of 1073 was composed of 999 hands. Last. year (1072) there was a further 
increase of $0 hands. 


Instead of 2 Assistants to the Settlement Peishear, there are now 4 including the 
Deputy Peishcar on the special duty of Viruthi settlement which, of course, is embraced 
by the general settlement scheme. ’ 


The question that now presses for solution is the regulation of the field party from 
Supervisors downwards. The staff of classitiers is what has to be determined first and fore- 
most in due regard to existing loval conditions and the experience now gained in the practical — 
working of the scheme. This point settled, the other details are easily arranged as they 
mére or less depend on the conduct of field work. The principle recognised by 
Government is that when a taluk is made over by the Survey Department, it should he 
iaken up for settlement operations. Without meaning to depart from this prineiple; it may 
‘be observed that Government cannot go on enlarging the field agency infinitely. A scale. 
however liberal, raust have a recognised limit which on no account should be allowed to he 


excceded. 
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Wha this limit shall be is the essential point for considerstion. J know that in 
framing the original scale of establishment, Goverument were guided by what obtained at 
the time in the Madras Presidency. Wishing to know how the scale there, stands at 
present, I applied through the British Resident for information and he was kind enough 
to furnish a copy of the Proceedings of the Board of Revenue, No. 44!) dated 18th December 
1896. Appendix I thereof gives particulars regarding the strengeh and pay of the settlement, 
staff. There are in all G parties at work, each party consisting of 1 Superv 4 oflice guma-

The direct controlling staff comprises 1 Deputy Commissioner and 1 Assistant Commissioner 





with 12 clerks. For the whole District of Malabar there is only one such party (No. V1). 
‘Thus the whole field work is entrusted to 34 classifiers under a single Supervisor. Perhaps 
there may be one or two Deputy Supervisors or Head classifiers, as I find them mentioned 
in the Departmental report for 1895-96, though they are not entered in the Appendix 
yuoted, 

Instead of 34 classifiers we have here 358 classifiers. For 1 Supervisor and one 
or two Deputy Supervisors we have 11 Supervisors and 36 Deputies. I should not omit 
to notice the staff of clerks (239) and temporary establishment allowed in the Madras 
Presidency, Still the disparity is astounding, and the only explanation it admits of lies 
in the compticated nature of the settlement operations and the extremely difficult task of 
the registration work. We have in fact to repair the neglect of the Revenue Department 
for many years in the past, and the rebuilding of the Ayacud with the numerous intricate 
tenures to deal with, is a gigantic task involved in the process of settloment in this country. 














It is now 14 years since the settlement operations were started and during this 
period 6 taluks have been finally seétled, while 16 others are in various stages of progress. 


The following statement gives particulars as to the period of time consumed by the 
settlement operations in each taluk, the distributlon of the field agency, the number of

Tt will be observed that while the first two settled taluke occupied not more 
than 5 and 6 years respectively, there was almost double that period in. the ease of the 
remaining four. Several taluks too which are still under work have already consnmed 








more than 5 years. ‘The dealy is inordinate, but it must he said in justice to the Depart- 
ment that the regular course of work suffered serious interference for some years—the 
field operatives having been put on extrancous business, which it is needless to dwell 
upon here. Making all allowance on this account, the length of time occupied still 
uppenrs more than justifiable in some cases. 





The distribution of field agency has not followed a uniform principle. The original 
plan was to provide one classifier for one survey village. At the closing stage 
extra hands were put on for preparing rough puttahs and sundry details. The earliest 
settled tmluks were worked on this plan. A departure has since been malefrom a natural 
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desire to ensure greater speed. But where a work of such magnitude as the revenue 
settlement of a State is concerned, zeul for acceleration is apt to be catried too far against 
judicious economy of energy, time and money and the soundness of the work. To mass 
field operatives on a given area on the Rule-of- Three principle is simply cpposed to the 
nature and condition of the work. This has been sufficiently demonsirated and, I believe, 
there is no Jonger any doubt on this point. ‘ One classifier for one village ’ is the con- 
dition that best squares with the interests involved. Inthe matter of registration 
which isa tardy process it is possidle to put ir one er two additional Lands after the 
field work is over and the rough Peradu is ready. The villages araof varying size 
and where the survey numbers to be dealt with for registration aggregate 10,000 
ard upwards, adequate assistance is needed to secure uniform progress towards 
completion. Otherwise the larger villages are liable to lag behind. But even here too 
mucb cauticn canotke used, lest tlere should be confusion aud wasteful sacrifice of 
Jabor and money out of all propertion to the rate of speed itis possible to gain. As ob- 
served in para 97 of the Jest Administration report, referring to registration, > the ryots 
must attend, Lut punctuality in this respect is of no casy attainment. The plonghing 
und harvest times, the monsoons, the outbreak of epidemics, absence frcm home, 
family feuds, court litigation and numberless cther causes have their counteracting in- 
fluence.’ However vigilantly a classifier is worked a certain wastage of working’ time, 
owing to these canses, could notbe helped, and the employment of additional hands 
aneans 4 proportionate increase of wastage in this respect. It is important to bear this 
aspect of the question constantly in view. In the Malabar Settlement, although the staff 
of classifiers is very limited, I find the establishment had to be put on other business 
owing to interruption of field work caused by themonsoon from June to October 1893. 
(Vide para 9 of the Madras Settlement Report for 1895--96). 


As.a basis for revision of field establishment, calculation has to be made with re- 
ference chiefly to (1) the number of survey fields in a village and (2) the average rate of 
out-turn of registration cases per head per day. 


The taluks now under settlement operation, 16 inall, have, many of them, more 
than the regulated staff of classifiers, viz, at the rate of one for one village.

4,833 and 2,109. For Changanachery the total survey numbers 


are not yet known. 


It will be seen that in 3 taluks, Eraniel, Quilon and Karunagapalli—the number 
of classifiers is more than 3 times the number of villages in the first two anda little 
lower in the last. Besides these, extra gumustahs are at work in Quilon and Karunaga- 
palli—13 in the former and 3 in the latter; also a checking agency of 6 men in Quilon 
for comparison and verification of figures. 


In the other taluks of the first group, the number of classifiers is either double 
the number of villages or approximately so. In most taluks of this group, a classifier 
has on an average less than 3,000 survey fields to deal with, Every village 
must have a classifier however small the number of survey fields. 


Tn the second group, viz., Tiruvulla to Shencottah, the averages do not go up to 
5,000 fields per man. 


With regard to these survey fields, it has to be noted that they do not all come 
under registration. There may be Porambokes, such as lakes, channels, tanks, roads, un- 
oceupied wastes, minor circuits, jungly tracts, all areas in fact whichare other than 
pattah and. It follows then that what represents registration work raust be less than 
the total number of survey fields. In the more interior and hilly taluks, such as, Pattana- 
puram, Kunnattur, Kottarakara &e., the proportion, which the survey fields, coming 
uuler puttaks, bear to the aggregate number of survey fields must be comparatively less, 


According to the Settlement Peishcar’s view there should be a classifier for every 
2,500 field numbers. Where a village contains less, a classifier will, of course, be abso- 
lately necessary. From the foregoing observations it will be apparent that 2,500 fields 
mean less than that figure for purposes of actual work. Thus it isa very low standard. 
What I would fix is 4,000 field numbers. A village having this or a lower number of 
survey fields will have one classifier to deal with registration cases. Where there is 
an excess over 4,000, another classifier should be provided up to 8, 000 survey fields and 
soon. The classification work and the preparation of the Peradushould, however, be 
entrasted only toone man. It 3s only after the Peradu for the whole village is -over, 
the division of registration work should be made, and additional hands put in at the 
rate of 4, 000 numbers to a classifier. 


According to the standard prescribed, a classifier is expected to file cases involving 
20 field numbers or complete the investigation of 7 cases. But in practice this standard 
is rarely reached. Referring to actual results recorded, the average out-turn is cither 2 
eases and a half with 5 demarcation numbers filed, or two cases with 4 demarcation 
numbers investigated. The rates vary, of course, in all the taluks. With the facilities 
now afforded in getting up the olugufurm in advance and in furnishing information 
from the old accounts aud tvith sufflcient experience and cnefgy, the rate of out-turn 
ought to have at least.a nearer approach to the standard Jaid down. Assuming 4 cases 
with 10 demarcation numbers to be the averave out-turn of classifier per day, making 
allowance for drawbacks, 2 mouth’s work will be 250 demarcation numbers, taking the 
number of working days to be 25 in a raonth. In a year the ont-turn would be 3,000 
survey numbers. So 4,000.survey fields may be more or less within this mark, allow- 
ing for ineffective areas which yre outside the process of puttah enquiry. Eyen caleu- 
lating at a lower rate, a classifier having to deal with 4,000 survey numbers ought to 
finish that work in two years. 5o far as villages having a smaller number— say, 2,000 
or 2,500 survey fields—are concerned, their work under registration must be over much 
earlier and they will be available for co-operation in larger villages if need be. When 
from any unavoidable cause registration enquiries are impeded, the men concerned 
should be put on other items of work. Much depends on judicious distribution and 
vigilant control and close direction. All cases which relate to one and the same 
applicant for pattahs should bé taken up and dealt with together and 
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not allowed to be split up necessitating the summoning of the party over and over again. 
The classifiers have a natural tendency in this respect to stand well in the weekly returns 
against stoppage of pay. The proper test should he the demarcation numbers disposed 
of rather than the number of cases. One case may cover sometimes 50 or 100 demarea- 
tion numbers. 


Classification, counting of trees, preparation of vattavari, revised Peradu with 
reference to decided cases, tabulation of figures of assessment, preparation of chittahy, 
their examination and drawing ap of rough and fair pattahs, cannot consume more 
than two years, Another year may be allowed for block work, revision of rates and 
other incidental processes which though devolving on the supervising and controlling 
officers, necessarily occupy the time of the field party. 


Thus five years may be taken as the normal period for the settlement of a taluk 
from beginning to end. 


On the basis above indicated, the taluks now under work need no additional 
classifiers. In some the staff is larger than the rate of 4,000 survey fields would allow 
Still they may be left undisturbed. If there is a shortcoming, it should be. made up by 
the eurplasege being drawn from where it exists. 


In Kottayam the work was started this year and. the staff of classifiers employed 
is 12, being 2 more than the number (10) of villages. Most of these have survey 
numbers below 4,000. In some the figures range from 1,800 to 3,000. Only 2 villages 
have more than 4,000. For these the two additional hands will suffice. . - 


At the closing stage of operations, temporary hands will have to be improvised. 
For this a limit may be fixed up towhich the Settlement Peishcar should be permited. 
to take in wen as necessity arises. There is already a staff of cxtra gumastas and these 
will be included in the scale. 


There are at present 11 Supervisors. One of them is emplyed on Oluy form 
duty. The man himself complains of want of sufficient work. Rather than use ‘such 
a hichly paid officer for such an ordinary business, the taluk Samprethies may be 
charged with the duty in their respective localities. This Supervisor will then be avail- 
able for actual settlement operations. One more Supervisor may be allowed making the 
number 12. This is 4 more than the original scale and ought to saffice, Formerly the 
arrangement was to have one Supervisor for a party of 32 classifiers, so that more than 
one taluk used to be under a Supervisor's charge. Now as a rule one Taluk is under 
one Supervisor. There are a few exceptions. No hard and-fast line necd be drawn. 
The distribution may be made according to the discretion of the Peishear with due 
regard to the quantity of work and efficiency of management, keeping to the limit 
prescribed—viz. 12 Supervisors. : 


Deputy Supervisors number 36 at present and this need not be increased. 


There are 3 Assistants tothe Peishcar, two of whom are acting. There is also 
the Deputy Peishcar now detailed for Viruthi settlement, This work is expected to be 
closed earlier thau the general settlement and he will then rejoin the department. These 
4 officers are quite enough for purposes of local control. Only they should be better 
distributed, their ranges specified and their duties defined. Onthis the Peishcar will be 
asked to submit his views to enable Government to lay down clear rules, 


On the considerations above detailed, the following scale has been framed im 
revision of the existing one. :

For the current year (1073), the budget amount sanctioned for the Settlement 
Department is 2 lacs. It includes, as usual, the pay of village accountants 
and taluk Sumprethies detailed on duty in that Department. The proposed revision 
brings the cost* of establishment more or less to the same figure 
* Re, 1,601,256, and this should on no aceount be exceeded. As fresh taluks come 
up (and there are only 9 such taluks remaining to be brought under 
operation) it is possible to traft men from those in progress as the work closes either 
wholly or partially, For instance, a village containing between 4,000 and 5,000 survey 
fields or even more, but under 8,000, will have two classifiers according to the standard 
now laid down. When the pressure of registration work is over and when oll that 
yemains is only a finishing process, one of the men may be sent away. True economy 
lies in distributing a given staif over as lnrge a number of villages us possible for 
simultaneous operation. Supposing all the 9 remaining talaks had been surveyed 
and were realy to be entered upon for settlement to-morrow, I would distriluts the 
4C0 field operatives a8, per proposed scale so as to take them in all at once, Hach 
classifier would then pursue his work compactly and without abnormal pressure. The 
work, when it: closes, would close in all the new taluks more or less sinultancously. 
The nature of the work is such that while it expands on one side it narrows on the 
other. ‘This year and in anceeecing years some of the carlier commenced taluks muse 
be finally settled or be very near the point of completion, so that a judicious re- 
distribution of hands from time to time according to the stages of progress aud absolute 
rerjuirements must afford full facility for extended operation. Itis not the mere 
multiplicity of hands that can iell, but itis their distribution and vigilant checking of 
their work. They are prone to fudging and excuses for short out-turn may be too 
readily advaneed, At every turn they requive to be watched and kept at an even and 
steady pace. 














It is of the utmost.importance that the controlling head should be where the 
work presses most. When 2 taluk is under assessing operation his presence and 
personal direction ave of great value. The whole business of revision of rates should 
be in bis hands. Again, where rough puttahs are being issued he should be on the 
spot to sec to the prompt disposal of appeals, objection petitions &e. Occasional 
visits alone would be inadequate. He should place himself at the very scene of 
tho operation with a portion of his own office establishment. The taluks requiring 
ordinary inspection may for the time be left to be managed by the assistants who, 
if they sufficiently realise their responsibility, ought to be able to afford considerable 
relief to the controlling authority in this direction. 


Though the cost as per revised scale is considerable and with the allotment 
for the Survey Department comes to about 3 lacs, it is expected that as the 
taluks in progress are completed one after another, a decided turn would follow 
towards reduction of the annual outlay.

Rules regarding Grant of Land for 
Cultivation of Coffee. 
MEMORANDUM. 


ist. A tax of three-fourths of a Queen's Rupee will be payable to the Sirkar annually 
on. every acre of land granted excepting. such area within the limits of the grant as may 
be unfit for cultivation and shall have been so designated in the grant. The Sirkar 
tax shall remain unaltered till the year 1067 M. E., after which time the Sirkar will 
have power to rake any modification which circumstances may render desirable ; but 
it 1s stipulated that no increase of the assessment of these lands will be made except 
in concurrence with and in proportion toa revision of the assessmeut of the Kingdom 
generally. 


2nd. The grantee can appropriate to his own use within the limits of the grant 
all timber, except the following :— 


Teak, Ebony, 
Cole Teak, Caroonthaly, and 
Blackwood, Sandal-wood, 


Should he carry any timber without the limits of his grant, it will be subject to the pay- 
ment of Kooiticanum or Customs duty or both as the case may be in the same way as 
timber ordinavily felled. In the case of the excepted timber, the grantee is required to’ pay 
aeigniorage, according to the undermentioned scale:

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The grantee is bound to deliver to the Sirkar all ivory, cardamoms, and other 
Royalties produced in the land, and all captured elephants, and he will he paid the 
regulated price for the articles of produce and the regulated reward for the elephants. 


3rd. All established rights of way shall be respected by the purchaser or holder of 
the land, and snch ways shail be at least 21 feet wide. Jt is to be considered that there 
is a uatural right of way through the land when such is necessary, in order to render the 
neighbonring lend available, but should a road be made where uone before existed, the 
grantee shall receive compensation for any improvements thereby destroyed. 


4th. No exclusive rights of water beyond what is necessary for the use of the 
plantation shall be considered to be conveyed hy the grant. 


5th. Should the Sirkar have occasion to take up any such portion of the land in 
question as may be improved by the purchaser for the purpose of constructing roads, 
channels or other public works, compensation shall be paid at a fair valuation. 


6th. While the Sirkar will enforce the regular payment of tax due to it on the 
grant at the period specified in the Deed of Grant, it shall not in the case of lands paying 
the assessment from the first lay down conditions obliging the grantee to cultivate or 
clear any specific portion of the grant within a specified time. But should the applicant 
so desire, land for planting coffee will be granted free of assessment for 5 years, on 
condition that quarter of the land shall be cleared and planted within the first 3 years, 
failing which the whole assessment shall be levied in the fourth year. 


7th. The grantees shall always use their best exertions to prevent the produce of 
their estate being exported except on payment of the regulated duty at the Customs 
Houses, and to prevent smugglers of articles of Sirkar monopoly and criminals in general 
obtaining any kind of protection on the estates. 


8th. The lands applied for shall be granted in perpetuity as heritable or transfer - 
able property, but every case of transfer shall be made known to the Sirkar, who shall 
have the right of apportioning the tax if 2 portion of the holding is transferred. 


9th. The discovery of useful mines aad treasures within the limits of the grants 
shall’ be communicated to the Sirkar and grantees shall in respect to such mines and 
treasures abide by the decision of the Sirkar. 


10th. The produce of lands held under these rules will be liable to duty on 
export in common with other produce exported from the Kingdom, but no special duty 
will be imposed on such produce. The present export duty on coffee is five per cent, 
on the tariff valuation, being 6¢ chuckrams per maund of 25 Ibs. English. 


1ith. ‘The cultivation of the lands shall not interfere in any way with the 


production of cardamoms, whether the culture of that spice be conducted on the part of 
the Sirkur or by private individuals, and no lands will be granted which the Sirkar has.

REGULATION II OF i 


A Regutarion to provide for the Adjudication of claims to Waste Lands passed by 
His Highness the Maha Raja of Travancore on 24th April 1865. 


Whereas it is expedient to make special provisions for the speedy adjudication of 
‘aims which may be preferred to waste lands proposed to be sold or otherwise dealt with 
on account of the Sirkar, and of objections taken to the sale or other disposition of such. 
lands, it is enacted as follows:— 


i, When any claim shall be preferred to any waste land proposed to be sold or 
otherwise dealt with on account of the Sirkar or when any objections shall be taken to 
the gale or other disposition of such land, the Dewan shall, if the claim or objection be 
preferred within the period mentioned in the advertisement to he issued for the sale or 
other disposition of such land, which period shall not be less than three months, proceed 
to make an enquiry into the claim or objection. 


2, The Dewan shall call upon the claimant or objector to produce any evidence 
or documents upon which he may rely in proof of his claim or objection; and after con- 
sidering the sume and making any further enquiry that may appear proper, shall disposc 
of the case by an order for the admission or rejection of the claim or objection, and 
if the land is proposed to be sold, for the sale of the same, subject to any coudition 
or reservation, which to the Dewan shall appear to be proper. If the land is ordered 
to be sold subject to any condition or reservation, such condition or reservation shall be 
notified to intending purchasers at the time of sale.

3. Pending an inyuiry into any claim or objection under the last preceding 
section, the Dewan shall postpone the sale or other disposition of the land and if he 
shall order that such claim or objection he rejected, he shall further postpone the sale 
or other disposition of the land to allow the claimant or objector to contest the order 
of rejection in the manner hereinafter provided. 


4. If the Dewan shall consider the claim or objection to he established and that 
the sale or other disposition of the land should not take place, he shall stop the sale or 
other disposition of the land. 


5. Ifthe Dewan shall order that the claim or objection he rejected or that the 
land be sold subject to any condition or reservation, or that it be otherwise dealt with, 
he shall cause a copy of such order to be delivered to the claimant or objector, and if 
such claimant or objector shall not, within one week from the delivery of such cop 
or within such further time as the Dewan, for any special reason to be recorded, sho 
see fit to grant, give notice in writing to the Dewan, that he intends to contest such 
order, the order shall be final. If the claimant or objector shall, within the time allowed, 

ive such notice, he shall, either be ordered to-institute a suit in the ordinary Civil 

ourts to establish his claim or objection within thirty days from the giving of such 
order, or be directed within a fixed date to appear before any special commission that mar 
be constituted, and authorized by His Highness the Maha Rajah for the trial of such 
cases; failing which, the order of rejection of the Dewan shall be final. Any commission 
constituted as aforesaid, shall, have the powers of a Civil Court in conducting the examina- 
tion into the cases it is authorized to try, and their decision shall not be set aside or alter- 
ed by any procedure of the Civil Courts. 


6. No claim toany land or to compensation or damages in respect of any land sold 
or otherwise dealt with, on account of the Sirkar as waste land, shall be received after 
the expiration of one year from the date on which such land shall have been delivered 
by the Sirkar to the purchaser or otherwise dealt with, If within one year after any 
lands have been delivered bythe Sirkar to the purchaser or otherwise dealt with any 
claimant or objector shall prefer a claim to the land so delivered or otherwise dealt with, 
-or an objection to such sale or to compensation or damages in respect thereof, in the 
Civil Courts, and shall show good and sufficient reason for not having preferred his claim 
or objection to the Dewan within the period limited under section I of this Regulation, 
such Court shall file the claim or objection, and dispose of it in the same way as suits 
of other kinds. The report of the officer employed to give delivery or to take posses- 
sion on the part of the Rirkar of the land sold or otherwise dealt with shall be conclu- 
sive evidence as te the date on which such delivery was made or possession 
was taken. 

7. Yn any case in which the land has been sold, if the Court shall be of opinion 
that the claim of the claimant is established, the Court shall not award the claimant 
possession of the Jand in dispute, but shall order him to receive from the Sirkar 
treasury by way of compensation a sum equal to the price at which the land was sold 
in addition to the cost of suit. 


g. An award under the provisions of the last preceding section shall be in full 
satisfaction of the claim of the claimant or objector and shall bar any futare chim on 
his part in respect to the land ia suit resting on the same cause of action or on a cause of 
actin which existed prior to the date of the sale or other disposition of the land on 


account of the Sirkar. 


9. Nothing in this Regulation shall be held to prevent the Sirkar from awarding 
to any claimant of waste Jand sold on account of the Sirkar on proof to the satisfaction 
of the Sirkar of the claim of such claimant (notwithstanding that he may not have pre- 
ferred his claim either to the Dewan or to the Court within the period prescribed 
by this Regulation) such amount of compensation for the said land within the Hmit 
as to ammount mentioned in section 7 of this Regulation, if the landshave been sold 
not subject to any cortlition or reservation, as to fhe Sirkar may scem proper. ; 


SIGN MANUAL. 
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Buleg tor the sale of Waste Vands on the Travancore Hills. 


1. Waste lands, in which no rightsof private proprietorship, or. exclusive 
eccupancy exist, and which may not be reserved, as hoveinafter provided, may until future 
notice be sold under the followmg rules:— 


2. Applications for lends shall be addressed to the Dewan of Travancore, 
directly in the case of natives, and through the British Resident, in the case of 
Europeans, and shall comprise the following particulars: 


(a) The estimated area of the lot applied for. 
(2) The situation of the lot and its boundaries, as accurately ascan be stated. 


3. No lot shall exceed five hundred acres. But auy person may apply for 
everal contiguous lots, each not exceeding the above limit. 


4, Every lot shall be compact, and shall include no more than one tract of land 
capable of being surrounded by a ring fence, and when the lot touches @ public road, 
navigable river, canal, or backwater, the length of the road or water frontage shall not 
exceed one-half of the depth of the lot. 


5. No Jot shall besold until the area has been estimated by the Sirkar authorities. 
Before the title deed is granted, the lot shall be surveyed. 


6. Tf on receipt of an application under rule 2 the Dewan has reason to believe 

that the lot applied for is saleable under these rules, he shall call upon the applicant to 
ive such security not exceeding the estimated cost of the demarcation and survey, by 
leposit of cash, or otherwise, as may be deemed necessary and sufficient, to provide for: 
the contingency referred to in rule 2, unless the land has been alrendy surveyed and 
demarcated. A deposit paid as above required will be refunded atthe sale under rule 13. 


_ 7... If the applicant fails to furnish. security under rule 6, within (6) six weeks 
from the date of demand, his application shall be null and void, : 


8. On receipt of the security required under rule 6, the Dewan shall,- as soon a 

ossible, cause the area of the land applied for to be estimated by the Sirkar authorities 

Fe shall then advertise the lot for sale ona given day to be fixed: soas to admit of 
the notice required in rule 9, being given. 


9. The advertisement shall be in English and in Malayalam, and shall specify 
the locality, extent, and boundaries of the lot,the annual assessiment, and the place, 
time and conditions of sale. Ti shall be posted for three months at least on the land 

_ itself as well as in the neighbouring villages, in the offices of the Dewan, the Dewan 
Peiskcar and the Tabsildar of the taluk, and in the nearest Police Office. The Dewan 
shall, at his discretion, fix the time and place of sale and may alter both if necessary, 
provided that not less than 14 days’ notice be publicly given of every such alteration, 
and that no land be sold wotil it has been advertised, as aforesaid, for three full 
months at least. A notification of the intended sale shall also be inserted in the 
Travancore Gazette, 

1). The Dewan shall send a written notice of the place, and time of sale, as also: . 
any alteration under the provisions of rule 9, to the applicant : but no sale shall be disturb- 
ed in consequence of the non-receipt of such notice or delayed in consequence of the non- 
appearance of the applicant. 


11. An applicant withdrawing his application prior to the sale of the lot, will be: 
-entitled to the refund of so much only of his deposit, where deposit has been paid by him 
under rule 6, as may not have been expended.

Grants of grass land in connection with coffee estates for the purposes named 
delow, shall, until further notice, be made to proprietors of estates on the Peermede 
range of hills holding under the terms of the Memorandum of 8th March 1862 or the 
rules of April 1867 or which may hereafter be granted or sold subject to those or 
revised rules, provided land of the description unencumbered by other rights, and which 


the Government do net wish to reserve, is available either ‘immediately adjoining the 
estate or within a mile of it.

XXIII. In regard to the time from which any higher tax imposed under the 
riiles will come into effect, the rule or custom which regulates assessment on such cul- 
tivation in other parts of the country will be applicable ;and in respect of tea or coffee, 
five years from the time of planting and npon the actual area planted. 


XXIV. The grantee is bound to give to the Government notice at the time at 
which tax upon such cultivation becomes leviable, stating the nature and extent of the 
cultivation ; failing todo which, such tax shall be payable in arrears from the time it 
becomes due whenever the Government ascertains the particulars. 


XXV. All arrears of assessment shall be recoverable in the same manner as- 
arrears of ordinary land revenue. 


XVI. Lands granted under these rules shall continue subject to all general 
taxes and local rates payable by law or custom existing or which may hereafter come 
into force. ; 


XXVIL Lands granted under these rules shall be held in perpetuity as heri- 
table or transferable property, but every case of transfer shall be made known to the 
Sirkar, who shall have the right of apportioning the tax if portion of the holding is 
transferred, If, however, the grass land is alienated apart from the coffee cstate to 
which it was granted, the holder of the coffee estate shall not be entitled to any fresh 
grant of grass land, . 


KXVUL The existing and customary rights of the Sirkar, of other proprietors 
and the public, in existing roads and paths and in streams running through or bound- 
ing lands granted under these rules, are reserved, and in no way affected by the grant 
of such lands. 


XXIX. Claims of private proprictorsbip or of exclusive occupancy, or of any 
right affecting the grant of the land under the rules shall be disposed of under the 
provisions of Regulation JT of the year 1040. 


XXX. These rules shall not affect any grass land for which title deeds may 
have been previously issned and which will be governed by terms and conditions 
subject to which the grant was made. 


XXXI. Subsidiary rules and rules which may be necessary to clear doubts 
may from time to time be issued by the Dewan under the sanction of His Highness the 
Maha Rajah and such rules shall be binding upon all holders of grass land under these

Fourth. In regard to the time from which any higher tax imposed under this 
Rule will come into effect, the rule or custom which regulates assessment on such 
cultivation in other parts of the country, will be applicable ; and in respect of Tea or 
Coffee, five years from the time of planting and upon the actual area planted. 


Fifth. The Grantee is bound to give to the Government notice at the time at 
which tax upon such cultivation becomes leviable, stating the nature and extent of 
the cultivation, failing to do which, such tax shall be payable in arrears from the time 
Jt becomes due whenever the Government ascertains the particulars. 


Sixth, The aforesaid annual tax is payable, in one sum to the Tahsildar of the 
District of on ot before the thirtieth day of June of each year without 
#ormal demand from the Tahsildar. 


Seventh. Arrears of assessment or tax shall be treated in the same menner as 
arrears of ordinary land revenue and be subject to the same mode of realization.

limits of the grant, all timber except the following, and such as may hereafter be 
reserved, namely, Teak, Coleteak, Blackwood, Ebony, Karoonthaly, Sandalwood 
Should earry any timber without the limits of the grant, it will be subject to. 
the paynment of Koottikanom or Customs Duty, or both, as the case may be, 
in the same way as timber ordinarily felled. But he is not permitted to fell 
any of the excepted timber, till he pays seigniorage according to the underinentioned 
scale and obtains a permit; Teak, Rupees ten per candy ; Ebony, Rupees five per 
candy ; Cole teak, Rupees four per candy ; Blackwood, Rupees ten per candy ; Karoon- 
thaly, Rupees cight per candy ; Sandalwood, Rupees twenty-five per candy. The 
rantee bound to deliver to the Sirkar all Ivory, Cardamoms and other 
oyalties produced in the land, and all captured Elephants, and will be 
‘aid ibe regulated price for the articles of produce, and the regulated reward for the 
lephants. 





Tenth. All established rights of way shall be respected by the grantee and 
such ways ehall be at least twenty-one fcet wide. It is to be considered that there 
is a natural right of way through the land when such is necessary in order to render 
the neighbouring land available. 


: Eleventh. No exclusive. right of water beyond what is necessary for the use 
of the land shall be considered to be conveyed by the grant. 


Twelfth. Should the Sirkar have occasion to take up any portion of the 
land granted for the purpose of constructing roads, channels or other public works, due 
compensation shall be paid. 


Thirteenth. The Grantee shall, as a most important condition of the grant, 
always use best exertions to prevent the produce of the grant being export- 
ed except on payment of the regulated duty at the Customs Houses, and to prevent 
smuggling of articles of Sirkar monopoly, and criminals in general obtaining any 
kind of protection ‘on the Estate. 


Fourteenth. The land granted shall be held in perpetuity as heritable or trans-~ 
ferable property, but every case of transfer of the grant by the Grantee shall be imme- 
diately made known to the Sirkar, who shall have the right of apportioning the tax, if 
portion of the holding is transferred. 


Fifteenth. The discovery of useful mines and treasures within the limits of the 
grant, shall be communicated to the Sirkar, and the Grantee shall, in respect to such mines 
and treasures, abide by the decision of the Sirkar. 


Sixteenth. The produce of lands held under the grant will be liable to duty on 
export in common with other produce exported from the Kingdom ; but ne speciat daty

Seventeenth. The cultivation of the lands shall not interfere in any way with 
the production of Cardamoms, whether the culture of that spice be conducted on the part 
of the Sirkar or by private individuals. r 


Highteenth. The liability of the Jands herein epecified to municipal, « I , 
local taxes, isnot affected by this grant. ipal, general, ort 
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Nineteenth. The Grantee shall be bound to preserve the forest growing on the 
bauks of streams running through the tract, the underwood only being permitted to 
be, cleared, similarly he shall also be bound to preserve the trees about the crest, of 
the hill.

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2, The series of correspondence which has taken place on the subject extends over 

40 years in the course of which various issues have been raised and discussed, without 
any being definitely settled. 


3. In view to the question being thoroughly sifted and a satisfactory conclusion 
formed, a special enquiry was ordercd through the Settlement Dewan Peishcar the scope of 
which will be apparent from the specific instructions™ referred to in 
my leticr No. 6620/R. 1104 dated the 4th October 1892 to the address 
of your predecessor.

4, The Peishcar has submitted his report furnishing particulars on the points indi. 
cated with copies of the survey map of the tract in question and of the Land Register 
I do not forward these copies, as I tind from the correspondence, the records are already 
3m your office, 


5. From the enquiry now made and the data I have been able to obtain by exa- 
mining the old ayacut accounts available here, 1 amin a position to state that the tract 
known as the ‘Cantonment’ is not entirely but only partly in the occupation of the military 
authorities and for cantonment purposes, that even the portion so occupied does not 
appear to be a formal cession, that it was once composed of tax-paying private holdings 
and that in progress of time as the area came to be occupied for military purposes Govern- 
ment assessment thereon came to be struck off the accounts, the area being treated as an 

- + seos-res0 ap, 28signment. This change appears to have taken place in $84 M.. E.* 
% 1821-1822 A.D. as shown by the particulars entered in the ‘Therattu’ or abstract of 
the annual settlement account of 997 M. Ef as per copy (a) annexed. 


6. As already observed there is nothing to show that the assignment was the result 
of a formal transfer of jurisdiction to the military authorities by Travancore. On the 
ether hand, from the area in the actual occupation of the military having becn granted 
bit by bit during the interval between 984 and 997, there is reason to believe that no for- 
mal negotiction was carried on nora regular surrender made. This receives confirmation 
from the Proceedings of the Madras Government, No. 410 dated 13th October 1873, in 
which it is stated ‘very careful search in the records of Government andin the Quarter 
Master General’s Office has failed to discover any papers specifying the terms on which 
the subsidiary force occupied the land at Quilon on which the force is cantoned.’ 


7. The survey sketch defines the precise limits of the tract commonly kuown as the 
‘Cantonment’ and the field Nos. serially entered therein and the details contained in the 
Land Register will show how the land actually used by the subsidiary force lies in relation 
to the other properties, 


8, The assignment for cantonment purposes as particularised in the accounts covers 
642 acres 72 cents, of which the portion in actual occupation of the force is 368 acres 
88 cents, The remaining area, 273 acres 84 cents, represents private properties held by 
individual ryots who now pay no tax to Government, the reason apparently being that 
the properties have been included in the assignment on which the assessment has been 
remitted. This is an anomalous feature. How it came about, whether from the origi- 
nal owners having been allowed to continue in undisturbed possession or from any 
arrangement on the part of the military authorities, it is not easy to determine. The 
Peishcar points out that this could only be found out by the process of registration at a 
later stage of the settlement operations now gomg on. Any howit is clear that*a good 
portion of the assigned area exempted from payment of Government revenue, in the sole 
dnterest of the force cantoned, has been enjoyed by private individuals, while neither the 
Government nor the military authorities have heen deriving a cash of return for such 
enjoyment. 


9. Besides the area above noticed on which Government tax has been relinquished, 
there are other holdings ccmprised in the tract in question which continue to pay Govern- 
gnent assessment as fixed at the previous ayacut. These aggregate 115 acres 12 cents, 
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‘The tract contains also unregistered land and porambokes amounting to 118 acres 
9 cents. 





10. Thus in all, the area now surveyed as being within the cantonment limits 
measures 875 acres 93 cents. The annexed statements (b}, (c), (d), and (e) give parti- 


culars of the ficld numbers falling under the several heads. 





11. Itis obvious from the foregoing facts and fiyures that the tract bas all aloug 
been treated as an iutegral part of this State and thar the jurisdiction over it was never 
parted with or made over outright to the military authorities by the Travancore Govern- 
ment. In short, the land does not appear to have ever been brought to the position of a 
regular cantonment, subject to the operation of the Army Regulation, as cautonments in 
other parts are. T would here refer to the Minutes of Comsultation of the Madras Govern- 
ment, dated 18th August 1557, in which the eantonment of Quilon is distinctly admitted 
to be an integral portion of the Travancore State. 





12. At the same time, it cannot be denied that the military authorities have beea 
now and then ucting, evidently on their own authority, as if the Army Regulation applied 
to the Quilon cautonment, Plots of land appewr to have been leased by thei for grazing 
and also for cultivation and lodging on specified terms. The following noi forming 
enclosure to Captain Gostling’s letter No, 520 dated 30th October 1872 in. point. 
“Agreeably to the orders of Government in their Reeulations for the Madras Army and 
with the sanction of the Brigadier-treneral, Commanding Southern District, received this 
day, notices ts hereby given that the privilege of grazing cattle on the unenclosed lands 
within the cantomment of Quilon will be offered to public competition at the Staff Ofiicer’s 
office at 12 o'clock noon on the 1st of November 1872." Copies of otter documents 
relating to grants of land for cultivation are annexed, marked (£), (g) and (h). It has 
to be noted that such exercise of power by the military officers does not appear to refer 
to any earlier date than 1863, so far as the records before me yo. 












13. These and similar acts of interference on the part of the Regimental officers 
which are not traceable to any authorisation of a recognised character seem to have 
provoked complaints and correspondence the effect of which has been to complicate the 
question and to bring matters to such an wneatisfactory state as they are in at present, 
that not n few ryots are able to evade payment of Government dues on the plea of their 
being fettered in the free exercise of their property rights on account of the cantonment 
authorities, As matters now stand, the whole tract is something like a border land in 
dispute between two States, neither being in a position to assert its full control, and the 
result is that things are allowed to drift on to a state of neglect. 











14: His Highness’ Government are fully conscious of the fact that the location 
of the subsidiary foree at Quilon is in the interest of this State, and in order that this 
interest may be maintained imtactand free from conflict and inisapprehension they 
consider it of the utmost importance thata clear and authoritative settlement on 
specified terms should be made and declared, 2s to the exuct area to be allowed, and 
cope of control to be exercised by the military anthorities for cantomment pur- 














15. In July 1879, the then British Resident, Mr. MacGregor. suggested the idea 
of reducing the ‘extensive limits of che cantonment in view to the reducer faree now 
stationed at Quilon (vide concluding para of his letter to the Dewan, No. TOF dated 
21st July 1879). The question was taken up and pressed for solution by the ad- 
ministration of the day anid subsequently by Dewan Mr. Ramicngar, the latter ex- 
pressing himself as follow “T beg to draw your attention to the eonchiding para of Ab. 
Mac Gregor’s letter to the Dewan, No. 707 dated 2ilst July 1878, and to para 4 of 
the Dewan’s reply, No. 4797 dated 26th August 1879, about reducing the limits of the 
Quilon cantonment. The present limits were, I believe, fixed with reference to the 
raquirements of the much larger military force, in fact, the entire strength of the sab- 
sidiary force, including a regiment of Enropeans quartered at Quilon in the early part 
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of the century. The present force stationed there is limited toa single regiment of 
native infantry requiring a much smaller space for their purposes. His Highness 


Government will be glad if you can see your way to bringing about a reduction of the 
cantonment Hmits. ” (Vide Dewan’s letter No. C. 12 dated 17th May 1884). 


16. I would here invite particular attention to what I stated at the outset on the 
authority of the ayacut which goes to show that at no period the area comprised within 
the present cantonment limits was entirely in the actual occupation of the military 
force; neither does it appear that the limits were fixed under due authorisation. The 
assignment itself formed but a part of the tract and even this has not been fully 
needed for military requirments as evidenced by individual ryots being found in pos- 
session of a good many properties. These circumstances point all the more forcibly 
to the necessity and feasibility as well, of reducing the limits as suggested. 


17. The assigned area, so far as it itis used or said to be used by the force is 
368 acres $8 cents. The field numbers* representing this acreage are noted in the 
margin. Some of them, it will be seen by a reference to the sketch, lic detached. 
* Soa, 1,4, 912, 2158 Numbers I and 4 shewn as Butts are on the beach and are of 
2450. 246, 380, B08, course needed. Though detached, the same remark applies to number 
240, 272, 317, 827, and 212 occupied by the Bandstand and Mess House. But number 897 
™ situated in the northernmost corner has little or no connection 
with the bulk of the land covered by the sepoy lines, the barracks, the officer’s quarters, 
stores, burial ground, mosque and the parade ground, these being denoted by survey 
numbers 500 A, 245 A, 945 C, 330 and 246. 272, 249, 317 and 327 are small 
pieces lying in the midst of or adjoining private holdings. Leaving out these 4 num- 
bers as well as No. 897, the rest with numbers 1 and 4, amounting in all to 348 acres 
29 ceuts, may perhaps be sufficient for present requirements. If any addition is 
deemed desirable on the score of sanitation or for securing’ a good boundary line, the 
necessary extension may be made. The land thus limited to actual requirements may be 
separately demarcated, durable boundary mavks beiny erected and a formal notification 
issued declaring it as the cantonment, on terms which may be easily arranged under 
the advice of the British Government. All land ontside the revised limits should be 
left free and brought fully under the administrative control of the State without let or 
hindrance, At the present revenue settlement the . individual holdings comprised 
therem will all be dealt with and brought to account regularly. : 











18. Though the tract declared ax cantonment will continue free from the im- 
position of land tax, His Highness’ Government in recognition of its forming an in- 
tegral part of Travancore territory will give effect to any measures that may be called 
for in maintaining good roads, sanitary arrangements &e. in the interests of those 
residing in the tract. 


19. I trust I have made the question sufficiently clear to enable you to form 
definite views as to the final course to he adopt in due regard to’ all interests 
concerned and I look forward to your kind intervention in bringing about an carly and. 
satisfactory settlement. ee

T have the honor to acknowledge your reference No. E.259 dated 23rd January 
last, forwarding for the views of Government copy of a communication from the Officer 
commanding Quilon to the Adjutant, General, Southern District, with the latter’s 
endorsement. 


2. The suggestions of the Commandant, so far as they relate to the inclusion of the 
portions of land specified, are im accordance with the arrangement proposed in my letter 
No. R. 76 of the 27th September, and call for no particular remarks, 


3. As regards the question of subjecting the cantonment, as modified, to the oper- 
ation of the new Cantonment Act, which, I believe, is Act XIII of 1889, I Ley to observe 


‘that in the first place it does not appear applicable beyond the limits of British India 


and secoudly the introduction of such an Act means absolute suicide to the Government 
juristiction over the tract, a step never contemplated, much less intended by the Govem- 
ment. It will be seen from paras 17 and 18 of my previous letter that the proposal 
put forward is to revise the limits of the cantonment area and allow it to be used for 
military purposes on such terms as may be arranged under the advice of the British 
Government, His Highness’ Government undertaking in recogaition of its forming 
an integral part of Travancore limits to give effect to any measures that may be culled for 
in maintaining good roads, sanitary arrangements &c, in the interests of those residing 
in the tract. 


4, T note your allusion to the case of the Periyar tract. I beg to submit that 
that case is a peculiar one and thatthe special consideration which prevailed in making over 
the Criminal and Abkari jurisdiction there for a very limited period, are far from appli- 
cable to the present question. .

T have the honor to request with reference to my letter No. R. 76 dated 27th 
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September last and the subsequent correspondence on the Quilon cantonment that arrange- 
went be made with the Commandant there for the cantonment area being brought under 
the revenue settlement operations now going on in the Quilon taluk. This arrange- 
ment will in no way interfere with the readjustment of the cantonment limits, as may be 
finally resolved on by the British Government before whom the mutter is now pending. 
On the contrary the investigation into the titles of the individual properties comprised 
within the area and the revision of assessment which are involved in the revenue settle- 
ment will only facilitate the effectuation of what decision may be arrived at. As pointed 
ont in para & of my letter quoted above, a good portion of the assigned area exempted 
from payment of Government revenue in the sole interests of the force cantoned has been 
enjoyed by private individuals while neither the Government nor the military authoritics 
have been deriving a cash of retrrn for such enjoyment. 





Besides the area above described, there are other holdings within the canton:nent 
limits which, as mentioned in para 9 of my previous letter, continued to pay their tax 
regularly. There are also unregistered areas and porambokes. All these have to be 
dealt with at the present settlement, But it would be next to useless to undertake a piece- 
meal operation. The tract should be taken up and treated as a whole with reference 
to the survey fields serially numbered. The settlement of the taluk is now at its last stuge 
and it would be a pity to leave any portion unsettled and the field rezord made incomplete 
for an indefinite time. 


While the loxs of what revenue ix legitimately due to the State ix great, the un- 
settled state of the ryots’ interests is no less an evil which calls for remedy. What land 
comes to be authoritatively assigned for cantonment purposes may be left free from the 
payment of land tax. But this need not stand in the way of the revision of sient 
being proceeded with by the settlement officer for purposes of a complete record or 
ayacut.

Adverting to the correspondence noted in the margin, T have the honor to return 
herewith the map of the Quilon cantonment, with the boundaries of the area to be reduced 
for military occupation marked in red pencil. Major Porter, the Commandant of the 24th 
M. Land myself think that the area within the boundaries marked will be enough 
for the regiments to be stationed at Quilon. We agree except with regard to a ami 
area which is west of the canal and beyond the present cantonment limits and I will ei 
plain this further on, 

Atthe north-western point, the new cantonment will begin where the present 
cantonment road meets the Quilon to Shencottah road. This point is immediatly south 
of the Kunjee Chattram and bandy -pettah. From here the northern boundary will ran 
along the Qnilon to Shencottah road, up to its junction with another road coming from 
the south, and pass along the western and southern boundary of the property which bears 
survey number 316 and then along the southern boundary of property No. 283, 
At the S. E, angle of this last named property the eastern boundary of the new can- 
tonment will begin and run along the western boundaries of survey Nos. 281 and 


~, 
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274, ‘then intersect a foot-path andrun by it until it reaches the northern boundary of 
269, then turn by the western boundary of the same property and survey 
Nos. 268, 257, 254, 249, 248, and 247 and then join the road (present eastern 
boundary of cantonment) ruuning north to south and run along the present boundary 
until survey No. 176 is reached on the southern boundary. It will then skirt that pro- 
perty on the east and survey Nos. 175, 174, 178, 181, 182, 183, 188, 189, 190, 198, 199, 
200, 291, 203, and 204. At this point it will turn southwards and pass by the public

In “thé public interests, it is found necessary to notify that the grantees should see that 
thé areas entered in the Padivus and Olugus are correct, lest their title to the excess over 
the extent stated in the said documents may not be disputed. Officers whose duty it is 
to register waste lands are hereby directed to insert in the Padivus, a clause to the effect 
that the title of the holder extends only to the area specified but not to any excess over it.

The course of study for each batch 
will extend from six to twelve weeks.

I have the honor to acknowledge your letter No. 6540/1185 dated 6th Novem- 
ber 1898 sanctioning the conduct of settlement operations in the Quilon cantonment 
as“ the Madras Government have no objection to sctilement operations being carried on 
in the Quilon cantonment or to the reduction of its limits to 489 acres.” I have already 
reported to you that the settlement work of the cantonment has been put on hand. It 
is going on, Some definite instructions, however, are required in the matter of field to 
field settlement and I therefore invite your early attention to the following details. 


2, The cantonment comprises properties belonging to 3 villages of the Quilon 
taluk, viz., Quilon, Iravipuram and Vadakkevila, There arein all 1065 survey nos. 
including letters, and its total area is 873 acres 36 cents. 


(1) There are 340 numbers measuring 445°37 acres nirthal land. 
(2) 22 numbers measuring 262°24 acres. waste lands. 


(3) 83 numbers measuring 39°54 acres porambokes, such as, rivers, chan- 
nels, roads &c. 


(4) 620 numbers measuring 125-71 acres tax-paying properties enjoyed by 
private individuals. ; 

3. What I propose doing is to settle the whole of the 873 acres 86 cents. This, T 
am glad to observe, bas been permitted by the Madras Government itself. The alter- 
native proposal of reducing the cantonment limits, does not come within my province as 
Settlement Officer and may be taken up for disposal at any time that may be convenient 
to His Highness’ Governmentand the Paramount Power, The decision arrived at now 


is extremely gratifying to the department as with the inclusion of this tract the whole. 


of the Quilon taluk may be now reported as having been brought completely under 


settlement operations. Whether 489 acres as now agreed upon or the old 873 acres is _ 


taken as the area of the cantonment does not affect my proposal which isa simple and 
convenient one. 


4. Itis briefly thus:— . . 


oo. (a) Lands that are now in the actual occupation of the military authorities, 
such as, the sepoy lines, the barracks, the staff-quarters, burial grounds, the church, 
mosque, kovils, parade grounds, powder magazines, racket court, stores, Messhouse, 
&e., will be treated as Government land aud “included in the ‘Thanathuchittah.’ I give 
below the’ numbers of the properties to be so treated. This will be a convVemierite-for 
future reference. They will pay no tax, but the produce in them, if any, willbe taken 
as that of the adjoining Residency and Commanding Officer’s gardens outside the can- 
tonment limits, or as in the gardens of the Sirkar palaces, cutcherries’ or other‘buiktings 
situated in all parte of the comntry. The produce will be farmed out on ‘Kuttakapattom’ 
every year by ihe Taluk Tohsildar. This, I believe, will be agreeable to the military 


authorities. They will, however, continue to exercise all the powers which they possess "“ 
within the cantonment limits at present. The arrangement suggested here will apply = 


only so faras the revenue administration of the tract is concerned. Nothing further 
is meant. : 
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(b) Lands that have been in the occupation of ryots from a long time past 
. will be registered to them on payment of vilayarthom. In this class wi te included 


both nirthal and puthuveal lands growing trees or containing houses, wells or tanks or such 
Jike showing long occupancy and expenditure of capital or labor. 


(c) Lands not occupied by ryots but lying waste, whether nirthal or puthu- 
val, will be sold in auction and given to the highest bidder. . 


(a) Lands enjoyed by private individuals who pay tax to Government will 
he registered and pattahs given in their names ufter the usual registration enquiry. 


(ce) Porambokes will be treated as such in future and will not be registered 
in anybody's name. 


5. The vilayarthom should be fixed at 25 times the pattom in vousideration of 


the high price that lands in this locality fetch in the market. The 1 rupee value per 
acre is too low and will not he considered to apply to the lands in the cantonment.

1. The attachment of property shall be effected by affixing a notice thereof to 
some conspicuous part of the land or building to be attached by the Proverthicar 
acting under the written authority of the Tabsildar or by any other officer appointed 
by the Division Peishcar and authorised by him in writing for the purpose. The notice 
shall specify (a) the object of the sale, the nature of the title to be sold, (4)the amount 
duc, if any, its nature and the party from whom itis due.and, in cases where the sale is 
intended to recover any sam due, the notice shall sct forth that, unless the sum due, 
with interest, if any, and expenses of attachment be paid within the date therein mentioned, 
the land or building eoncemed will be brought to sale. The notice of attachment shall 
be fixed i some conspicuous part of the Taluk and Proverthy Cutcherries and shall 
also be published.by beat of tom tom on the immovable property attached. The pub- 
Ucation shall also be reported to the Division Peishcar. 


2. If, within 15 days fromthe date of attachment of any immovable property, 
any objection is made by any person tothe attachment of the whole or any portion 
of the property, the Tahsildar shall enquire into such objection and report the result 
of such enquiry to the Division Peishcar.

(4) Where the purchaser may refuse or omit to deposit the said sum of money

L have the honour to forward herewith the Survey Superintendent’s letter No. 
119/60 dated 8th Instant with enclosures regarding a requisition made by you for de- 
tailed survey of properties comprised within certain minor circuits in Alar village, Eraniel 
taluk. You will ‘observe that the sub-division of minor circuits for purposes of regis- 
tration devolves on the settlement department, the question having been finally 
decided in this office No. 8/48, dated 25th February 1897, addressed to the Survey 
Superintendent, copy of which was sent to you with letter No. 8/50 dated 16th Idem. 
Tam not aware of any special reasons for deviating from the established practice in 
respect of the properties in Alur village. 


The Dennu measurement now adopted for sub-division of minor circuits, although 
imperfect, is the only practicable method that can be followed in the present condition 
of the settlement field agency who are devoid of any knowledge of survey. To entrust 
the work to the survey department would be both costly and inconvenient. When 
settlement subordinates are trained in the survey school, scientific methods of measurc- 
ment can be introduced. Till then the present system has to be continued.

Sir, 


T have the honor to bring to your notice again the question of the poramboke 
Jands in which thousands of our ryots are so much interested. The recent decisions of 
Government (vide Ifuzur Settlement Sadhanom No. 271 dated Vrichigom 1070 and Huzur 
Settlement Sadhanom No. 1551 dated 28rd Edavom 1073) on the qnestion have not only 
not given satisfaction to the public, but have very considerably unsettled the minds of 
our rvots. Just at present, [ have in my file 102 appeals on the poramboke decisions 
of my Assistant in the Nedumangad taluk; more appeals are coming as the taluk officials 
are carrying out the decisions of sertlement officials in the matter of these poram- 
bokes. There are 2703 porarmboke nos. in that taluk alone. This will give you an 
idea of the magnitude of the interests involved in the 20 taluks under settlement. 
That is, I roughly estimate that about 20,000 to 30,000 ryota of Travancore are interested 
in this question. ~ It is therefore highly necessary to allay this unrest in the minds of 
the ryots by an equitable order of Government soon. 


“Porambokes” are defined by Regulation II of 1067, section 2, thus: —~ Poram- 
boke shall mean unassessed Government land connected with the public works, or used 
or reserved for public purposes, such as, public roads and margins within their defined 
boundaries, public lanes and pathways, beds and banks of rivers, irrigation and drainage 
channels, tratfic canals, tanks, lakes and backwaters, markets, burial grounds, landing 

hats, 


What is “‘poramboke” in any particular case is decided by the field officials. 
This decision is subject: to appeal as in other puthuval cases. 


The recent decision of Government which has unsettled onr ryots is the one con- 
tained in the Huzur Sadhanoms already referred to. Those Sadhanoms enjoined that 
no ryots can claim ownership of the poramboke lands —not cven of the irees planted on 
them by themselycs—that the poramboke lands should not be registered in the names of 
ryote, but that the trees (porambokes) should be farmed out on Buthakapattom 
tenure, according to which the occupant ryots could bid in open auction for the en- 
joyment of their poramboke trees, for the highest sum above the settled tax which 
was to be considered the upset price in the auction sale. The latter Huzur Sadhanom 
dated 23rd Vykasi 1073 merely ratified the older Huzur Sadhanom dated Vrichigom 1070. 


This order is universally complained against as a serious hardship. I can 
say from my personal experience that the complaint is not groundless, In one case 
of abund that 1] myself saw about 22 years ago, (the bund was raised to protect the 
owner's fields against inundations annually caused by the drainage channel on the 
north and northwest of his lands), I can say the settlement decision is clearly unjust, 
This owner was an official known to me in early years, but now long dead. This 
bund must have cost him not less than 5,000 Rs. and he planted the same with several 
hundreds of cocoanut trees. This is now decided to be a ‘poramboke’. It is bad 
enough that the bund created by him taking a good portion of his own paddy land 
for the purpose should be decided to be a Government poramboke depriving him 
of all rights of ownership over it, This is uot all. It is now further decided that 
the trees also are not his own. He is not even permitted to enjoy their produce 
ou the payment of the Sirkar tax settled on them by my department. Anybody 
might bid against him for a cash more than the settled tax and that bidder directly 
becomes for all practical purposes the absolute owner of these several hundreds of 
eocoanut and areca trees which have not cost him even a single chackram, but which ia 
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the open market ought to have fetched the deceased owner 3000 to 4000 Rs. Thus 
the owner's total loss may be represented to be about 9 to10 thousand rupees, 
bund and trees put together, not to speak of the great patience ard labour expended 
over this fora space of many years. To this one case known to me personally, there 
must be scores more known to my official friends all over the country. 


Is this equitable 2 Iam sure this heart-rending state of things has only to be 
poiated out to Government to move them to set matters right at once. In my 
bumble- opinion the departure from the wise policy of the late lamented Dewan 
Rama Row Garu aslaid down in his Jamahandy Sadhanom No..159 dated 9th Avani 
1063 and No, 4111 dated 5th Thye 1063 was an erroneous step causing unnecessary pain 
to ryots and additional trouble to taluk and village officials inthe collection of revenue. 
The trees themselves will soon die out in the hands of these Kuthakapattom tenants 

- (ho are tenants-at-will and having no permanant interest in their welfare), and will 
thus cause double loss to ryots and Government as well, Though for a short while 
the furming out of the tree might benefit the treasury to some extent inducing 
ryots who have done no labour on them to bid for a higher tax to the detriment of 
the original cultivator, it will ultimately bes ruination to our interests as the trees 
will soon perish by utter neglect and excessive cutting of fronds and nuts. 


Tn some cases where the decisions are palpably wrong this department can 
mend matters by deciding that the ground is not poramboke; but in more cases 
where the interests of Government or the convenience of the general public require 
that a certain land should be declared to be ‘poramboke’, the mending of the kind 
referred to would be impossible. In such cases the trees alone should be declared to 
belong to the occupant and a pattah should be given to him on payment of the 
settled tax. These trees should never be farmed out to the highest bidder as intended 
by the Huzur orders of 1070 and 1073. No pattah need he given to the land on 
which the trees stand, 


The Huzur Settlement Sadhanom No. 271 dated Vrichigom 1070 does not sppear 
to have taken into consideration the previous Huzur Sadhanoms, No. 159 dated 9th 
Avani 1063 and No. 4111 dated 5th Thye 1063, for I find no reference is made in it to 
those two comtaunications of the penultimate Dewan, The procedure adopted in the 
settled. taluks of Trivandrum and Chirayinkil was exactly in conformity with the 
Huzur Sadhanoms of 1063 giving the occupants their full title to the trees planted by 
them on the poramboke lands while the lands themselves were declared as not coming 
wthin their pattahs. 7 


I request therefore you will be good enough to reconsider the question modi- 
fying the Huzur Sadhanom of the 23rd Edavom 1078 in conformity with the principle 
laid down in the Huzur Sadhanoms of 1063. 


The trees on poramboke lands should be registered for the settled tax in the 
names of the present occupants — they being distinctly given to understand that no 
right is thereby created to the lands themselves or to planting fresh trees on them or 
to replacing those that die out.

In reply to your letter No, 8/37 dated 2ith January last, I have the honor 
to observe that my suggestion (b) in my oilice letter No. 3 dated 6th January 1899, 
way made under the specially favourable conditions now prevailing in the market with 
regard to the values of the cantonment properties in Quilon. I therefore recommended 
that the ‘ vilayartham ’ be fixed at 25 times the pattom, both in the case of the 
‘nirthal ’ as well as ‘ puthuval ’ lands. In the case of the ordinary ‘ nirthal ’ land, 
the ‘ vilayartham ’ rate is 5 times the pattom for gardens, and 10 fanems per parah of 
14 cents for paddy lands, But that‘ nirthal’ is very different from the cantonment 
nirthal properties. A registered property becomes ‘ nirthal’ on!y when the ryot aband- 
ons'it on eccount of wild animals, or periodic damaging inundatious or encroachments 
by the river or the sea, or some such cause beyond the control of man. With regard 
to the ‘ nirthal ’ in the cantonment, no such causes exist. The propertics were taken 
by the Sirkar, and assigned to the cantonment—the taxes being struck off in the 
accounts—and the lands entered as‘ nirthal’. So there has been no deterioration in the 
value of the land owing to uncontrollable causes as those which I have enumerated above 
and which generally bring about‘ nirthal’ in the case of the registered properties. 
Hence my recommendation to fixthe higher ‘ vilayartham ’ on the cantonment nirthal 
properties. I am sure Government will appreciate the reason of this proposal. With re- 
gard to puthuval properties, the same higher rate of vilayartham should be adopted, as 
in the case of towns; for, the cantonmeut properties which the settlement department 
pow propose to deal with are as valuable.as the properties of the Quilon town itself 
The acreage rate of one rupee per acre of puduval land is quite inadequate in this case. 





This point being settled, Ihave now the honor to invite your attention to 
another important circumstance in the matter of settling the newly defined cantonment 
properties. There seems to be a misconception in regard to the arrangement come to 
between our Sirkar and the Madras Government. It is necessary that the misconcep- 
tion should be removed before I. proceed with the settlement work of the cantonment. 
The newly defined cantonment area is made up of the following lands:—

2 The newly defined cantonment measnres only about 483 acres, and not 489 
acres as stated in the order of the Madras Government. In my letter of the 6th Janu- 
ary last, I have shown the numbers and- measurements of the properties in the actuat 
occupation of the Quilon military authorities (vide para 4 (a) of that letter}. These 
measure only 354 acres and odd. The poramboke of 24 acres and odd will be kept as 
poramboke for ever. But I wish to be favoured with explicit instructions as to what L 
should do.with regard to the 104 acres and odd, now in the hands of ryots. 


Your letter No. §/37 of the 24th January last does not give explicit orders 
on the matter of these 104 acres except that “ nothing more need be done in respect 
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of it than include it in the ‘ Thanathuchittah ’’”. A portion of this arca of 104 acres is 
registered private holdings already paying tax to Government, viz, 9 acres and 86 
cenis, and comprises 5 gardens and 32 paddy fields, This is clearly private property. 
and cannot according to the practice of the settlement be included in the ‘ Thanathu- 
chittah’. The non-tax-paying area of about 95 acres is also in the hands of ryots 
who have built houses on them, sunk wells and tanks, grown trees and in other ways 
have invested their labour and capital on them for the last several decades. These also 
cannot, I think, be included in the Thanathuchittah until the ryots are ousted 
and the land assumed by Government. 

The 104 acres coniain 162 gardens and 142 parahs and 3 edangalies of paddy 
land. In the former, there are 1727 cocoanut trees, 192 areca trees and 36 jack trees. 
Tn all, the gardens und the lands have been assessed at a total annual tax of 200 British 
Rs. in the present settlement. 

The question for the anxious consideration of Government is whether there 
is any necessity at present to give up this permencnt annual tax of 200 Rs. and more, 
legitimately due to us according to the present settlement, as well as a lump sum of 
abont 5000 Rs. ‘ vilayartham ° especially in the face of the clearly expressed permis- 
sion of the Madras Government that “ they have no objection to settlement operations 
being carried on in the Quilon cantonment,” Iam therefore strongly of opinion that we 
should carry on the settlement operations in the Quilon cantonment in preference to 
adopting the alternative proposal of reducing its limits. Ifthe British Government 
ever require more space in Quilon for cantonment purposes, we should, of course, assume 
more land and accommodate them ; if at some future time, especially after the railway 
communication is completed, they withdraw their forces to some convenient centre in the 
Tinnevelly or Trichinopoly District, the action now taken by the settlement department 
with regard to theland in the hands of ryota should continue undisturbed till another 
settlement comes. 

I have the honor to add that the properties in the cantonment have already 
been brought under the block rates when I and my officers fixed the rates of the Quilon 
taluk 4 years ago.

1. Persons wishing to occupy a poramboke, as defined in section 2 (2), shall 
apply for permission to do so to the Tahsildar of the taluk in which the poramboke 
is situate. The Tahsildar shall, on receipt of such application, ascertain the nature and 
extent of the poramboke and, if satisfied that in the interests of the public, or of 
Government, or for other good reason it should nothe registered in the name of any 

erson, reject the application and communicate the fact to the applicant in writing. 
Should the Tahsildar consider that there is no objection to registering the poramboke 
in the name of the applicant or any other person, he shall submit the application with 
his opinion to the Division Peishcar. On receipt of the Tahsildar's roport, the Division 
Peishear shall make such enquiry as he may deen necessary and cither reject the applica- 
tion and communicate the fact to the applicant throngh the Tahsildar or forward the 
application with his opinion to the Dewan who shall pass an order either granting or 
refusing the permission sought for. Porambokes for the occupation of which 
permission has been granted shall, unless otherwise ordered by Government, be dealt. 
with as ordinary puthuval lands. 


2. There shall be an appeal to the Division Peishcar against the decision of the 
Tahsildar under the last rule and an appeal to the Dewan against the orders of the 
Division Peishear. 


8. In taluks which are under settlement operations the powers of Tahsildars 
and Division Peishcars under rules 1 and 2 shall be exercised by such settlement 
officers as may be empowered by the Dewan from time to time. 


4. In regard to unauthorised occupations in contravention of section 3 of the 
Regulation, it shall be the duty of the settlement department, in taluks which are 
under the operations of that department, to send to the Division Peishears from 
time to time lists of such lands as are brought to light during the progress of settlement. 
In other taluks, it shall be the duty of the Tohsildars to ascertain by periodical 
inspection, occupations of proambokes in contravention of section 3 and submit lists of 
them to the Division Peishcar. 


5. ‘On receipt of such lists, the Division Peishcar shall impose such p enalty ay 
he may deem fit in respect of the encroachments and if he considers that any of the 
lands occupied may be registered, he may submit the matter for the orders of Govern- 
ment. In other cases, be shall refuse to register the porambokes and evict the 
occupants therefrom. But tbe trees standing on such porambokes may be registered 
in the names of the occupants on Kuttakapattom for the assessed tax. Such registry 
shall always be subject to the condition that the lessee shall be at liberty to remove the 
trees when called upon to quit. 


6. Nothing in these rules shall he construed asin any way interfering with 
the powers vested in Division Peishears under the Regulation, of taking cognisance of 
unauthorised occupations either on their own motion or on complaints made to them. 


7 . Theserules shall not apply to trees on poramboke lands which have been 
already given on Kuttakapattom.

Tu his letter No. 159 dated 14th Instant, the Settlement Peishker brings 
notice the hardship caused to the ryots by the existing orders on the subject of poram: 
lands and recommends a reconsideration of the same. He refersto Huzur Setilement 
Sadhanoms, No. 271 dated 7th Vrichigam 1070 and No. 1551 datel 23rd Eavom 
1078, which lay down that poramboke lu] should not Ue registered in the name 
of any person and that any trees which may have been planted oa them should 
be leased out on Kuttakapattom, i. ¢, to the person who in_a public anction, 
agrees to pay the highest assessment. This rule is, in the Peishkar’s opinion, 
unjust to the ryots who often at great expense ml trouble pué ap permanent 
bunds by the side of drainage channels to prevent the mundation of their fields 
and plaat them with large numbers of cocoanut, areca and other trees. To declare 
these bunds ‘porambokes’ is itself hard, but to deprive the ryots even of the owuership 
of the trees planted by them is a source of real hardship. It is to remove thi? 
hardship the Peishkar recommends a reconsideration of the later decisions. He propose 
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that the earlier decisions contained in Huzur Sadhanoms No. 159 dated 9th Avani 
1063 and No. 4111 dated 5th Thye 1063 may be re-affirmed as being more favourable 
to the ryots. These orders while declaring the lands to be poramboke permit the re‘ 
gistry of the trees standing on them in the nares of the present occupants. 

2. The question raised by the Peisbkar, is doubtless one of importance, affecting 
alike the interests of Government and the ryots. It has to be observed at the outset, 
that the earlier decisions of 1063 quoted by the Peishkar, were passed before the 
passing of the Government Land Conservancy Regulation (No {1 of 1067) when there 
was no legal prohibition against the occupation of orambokes and there was in con- 
sequence no penalty for unauthorised occupation. ‘The Regulation distinctly prohibits 
the occupation of porambokes without permission from Government and provides 
penalties for such occupation by way of fine and levy of prohibitory assessment or 
eviction. Occupations prior to the date of the Regulation are also liable to the same 
penalties if intimation is not given within one year from such date as prescribed in 
aection 7. The Division Peishkars are authorised to deal with cases under the Regula- 
tion, their decisions being appealable to the Dewan and also subject to revision by hima 
These definite provisions m the law do not appear to have been taken into consideration 
by the Settlement Peishkar in making the present reference. 

3. Nor does the Peishkar make any reference to Huzur Jamalundy Sadhanoms, 
No, 9387 dated 26th Dhanu 1071 and No. 3556 dated 28th Kumbhom 1071, which 
also Jay down some rules of general application in regard to the registry of poramboke 
lands. The purport of these orders is that the settlement department is authorised to 
register porambokes and othcr Government lands, the registration of which they con- 
sider unobjectionable and send to the Division Peishkar two lists, one of lands which, 
though occupied in contravention of Regulation TI of 1067, have been registered by 
them, and the other of lands which they think should not be registered. In regard to 
the former, the Division Peishkar may take notice of the unauthorised occupation and 
m case he considers that any particular land should not be registered, communicate the 
same to the settlement department, who should submit the matter for the orders of 
Government, while in the case of the latter, the Division Peishkar is to deal with the 


matter himself. 

4. The above orders are not strictly in conformity with the Regulation (II of 
1087). Under the Regulation the power of deciding whether a poramboke occupied 
withoat due permission may be registered and if so on what assessment, rests, in the 
first instance, with the Division Peishkar. Under the above orders the settlement 
officer who deals with ordinary puduval cases is empowered to register porambokes 
and impose on them the ordinary, assessment. When in any case in which the settle- 
ment omcor has registered -a poramboke, the Division Peishkar considers that the re- 
gistration is wrong, his decision is not given effect to, but is submitted to Government 
for orders. Again nothing is said in the above orders as to what the settlement depart- 
ment is to do if the Division Peishkar considers that prohibitory assessment should be 
imposed on a poramboke already registered by the settlement officer. Under these 
circumstances, it is necessary to lay down clear instructions for the guidance of the 
sctilement and revenue departments in supersession of the existing orders. The 
best course secms to be to frame a set of rules under section 16 of Regulation II of 
1067. The Regulation having clearly conferred the power of dealing with all un- 
authorised occupations of porambokes on the Division Peishkars, the settlement 
department has only to be instructed to transfer all such cases to them in view to the 
latter dealing with them under the rules. -When in the opinion of Government, it is 
considered unnecessary to retain any poramboke, the same may be communicated to 
the settlement department who may then take steps to deal with it in due course. In 
other words, as soor as the settlement party commence field work in a village, they 
should prepare a list of porambokes which have been occupied without permission and. 
forward the same to the Division Peishkar with information in the case of lands planted 
apon, as to the number and description of trees. {be Division Peishkar will deal 
with them in accordance with the Regulation and the rules passed thereunder,

The powers conferred on Tahsildars and Division Peishkars under rules 1 and2 
of the Poramboke Rules may, ag recommended by you, be given to Supervisors and 
Assistants in taluks which are under settlement operation. But as the rules do not 
contemplate a second appeal to any officer other then the Dewan, appeals against the 
decisions of your Assistants should be preferred direct to the Dewan. 


In cases where the Assistants’ consider that the application should be granted 
and want the permission of the Dewan under the rules, they may address the Settle- 
ment Peishkar who will address the Dewan on the subject. 


2. In regard to para 2 of your letter, I have to point out that rule 5 is for 
the guidance of the revenue department which alone is authorised to register the 
trees standing on porambokes on Kuttakapattom, ‘The settlement department bis 
nothing more to do in such cases than forward to the evenue department the lists 
refer-ed to in rule 4. I may add that it isin contemplation to amend the Land Con- 
servancy Reguistion so as to enable Government to empower settlement’ officers and 
others to exercise the powers conferred by the Regulation on Division Peishkars.

1. The tract known as Anjenad and Kanen Dovan Hills is an integral portion of 
Ouc territory and all rights over it belong to and yest in Us. 


2. The inhabitants of the said tract and all others whom it may concern are hereby 
informed and warned that they are not to pay any taxes, rents or dues, or make any 
other payment, to the Poonjat Chief or his representatives or to any person other than 
an officer of Our Government authorised in this bebalf, in respect of anything in, 
upon, or connected with the said tract, with the exception, however, of a payment of 
rupees three thousand per annum from the successors in interest of the late Mr. J. D. 
Munro of London and Peermede now being paid to the said Chief in virtue of a lease- 
deed executed by the said Chief in favour of the said late Mr. J. D. Munro on the 11th 
July 1877, and which We are pleased to permit the said Chief to continue to receive. 





3. The lands within the said tract will be dealt with by Our Government in the 
same manner as lands in other parts of Our territory with such modifications as the 
circumstances and conditions of the said tract may require; and all tuxes, rents and dues 
hitherto paid, and that rhay hereafter he imposed by Our Government shall, with the 
exception of the sum of rupees three thousand aforesaid, be paid by the occupants of lands

Asa further simplification to work and consequent expedition in settlement 
operations, Lhave the honour to propose that all second appeals under section 
KIX of the registration rules he stopped and notification issued in the Govern- 
maent Gazette to that effect. The present system of sceond appeals, i e., appeals 
against the appeal decisions of my Assistants, entails a great deal of labour and expendi- 
ture of time on the department, without any adequate bonefii to the parties concerned, 
as, oven aféar my decisions in appeal, ibey stil resort to civil courts for the adjudication 
of the matters heard and settled by this office.

In important casos, however, [ willcall for records 
and parties, hear and decide on them, whenever such procelure appears to me Necessary 
either in the interests of Sirkar or ryots, or as a kind of check on the work of my subordi~ 

nate officials, This will be done in rare cases, not as a general rule. 














This proposal is not intended to affect the procedure in escheat cases, puduvals 
eeseio and vilayartham of Erayaly cases, in which the hearing aud disposal of appeala 
will continue to be done as hithertofore.

In reply toa reference from this office, the Dewan Peishkar, Quilon, has 
brought to the notice of Government the difficulties experienced by the revenue depart. 
ment in dealing with putbuval and poramboke cases in the settled taluss of Quilon 
and Karunagapalli owing to the absence of necessary information and records. In 
regard to puthuval cases, itis urged that unless the following records are supplied 
hy the settlement department, it ts not possible for the taluk officials to deal with 
them promptly or satisfactorily. 


(a) Tharisu list or statement of waste lands, 

(b) Poraniboke statement, 

(c) Thanathu Chittah or statement of Government lands occupied, and 
(a) Rates of assessment. . 


The heavy arrears of pokkuvaravn cases in the above taluks are attributed 
to the large influx of such cases from the setilement department where the copies of 
documents received from the Registration offices were left undisposed of for a period 
of two years prior to the introduction of new tax. It is also stated that among this 
bundle of cases are to he found duplicates and triplicates of the same application, 
that for several numbers pattahs have been issued in the correct names though the 
corresponding pokkuvaravu applications have not been struck off, and that a good number 
of the applications relate to properties for which pattahs have yet to he issued by the 
settlement departinent. It is necessary. the Peishkar points out, to eliminate all 
applications falling under these heads before a correct estimate can be formed of the 
actual quantity of work that devolves on the revenue department. 


2. The points urged are, im the opinion of Government, deserving of careful 
consideration, more especially es they are ofa general nature, applicvhle to all the 
aluks that have to be settled hereafter. At present, there appears to be no ‘lefinite 
rules as to ihe ature of the records whick the settlement department slouwid furnish 
tothe revenue department when a taluk is made over for the collection of ihe new 
tax or as to the petiod within which the records should he forwarded; nor is tere any 
Limit fixed as to the period up to which the settlement department should dual 
pokkuvaravn uppiirations. In these respects, the practice does not appew' to 1 
uniform in the tuluks hitherto settled. In view to secure uniform 
“posal of ca itansferred to the revenue department, His Hig 
would preseribe the following rales for future guidance. 



















(i) When orders ave passed by Guveramen: for the collection of tha wx accurd-

T have the honor to reqnest you will be good enough to issue the necessary ine 
structions to your subordinates and see that these rules are invariably followed. 





3, As regards the Quilon and Karunagapalli taluks where ie heavy arrears under 
puthuval and pokkuvarave cases have devolved on the revenue department, it is esson- 
tial that the necessary facilities should be provided for their prompt disposal. It is 
observed that the records referred to in para J have not yet been fully furnished. FE 
request you will arrange for all the records being sent up within one month in the case 
‘of Quilon and within 3 mouths in the case of Karunagapalli. 








4. The file of pokkuvaravu cases in Karunagapalli being exceptionally heavy and 
mixed up with soveral cases which have to be either struck off or sent hack vo the settle- 
ment department, the Peishkar recommends either that the Supervisor be directed to 
take back all the cases and eliminate therefrom those that have been or are to be disposed 
of in the settlement department and return the rest with the necessary inforination, or 
that an officer with a Supervisor’s qualifications and 4 experienced accountants be placed 
at his disposal for a period of six months for the work. As the cases have already gone 
to the revenue department andas the settlement subordinates at Karunagapalli have yet 
to clear the balance of their own work there, Government are of opinion that the latter 
alternative may beadopted. I request you will depute the staff above mentioned for 
duty under the orders of the Division Peishkar for a period of six months. Their pay 
fay continue to be disbursed in your department.

MEMORANDUM ON THE PROPOSED SETTLEMENT

1. The transalpine taluk of Shencottah, measuring an area of about 103 square 
miles, is a tiny bit of Travancore territory lying at the eastern foot of the Ghauts, & 
little to the north of the longitude of the Quilon port and is interesting in many respects, 
on account of its physical features, its salulrious climate, its hardy people not homogene~ + 
ons with the rest of the Travancore population, its chequered history having been under 
the rule of Hindu and Mahomedan kings, its peculiar dialect, its fertile Iands and z 
beautiful net-work of valuable irri tauks and channels, its pecaliar land tenures 
and Jand taxes, it Udistinet coins and its system of revenue accounts 
and revenue administration sener lesorving a full and detailed description. And 
as T meself know the place well since ood, Twill endeavour ina subsequent repors 
to deal exhaustively with every ong of the heads indicated above. In this paper, [ pro- 
pose only to refer to the land tenures and their existing taxes, as well as the grain 
measures and the coins used and one or two other cognate points, in order to compare 
and bring them into line with those of the rest of the country as lhid down in the 
Royal Proclamation of the Lath Kumbhom 1061 M. E. The totally different conditions 
prevailing in the Shencottah taluk, whether the system of accounts, taxes or tenures is 
concerned, makes this preliminary report indispensable. 


















2. The area of the taluk is distributed thus:—

3. The nanja lands which are now measured as 8434 acres 98 cents comprise 
the ayacut Jands and the puduval lands up to date, in all, 5764 kottahs 8 marakals 
‘and 384 padis. This gives an equivalent of 1 acre 47 cents toa kottah of nanja land. 
There is a history hanging about the kottah measurement of the Shencottah taluk. The 
rod adopted for measurement in the 996 ayacut way only 62 koles or ‘moolams’ against 
the rod of 7} koles adopted in the neighbouring British. District of Tinnevelly. This 
gave room for great complaints as the difference in the length of the rod showed {3 of a 

ottah of land as 1 kottah. The ryots appealed to the Dewan (Raya.Raya Raya Venka- 
ta Row) who granted half redress by ordering 3 part of a kottah more being allowed. 
for each kottal of land. So the Joss to the ryots was thus really ,3; part of a ‘kottah or 
15 cents, instead of y; of a kottah or 30 cents. Thus the Shencottah land is 1 acre 
47 cents to the kottah, while in Tinnevelly itis 1 acre 62 cents to the kottah. 


4. There are 13 tenures under which nanja land is held in Shencottah, They

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7. The following starement gives the names of the 
ayacut, the areas under each, the ayacut tax, the area of the ‘veedippui and the 
tax for the nanja lands of Shencottah:—

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8. The inequalities are patent ata glance. While according to the ‘veedippu’ 
adjustment, the total area fell ouly by 5% as is clear from the figure at the foct of the 
last column, the net demands fell in various proportions. In Perampattu, the net demand 
fell to 48% of the ayacut net demand ; in Brahmadayam, the net demand fell to 44%; 
but in Trayili, it was so high as 95% of the ayacut figure; in Bhattavrithi 82%; in 
Nandavanappurom 79%; while in Devadayam it was only 57% of the old tax. This 
table will be again referred to. 

9. Let me preface my remarks on the above statement by observing that the 
gross pattom aniounts on these tenures could not be ascertained from the accounts even 
after a most diligent search; nor is there any means of discovering on what principle 
the nct demands had been determined and what the deductions were in each favorably 
assessed tenure from the gross pattoms or rentals fixed, for any of the tenures excepting 
‘Perumpattu’ which is believed to correspond to the ‘Pandara Vagai Pattom’ tenure in 
the other taluks of the State, This complete annihilation of the data of the old settle- 
ment accounts is a special feature of the Shencottah taluk and has not been equalled in 
wickedness by the village accountants of any other part of Travancore, though all are 
more or less of the same genus, being equally faithless to the interests of Government 
and equally callous to the interests of the agricultural ryot who in the olden days 
‘lreaded them as the unit of Government representative of its might and arbitrariness 
more than its sense of justice. This loss of the ‘kandapattom’ figures is extremely 
inconvenient to the work of the present settlement and extremely discreditable to the 
class of old ‘Kanakku’ Pillamars of Shencottah—a state of things which evidently led to 
the remark of the late Dewan Mr. Ramiengar C. S. I, in his Settlement Memo 
(page 23) that “The taluk now yields a revenue of Rs. 80,773, but it is thought that 
there are considerable concealed resources, and as the lands are well supplied with irri- 
gation works, it is susceptible of great improvement under a proper revenue system with 
greater attention paid to the tanks and channels”. 


10. The following statement shows the same for the different Moniams (villages) 
of the taluke:— 
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Il. The variations, as taken for the Mouiams (villages), are even more unequal 
shan for the tenures. The poor ryots of Puliyara, whose lands being at the foot of 
the Ghants were in the olden days exposed to infestation of wild animals, in addition 
to a precarious crop on account of too much rain, and where labor Was scarce because 
the village itself was sparsely populated and the tract wag feverish, werc assessed with a 
‘veedippu’ tax amounting to74% of the ayacut figure, The Casbah ryota pay only 
64% of the ayacut tex; Mlangad 48%; Samboorvadakara 45%; Tlathoor $1%; and the 
Ayikudi ryote fortunately escaped with 347% of the ayacut assessment. Tf the propor- 
tions were reversed and Puliyara got off with 84% of the old ayacut assessment and the 
villages further east from the Ghants where the lay of the land is more level and water 
is retained better in the tanks and the paddy fields and the heat of the sun which is so 
necessary for the health of the rice-plant is steadily maintained for weeks without the 
falling rains which spoil their vigor and vitality were made to pay, slightly hicher 
proportions of the ayacut tax, I would have deemed the rates more justifiable. tis 
useless, however, to find fault with the ‘veedippu’ rate of taxation, which was only a 
rough and ready device to put down the widely prevailing discontent of the times and which 
Dewan Venkata Row meant only to hold good for 3 years. The State has suffered by 
subsequent laches. 


12. A glance at the statement will convince the most careless reader that the 
principle of assessment followed and acted upon in the ayacut of 996 was most inconsi- 
derate and unsatisfactory in every way. The ‘Perumpattw’ land which inits general features 
corresponds to the ‘Pandaravagai Pattom’ of other taluke is taxed with an average’ rate 
of Rs. 18 chs. 18 ¢. 15 per kottah, while the ‘Brahinadeyam’ land, which is generally recog- 
nised as one of the favorably assessed tenures, is taxed at Rs. 21 chs. 4¢. 12 per kottal, 


13. Under no circumstances could the ‘Brahmadayam’ land, if the term has any 
meaning at all, as attributed to it, viz, ‘Danom’, have been taxed higher than the Pandara- 
vagai Pattom’ which is admittedly the highest taxed tenure throughout the State, But 
itis said that certain Rajahs of old made danom of the Pandaravagai Pattom lands 
with the full patiom assessment standing on them under the name of ‘Brahmadayam.’ 
It was only, they say, a change of tenure or 220, not change of tax; but even this does not 
appear prcbable. In the state of things some of the ‘Brahmadayam’ land owners may 
be quite willing to agree to their tenure being converted into ‘Perumpattu’ or ‘Pandara- 
patton’ so that their taxes might come down to the ‘pattom’ level. This will show that 
the owners attach mo importance to the tenure ‘Bralhinadayam’ as it secures to 
them no special privilege. ut the tenure cannot be so altered, That ‘Brahmadayany’ 
lands are ‘Danom’ properties is clear from the preamble of a set of rules (copy annexed) 
framed in Kanni 943 M. E. by Dalawai Subbien and Valia Sarvadhicariam Kumaren 
Tampi, under command of the Maha Rajah in which H. H. enjoined the Brahmin 
owners of the ‘Brahmadayam’ lands to re-purchase them from the other castes 
to whom they had been sold, paying back to them the prices they bad received—meaning 
thereby that gifts made by the kings to the Brahmins as ‘Danom’ were meant to be 
retained by themselves and not to:be alienated. It is also evident from the records that 
some of the Sirkar waste lands, which should: have been registered as ‘Perumpattu’, were 

5 . t 
registered, as ‘Brahmadayam’ by the taluk subordinates without authority. All such 
jands as are not Brahmadayam proper. should be taken out from that item and broucht 
under their real tenures, which will bé done after due investigation, T shall refer. to 
this point again. There are 1508, kottahs under this tenure which forms about 28% of 
the total ‘nanja’ area under the ayacut, Some portion of this ought to be taken out 
and brought under other tenures. The ‘Perumpattu’ lands forth 50% of the whole ‘nanja’ 
area; the ‘Bhattavrithi’ lauds form 11%; the ‘Devadayam’ [ands form 6%; and the 
remaining 6 tenures together form only 4% of the total ‘nanja’ area of Shencottah. 


14. .In the ‘veedippu’ of 998 M, Ey to which I shall have to-refer later on, the 
grea under ‘anja’ dwindled to 4988 kottahs 4 marakals and Bi padis, or became 287 
kotiahs 4 merakala 7} padis lese,i.e, 5%leas than in the pyacut.

16. Thus 5764 kottahs § marakais and 3} padis is the present ‘ nanja ’ 
area of the taluk, as explained above. The present revenue including the registered 
puduvals up to the year LO71 a. 8, is 53,942 Rg. 19chs. 7 cash, which is an inercase 
ppon the ‘veedippu’ revenue of 998 m. w. by 9345 Ra. 21 chs. In this figure, 
(53,942 Rs.) the revenue of the unregistered puduvals (now brought to book in’ the 
present settlement) is not included. 


17. The ayacut revenue according to the settlement of 998 we. stucd at 
Rs. 91,279 ; the veedippu revenue of 998 was fixed at 44,496 Re. or about 49% of the 
ayacut figure. 


18. Itis not necessary in this report to give a history cf the land taxes 
of Shencottah, their incidence, the diffeulties of their collection and the grievances 
which they gave rise to Jefore the ayacut of 996 M.E. Enough to observe for present 
purposes that the Shencottah ryots stoutly refused to pay the rates fixed by the settle- 


ment of 993 which is known as the ayaent tax of 996 M. E 





19. The first item of grievance was the false measuring ro] (noolam kambu) 
used, a grievance which was prompily redressed by Dewan Raya Raya Raya Venkata 
Row, who repaired tothe spot immediately, tested the measuring rod, met the ryots’ 
wishes half-way by granting them one-half of their prayer, i. ¢, by making an allowance of 
‘“fgud part (Mahani-Aramahani) of a kottah of land more than the old rod allowed. 
This concession was much appreciated by the Shencottah ryots; one of the public-spiri- 
ted villagers of Amman Saunadbi Agraharars who moved the authorities and secured 
this concession by his persistent complaints was then, and fer a loug time after, known 
under the sobriquet of ‘ wrancnt gy rtnran anf * | 





90. This done, the ryots persisted in their complaints against the undue 
severity of the rates fixed. The Dewan again relented, lowered the rates in a rough and 
ready fashion, and fixed as its land tax for each Monian, a lump siun_caleulated npon 
the average collections of the previous 10 years (988 to 997 M.E.), This is known as 
the‘ veedippn’ rate and is still in force. Dewan Venkata Row’s adjustment of the rates 
waa intended as a temporary expedient to last only for 3 years Nothing, however, was 
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done since, Thus matters remain in shencottah exactly as Dewan Venkata Row left them 

80 years ago. The present settlement is the first systematic attempt at a scientific mea- 

surement and methodical adjustment of the land taxes there and is expected to turn 
out satisfactory to all parties concerned — a fair solution of the hardships of the agricultur- 
al ryotand an equitable re-adjustment of the Government’s land assessments enabling 

it the better to study agricultural wants and grant suitable future improvements. 


21, I should note, however, that though on the whole the ‘veedippw’ settle- 
ment secured to theryots of Shencottah a considerable reduction of the land revenue 
und resulted in a great loss to Government, the adjustment of the rates in each village 
and on the individual holdings, was most inequitable and in some cases disastrous, 
The average o£ 10 years’ collections in each village was fixed as the basis for the future 
land tax there, which meant that those who honestly managed to pay their Government 
tiues without bakki, had been ordered to go on paying at that rate, and that those who 
suecessfully evaded payment were really rewarded with light taxes for the future for 
what amounted on thelr part to nothing less than faithless conduct towards Govern- 
vaent. The wonder is that such an inequitable state of things has been allowed to 
continue so long. 


22. A brief reference to the inequalities of the ‘ veedippu ’ taxation wili 
be here made. I invite attention to the following statement :—~

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98. Ifthe ayacut rates were excessive, and I believe they were so, it is very 
unfortunate that a uniform rate of reduction was not hit upon; if, say, 10 or 20 or even 
30 per cent of the ayacut totals for each village had been struck off, it would have 
served as some guide for the present settlement to follow. That was not done, Hach 
village was asked to distribute among its own ryots a lump sum of tax which represen- 
ted the average of 10 years’ collections in that village. So in_ the apportionment among 
themselves, the influential ryots got off witb light taxes, while the humble ones had to 
pear the brunt of the burdens. It was known even at that time that some large land 
owners, who stood high in the estimation of the authorities placed a good portion of 
their estates under single crop, while really they were liable to a double crop tax. There 
were thus all the evils of the ‘Kattukuttagai’ or the farming system of the oklen days, 
swith this difference that while in that case there was the chance of the whole body of 
the ryots combining to resist the farmer’s demand and appealing to Government, there 
was no such chance of combination or geueral resistance in the ‘veedippu’ arrangement 
which was of their own making and in which the loss of some meant the gain of the 
others. Take, for instance, the Perumpattu lands which comprise 50 per cent cf the nanja 
iands of this taluk. Some of these lands were taxed at the rate of 36 Rs. per kottah 
under the ayacut. In the ‘veedippu’ arrangement as made by the ryots themselves, I 
see there are 6 rates entered in the place of this one. The six rates are, 23 Rs., 18 Rs., 
17 Bs., 18 Rs., 8 Rs. and 2 Rs., per kottah. It is impossible to believe that if these 6 
rates were the proper and equitable ones, the Sirkar servants of those days would have 
put them all under the 36 Rs. rate. {t is easy to imagine that the 36Rs. rate was exorhi- 
tant, say, to the extent of being 20 per cent or even 30 per cent higher than the fair rate, 
in which case the real land tax would have beena 20 to 25 Rs. rate per kottah. 
Under no circumstances can it be assumed at this distance of time that the then 
Travancore officials would have misjudged a field so farasto mistake a 25 Rs. rate 
fora 2 Rs. or 3 Rs. or even 13 Rs. rate. The whole of the remaining portion of the 
‘Travancore wet land rates isa standing proof of the baselessness of such an assump-~ 
tion, Jn several taluks of the State already settled, the rates levied on wet lands in 
977 M. E., i. e, a hundred years ago, have been almost bodily adopted in the present 
. settlement. They seem to have been so thoughtfully and carefully fixed by the ancient 
officials. 


24. Tt has been asserted before me by some of the well-to-do ryots of the Mathoor 
village that the ayacut rates fixed in their village and in some villages further east were 
so high that they had to give up their lands and run away. I find, however, that this 
statement is true to a great extent, vide table given below, where the ayacut and veedippw: 
rates on 5 of the principal tenures are shown village-war. 
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Shencottah. 
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25. The ayacut rate for Perumpattn in Puliyara was 16 Rs. per kottah, while ix 
Ayikudi it was 81Rs. per kottah and 27 Rs. in Klangad. With regard to Brahmadayam 
lands, the average ayacut rate per kottah was 5} Rs. in Shencottah Cusbah, 2s, in 
Karkudy, 9Rs. in Puliyara, 24s. in Iathoor, 41Rs. in Ayikudi, 30Rs. in Klangad 
and 192Rs, in Samboorvadagara. Surely thisisa most unequal incidence of taxation and 
it cannot be maintained on behalf of the officers who fixed the settlement rates in those 
days that Ayikudi lands were 20 times better than Karkudi, or 8 times better than Cusbah, 
or 4 times better than Puliyara, It is not necessary to examine theaverages in other 
tenures which the table contains. In Bhattavrithi too, the Aytkurli and Klangad ryots 
have been treated with undue severity. I should undoubtedly therefore say that the 
fixing of rates was not done on any settled principle or system. It was a most hapha- 
zard and unsatisfactory piece of work. 1 have already given my opinion that the ‘vecdip- 
pu’ adjustment bas not been characterised by greater thought or wisdom either. 
For, looking at the veedipptt rates for these Moniams, I tind that they have been fixed 
without reference to the conditions of the soil or the conveniences of irrigation. The 
favorably situated lands at Ilathoor were made to pay at the rate of 7Rs. per kottah 
of Perumpattu, against the 12}Rs. rate per kottah of Puliyara and the 10}$Rs. rate at 
Karkndi. “It is not clear either why the rates of Ayikudi, Klangad and Samboorvada- 
gara should differ as Paks. 10}Rs. and 6Rs. respectively per kottah. It is useless to 
continue this argument further. The rates, whether of ayacut or veedippu, fixed in this 
taluk form the strongest condemnation of the good sense and fairness of the older 
officials. 


26. It should be borne in mind that this rate of 36Rs. is not as heavy as the Nan- 
jinad rate which is equalto 44Rs. per kottah of 1 acre 47 cents. This is what Mr. 
Shungrasoobbyer, Settlement Dewan Peishkar, writes in his Nanjinad Report: The ma- 
ximumm rate of assessment at present is 10 kottahs per kottah payable half in money and 
half in grain, The moncy portion, at the fixed commutation vulue-of 2 Rs. a kottah, is 
10 Rs. and the value of the grain, at an average market rate of 4 Res., equals 20 Rs- 
Thus the maximum rate of assessment is equivalent to 30 Rs. per kotiah or acre,

excepting perhaps oue or two neighbouring taluks in the south, and Shencottah, 
where the averages may be somewhat higher, but certainly not so high as to have 
any approach to the Nanjinud rates.”” 


27. Take another instance, the ‘Brahmadayam’ tennre rates. The ayacut 
rate upon some of these lands stood at 33 Rs, per kottah. In the re-distribution and. 
re-adjustment by the ryots, 6 rates have been adopted instead, viz., 16 Rs., 12 Rs., 7} Rs., 
3h Bs., 24 Re., and 1f Re.. This iscqually unreasonable. It is not easy to make up 
one’s mind to believe that a land which was fit to be taxed with 1} Re. or 25 Rs. or 
$i Rs, or 7} Rs. per kotteh would have been ever taxed at 33 Rs. per kotteh- 
A arent deal of collusion or malfeasance must have existed in the officals of 
the subordinate ranks of the service at the time to have brought about such 
a reckless sacrifice of Government revenues. A comparison of our rates with 
those levied then in the British villages lying on the Travancore border will at once show 
that the ‘veedippu’ scheme was a huge fraud practised upon the Travancore Govern- 
ment, In those days, Shencottah was practically inaccessible to the officers. at head- 

uarters, and their tours were in consequence few and far between. The check of the 

entral Government was practically nil and such leakages in the public revenues were 
therefore inevitable. These arguments are not urged in any sense of unkindness to the 
Shencottah ryot, but only to show that extreme care is required at present in the 
revision of the settlement rates aftcr a gross neglect of Government interests for well 
nigh a century. 


28. What the ayacut gave as 59 different rates for the ‘ Perumpattu’ nanja lands, 
the ‘veedippu’ adjustment turned-into 180 different rates. The 13 ‘ Brahmadayam , 
rates a8 per avacut were re-adjusted into 33 rates in the ‘veedippu’; so for ‘ Bhatta~ 
yrithi’ and other tenures. , 
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29. These instances will suffice to show that both the officials and the ryots were 
utterly demoralized owing to want of capacity and organisation and controlling ‘power on 
the one side, and of that well-known ancient spirit of loyalty and allegiance on the other 
side, ‘which finds expression in the maxim ‘Pay unto Caesar what is Cuesar’s due”, 
resulting in the present inheritance of confusion of taxes and tenures which it is the 
object of the present settlement to unravel and mend. 


30. The existing tenures and their chief characteristics will be next described. 
There are 80 names given in the Olugn and in the avacut ‘perpidi’, for the tenures 
of the Shencotteh taluk, which are grouped under the 13 major heads already 
referred to.

32°, The’‘Perumpattu’ tenure es understood in Shencottah corresponds to the 
“Pandaravagai’ Pattom in the other taluks of Travancore. 15 of the 80 different names fall 
under the head of ‘Perampattu.’ [t is believed that in these 15 kinds, 
1.*Perum- the net demand is the assessed full ‘pattom’ itself, though the accounts 
‘2 patta. of previous settlements have been all destroyed and there is no data 
to find that they looked upon ‘Perumpattu, as ‘Pandaravagai Pattom’; the subsequent 
action of the taluk officals in bringing the favorably assessed tenures to Perumpattu ten- 
ure shows clearly that the ‘Perumpattu’ was synonymous with the full rental assessed.

38. ‘Brahmadayam’ is not a full-rental tenure; it is one of the favoarably assessed 
tenures and was meant to be ‘Danom’ to Bruhmins, as explained above. The 1440 kot- 
tabs of land under this head in the ‘veedippu’ accounts are mostly

84. The ‘Bhattavrithi’ lands measure 562 kottahs 10 marakals and 4 padis 
IIT.

85. These are ‘Inam’ lands witbin the meaning of section 24 of the Settlement 
Royal Proclam tion of the 14th Masi 1061. There tsa contention in certain quarters 
that ‘Baastavrithi’ is ‘Danom’. This is a matter for investigation in special cases. In 
the Rules, however, already referred to, of the 9th Kanni 943 uw. £. ostensibly written 
out wader command of the Kilavan Maha Rajah by Dalawai Subbien and Valia Sarvadhi 
Kumaran Tampi, the ‘Bhattavrithi’ lands are clearly defined to be ‘Inam’ grants and will 
be treated as such in the present settlement. One clause enjoins that if the ‘Bhatta- 
yrithi’ land has changed hands from the original family, it should be subjected to enhanced 
tax asin the manner of ‘Ottivilakkam’. This is a clear characteristic of an ‘Inam’ 
tenure, which under the Royal Proclamation is liable to a ‘rajabhogam’ tax plus any 
‘michavarom’ which may be payable on it. In the case of the ‘Bhattavrithi’ lands, as 
well as of other ‘Inam’ lands in Sheacottah, the ‘michavarom’ tax will bathe present 
‘veedippu’ tax now levied. The question arises then whether in the case of such - lands 
not paying ‘rajabhogam’ before now, they could now be subjected to a ‘rajabhogam’ 
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tax for the first time, and whether this would not amount toa hardship to the ryots 

concerned. It is difficult to answer this question, but the Royal Proclamation is clear: 
and imperative and must be obeyed. Iv is not optional with the settlewent officers to 
levy a rajabhogam tax or not, according as they deem it a hardship or not, but it is 

dictated by the terms of the Royal Proclamation and does not appear to allow discretion- 

ary powers to settlement officers who 6x the taxes. In this case, the observations of 
my experienced predecessor (Mr. Shungrasoobyer €. I. E., late Dewan, ) in his 
Nanjinad Report, dated $th Angust 1892, become pertinent. He wrote:— “ The remain- 

ing portion of the Jenm holdings, viz., 3095 acres or 82% retains the present tax, as 

according to the Proclamation no enhancement is to be made in the case of the Inam 

tenures. The existing revenue where it is equal to or below the scttlement assessment 

is to be left undisturbed. The Proclamation provides for the levy of rajabhogam or $ 

of the assessment in addition to the ‘varom’. But this holds good only where raja- 

bhogam is recognised in the accounts. No such rate is known in the Nanjinad”. 


This statement of my predecessor is, so far as I can see, not supported by the 
terms of sections 24 and 25 of the Royal Proclamation. The clear injunction laid down 
by section 24 of that Proclamation is that ‘Inam’ tenures shad! pay a rajabhogam tax 
under any circumstances; if what was paid before was not a rajabhogam tax, that tax 
(by whatever name called) shall be added to the present rajabhogam (or of the pattom) 
and the whole shall be considered as the present settlement tax on the tenure. This is 
aclear and categorical statement in the Royal Proclamation not dependent on any 
surrounding circumstances or conditions for its heing obeyed. So Mr. Shungrasoobyer’s 
opinion that “this holds good only where rajabhogamis recognised in the accounts” 
appears to be a statement ultra vires attempting as against its express letter 
to discover the intentions of the Royal Proclamation, which 1 think cannot be arged 
againat what is clearly and indubitably stated in section 24. I£I am wrong in this view 
and Mr, Shungrasoobyer’s is the correct one, the section should have been worded 
differently thus.— “An Inam tenure shall pay either a rajabhogom tax or a michavarom 
tax, in no case shall they take effect cumulatively”. If, however, he thought that the 
Kudijenmom holdings in Nanjinad required this favourable treatment, it was a matter for 
special report to the Dewan as laid down in section 25 of that Proclamation, which does 
not, however, appear to have been done in this case, so far as my enquiries go and 
sofar as two of our officers, then clerks under him, could remember at this distance 
of time. 


36. An authoritative ruling on this pot is therefore vecessary and is now 
sought to enable a uniform action being followed by this department in the future. 


37. In fact, the Nanjinad Settlement Report was dated the 8th August 1892 and 
Mr. Shungrasoobyer became Dewan in a week after that date. So, there was no oppor- 
tunity afforded for a free discussion of this question and a decision being arrived at after” 
a free expression of divergent views; and it does not appear that the late Dewan courted 
such a discussion on this important matter. His opinion expressed in the Nanjinad 
Report amounts only to a departmental commentary on the terms of the Royal Proclam- 
ation and ia in my humble opinion not sufficient to alter or vary the express provisions: 
therein contained. 


38. I would for the future enjoin a strict adherence to the provisions of the 
Proclamation itself end fix on every: ‘Inam’ tenure a ‘rajabhogem’ tax in addi- 
tion to thé existing ‘michavaram’. Where this may amountto a hardship as it 
roust in cases where the existing tax is excessive, 1 would make such the occasion for 


special report to the Huzur for special orders as contemplated by section 25 of the: 
Proclamation. . 


39. But in consideration of the fact that these Bhattavrithi lands were all giver 
to Brahmins at one time by the ancient Rajahs and had no ‘Ottivilakkom’ until now, the 
Ottivilakkom right of the Government may be relinquished in favor of the ryots, even. 

in cases where the lands had been alienated by thé original donees, 
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40.__ The ‘Devadayam’ tenure holds 321 kottahs and 11 marakals of land and 
IV. Deva- is known under 5 names, viz:—

41. The ‘Devadayam' lands belong to 102 devaswoms and were originally 
rants from the Sirkar’s own lands for 87 of these devaswoms, and from the 
irkar Devaswom lands for the other 15 devaswoms. These lends were 

entrusted toryots to pay fromthe proceeds thereof for the poojah and other expen- 
ses of the devaswoms, subject. to the payment of the Sirkar tax which amounts in all to 
1300 Rs, on them. It is not known what sums are being paid by theryots to these 102 
devaswoms; nor are there any accounts kept inthe Taluk Cutcherry of the receipts and 
expenditure of each of these devaswoms, and whether the poojah and other services of the 
institutions are carried on at all. A regular inquiry should be instituted and state- 
ments of ryots obtained as to what sums are being annually paid by them to the devas- 
woms. In cases where no such payments are made tothe temples and no poojah or other 
services are continued in therm, the tenure should be altered to ‘Perumpattu’ and 
full ‘pattom’ assessed on the lands. Some lands have already been converted so and 
taxed with the full ‘pattom’. 


42, The one known as ‘Pallivasalpurom’ is a grant by the Sirkar for the lighting 
of the Shencottah mosque. It is an ‘Inam’ grant part of which has been assessed at full 
‘pattom’. This part will become ‘Perumpattu’ or Pandara vagai Pattom’ and the remaining 
moiety will be ‘Inam’.

51. The ‘punjs’ or garden Jands falling under this item ‘Japti’ enjoy the 
‘Turisu Eluthu’ privilege, i. e., every crop is inspected and a tax fixed only for those 
lands that havea standing crop ou them and the other lands are not tuxed. This practice 
should be stopped and a suitable annual assessment should be fixed instead calculated.

52. The ‘Ayan’ and ‘Ayan’ within the boundary line, both together, comprise

The exact area ig not ascertainable, but about 210 kottahs of land may be taken 
as an approximate figure. This item is beyond the ayacut, i. c., a new item of tenure 
created subscquent to the classification adopted in the ayacut of 996 M. E. In conse- 
quence of the non-payment of the settled taxes as per ayacut, the tenant’s lands were 
soldin Court auction and purchased by Government in satisfaction of Government dues 
and some were bought in, on the same account; these two items contributed to the 
‘Kandukrishi’ tenure, such lands being given out on pattom to ryots on higher rates 
than the ‘veedippu’, These ryots are only tenants-at-will and have no jenm-title to 
the lands in their occupation. These are undoubtedly Government lands and should be 
enfranchised to the tenants on payment of ‘viluyartham’. The rate of ‘vilayartham’ 
should not he excessive, but a ater one than the one now in vogue, in consideration of 
the great hardships which the ryots have undergone by the payment of a high patton 
and owing to their having squatted upon the land for more than two generations. J 
leave the vilayartham rate to the decision of Government. No vilayartham should, I 
think, be levied in case the present holder has been in possession for 25 years or more. 
Two grades of vilayartham may be adopted for those tenants holding for Jess than 12 
years and those holding for more.

55. The total revenue of these 22 cesses amounted to 3582-kottahs-2mara 
kals-64 padis and 8599Rs.-12 chs.-6 ¢. and all these stand on lands and should there. 
fore be continued under section 26, clause 3, of the Royal Proclamation; but it should 
also he remembered that as the ayacut became inoperative, and the ‘veedippu’. tax 
was substituted, these cesses, as far as paid, became merged in the veedippu tax 
and could not be separately ascertained now, except perhaps after a careful investiga. 
tion of individual holdings. This point will be reported upon at a later stage. 


36. I may add for the information of Government that for the purpose of the 
present settlement, the ‘veedippu’ tax will be taken as the AMHO0, not the apacut 
tax. This ‘veedippu’ tax, however inequitable and unequal in its incidence, as has al- 
ready been shown, has been in operation for 80 years and cannot therefore be entirely 
disregarded in our present settlement of rates. 


57. The fixing of the ‘pattom’ and the 94 net demand will, in future, be 
calculated in grain, not in money. This is in conformity with the Royal Proclamation 
though different from the ‘veedippu’ settlement of Shencottah. According to section 
19 of the Proclamation, 25% of the net demand will be leviable in paddy, and the rest in 
money according to the existing commutation rate. 


58. The present system of payment in paddy is very unequal in the different. 
Moniams and varies according to the different tenures, The subjoined statement gives 
the amount of paddy payment upon every 100 fanams of ‘veedippu’ tax. This unequal 
incidence must be done away with:— 


Stalement showing the proportions of grain measured in each Moniam for the different tenures of Nanja land. 
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59. Itappears to me desirable that a water-rate should be levied and — the 
‘Kudipathi’ system should be altogether stopped. This would bea neat arrangement 
being a permnnent item of reveune and included in the ryot’s pattah, while the 
‘Kudipathi’ system is cumbersome and undesirable, as it involves a system of advane 6 
and subsequent collections ending ultimately in grave losses to Government. What 
this rate should be will be carefully considered and reported later on. During the last 
10 years, the Irrigation Maramut expenditare in the Shencottuh taluk amounted to 
54,212 Ks. and the Kudipathi collected during that period is 28,556 Rs, or about 
2,356 Rs. per year. This is equivalent to a wate! sof about 64 on each koctale 
of land. Lhis is only anaverage calenlation, but a distinction will have to be adopted 
between river-fed and rain-fed lands. 

















60. Before T leave thie portion of the subject of the “Xudipathi? 
being converted into a water-rate, L must point out the very great distress that 
exeists to the agricultural ryots of this taluk hy the reckless registrations that had 
heen going on in years past, of ali the available space for nanje cultivation within 
the 200210) or water-capucity of the existing tanks which ix indecd a penny- 
wise and pound-foolish poliey, as every  rmpee that Government euns by xuch 
registration of land costs the agricultural ryot ander each tank a loss of 100Rs. 
a year, especially in times of drought when these vainless wacts of  Shencottahe 
suffer so severely. T have no hesitation in recommencing ull such registered 
lands should be assumed at once. This is not a light grievance, but a real and 
serious one and claims urgent attention.

61. With regard to the panja or dry lands, the soils and cocoanut trees 
will be classified as in other parts of Travancore, the total pattom will he 
ascertained, and a net demand fixed for them according to their tenwe. The present 
tax as per existing accounts is 1} chackrum per cocoanut (ree irrespective of 
its appearance or bearing condition and without reference to the tenure of the 
land on which the tree stands. This is an anomaly and will he removed in the 
present settlement. In the ‘Ayan japti’ lands, the cocoanut is taxed at 6 chackrunns 
per tree. The rates of the other trees stand thus: —

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and diferent measurements are adopted for them. A kottah area of Thala punja wilt be 
4 kottahs of wet land; and that of a Malam punja will be 8 kottahs of wet land. A 
kottah of Ayan Japti punja is equivalent to 3 acres 64 cents, ic, nearly 3 kottahs of 
ewet land. These inequalities of measurements were meantas a relief to the punjuk 
tenant but these will be now done away with, and the classification of dry soils into 
the 13 known classes of the Royal Proclamation will give the needful relief. “The revenue 
upon trees was known as ‘Swarsadayam’ and was different in the case of the Ayan Japti 
topes from that on the other gardens. ‘This irregularity will also be removed and the 
cocoanut trees will be classified according to their healthy appearance and productivencss 
and the nature of the soil on which they stand—no other consideration of their having 
been heavily taxed before or standing on Japti lands being taken. A uniform rate will 
be fixed for the other trees, viz., areca, jack, palmyra, tamarind and mango. ‘Duppa’ 
was taxed before, but is disallowed by ihe Royal Proclamation. *Punnai’ was uot taxed 
in Shencottah before. 





63. In this connecticn, reference is necessary to the ‘Mana Vari’ and ‘Tolu Vari 
rates of the Shencottah taluk. They are taxes not for the ground, but for the houses 
in village sites and for cattle sheds, and inelnde also ‘KadaiVari’ or the ‘Kadaipattom™ 
known to other taluks. There has been correspondence on the subject, and T have been 
called upon to express my opinion ou the same. (Vide Dewan’s letter No. 2394 dated 
17th May 1898.)

64. These rates used to be revised and collected from year to year, and naturally 
therefore led to oppression in the hands of low subordinates which resulted in loud coni- 
plaints on the part of the Shencottah ryots, until in 1064 M. E. the collection of the 
tax itself was suspended pending further inquiries into the subject and the passing of 
new rules. The old system was briefly this. A house occupied by a married man alone 
or with his wife was called an ‘Anmanai’ (@Qanban9), A house occupied by a dancing 
girl was also called (@Osx295), Each of such houscs was taxed at the rate of 6 chs. 
to 3 chs. per year. The rates varied from Moniam to Moniam as the following table 
will show. A house occupied bya bachelor or a widow or an unmarried girl was designaa- 
ted ‘Penmanai’ and was taxed less, viz, 3 chs. to 14 chs. per year. A widower’s house, 
I suppose, was meant to be included in the ‘Anmanai’, A cattle-shed or enclosure was 

_ variously taxed at 12 chs. 6chs., or 3 chs. per year.

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65. Both these items of revenue are in the nature of a poll-tax, a caste-tax and 
2 cattle-tax and should therefore be givenup in the present settlanent. The ground on which 
such houses or sheds stand will be measured and a dry tax, according to area and soil, will 
be levied, and the trees on them will be also taxed. Exemption from ground tax 
claimed in virtne of ‘danom’ by former kings will be inquired into and allowed. 
No such exemption as shown in the accounts clairaed according to the caste or profession 
or other such privilege unsupported by Danom sasanams or other such deeds will 
be allowed in the present scttlemevt. 
66. The ‘Kadai Vari’ or ‘Kadai. pattom’ is a proper tax and should be Jevied as 
in other: taluks. For the new bazaars held in buildings of a temporary nature the ground 
tax will be fixed. Where the old bazaars have disappeared, the gronnd tax alone will 
stand. Lists for new or old shops held in buildings of a permanent structure will be 
duly ‘forwarded to the revenue department. 











67. The grain measure to be used should be the kottah and the marakal as 
heretofore. A kottah measure of grain is taken in all Government transactions to be 
equivalent to 16 parahs and 8 edangalis. A parah according to the Royal Proclama- 
tion is equal to 800 cubic inches. I tested the Shencottah measure ux used in the 
‘Cusbah Moniarn’, by the standard parah measure as fixed in the Settlement Royal 
Proclamation, and found that 15 mwarakals of Shencottah was equal to 11 parahs 
7% edangalis, instead of 12 parahs. This is a slight loss of 210 cubic inches for 13 
marakals or 294 cubic inches per kottah of Shencottah measure. That is, Government 
has been losing at the rate of about 83 edangalis per kottah. This ix a scrious Icss 
when calculated upon the total paddy receipts of several years, The ‘padi’ measwe 
showed even a greater difference. [append copy of the yadast drawn up by me on the 
24th Avant 1077. These grain measures (viz., the marakal and the padi) should be 
carefully tested and re-adjusted and issued to the Moniams of Shencottah; the measures 
I saw were made of iron and pewier. The new ones to be issued should be of thick 
copper,‘so as to stand against wear and tear for long years. When these exact 
measures are introduced alter the settlement, it may be necessary to revise the commu- 
tation rate which at present is 213}fanams per kottah, But the commutation rate for 
16 parahs and 8 edangalis should be 25 fanums--13 cash, to bring it into line with the 
commutation rate prevailing in other parts of Travancore. That means an enhancement 
of 19+ on the existing rate of Shencottah —« matter for careful consideration of the Go- 
vernment. The Nanjinad kottah is equal to 9 paralis — 3] edangalis and the commuta- 
tion rate of 14 fanams 3 cash per kotiah there, is exactly a multiple of 6 chackrums 
per parah. 


68. A word about the special coin of Shencottah known as ‘Vellappanom’ (90128 
g4aM~) is necessary here, This coin does not now exist as current coin. All the 
collections in the ‘Moniams’ are in British rupees, fractions of a rupee and copper anna 
pieces, These are entered in the village accounts as so much coin, and their equivalent 
worked out in ‘Vellappanom’ is also entered. The coin ‘Vellappanom’ appears to have 
existed previous to the ayacut; it does not exist now. Its present equivalent as en- 
tered in the Shencottah village accounts is 10} ‘Thuttoos. A British rupee being equal 
to 48 ‘Thuttoos’, one British rupee is equal to 423 Vellappanoms. In the taluk 
accounts, the entries of collections received from the Moniams are made thus:—So 
many British rmpees and annas received for so many Vellappanoms, equivalent. to so 
many Kalipanoms at the rate of 8{ Kalipanoms per British rupee. I sudjoin an 
actual entry given by a Shencottah taluk Keelkoottam thus:—

70. say this in reference to the land revenue collections in the Moniams and 
the entries of their receipts in the taluk accounts. I offer no opinion on the matter of 
expenditure from the taluk accounts as that is no item concerning the revenue settle. 
meat department. The entry of expenditure shown as 82 fanams per 1 British rupee 
was in connection with the Devaswoms, Tingal, Tanchilavoo (contingency expenses), 
Odama (salaries of Sirkar servants) and pensions of Shencottah. For the salaries of 
Sirkar servants (Odama) the entry has been altered and brought into uniformity with. 
the other taluks of the State. The salaries of Devaswom and Oottupurah servants of 
Shencottsh continue as before. Expenditure incurred in the Huzur Treasury for 
Japadakshina items is on the same principle and T am not dealing with that item 
either. 


71. I have here indicated the general lines on which the Shencottah tenures 
should be treated and taxes fixed. But exceptional cases may arise or rather must 
arise and will be treated specially. A thorough settlement means as much. If exces- 
sive rates have to be reduced and old hardships redressed, some addition to the taxes of 
favorably assessed lands may become unavoidable os the result of an equitable adjust- 
ment, and that means certain percentage of complaint and clamour. If so it must 
be faced. As was justly observed by the late Dewan (Mz. Shungrasoobyer 
C. 1. E.) in the Proceedings of Government dated 18th January 1893 No, 292/8, 4, 
“In working out a general scheme of revision on the basis of a uniform principle, en- 
hancement must be naturally expected as well as reduction in respect of individual pro- 
perties”. From personal experience, I know the futility of winning by concessions the 
good opinions of those who rely on wmmeaning and unreasonable clamour. This 
spirit of clamour and unworthy discontent in the public mind is, T suppose, unavoidable 
and may be put down as one of the characteristics of this age of civilization, But such 
cross currents notwithstanding, every honest attempt will be made to protect the interests 
of the ryot, without entailing needless sacrifice to the revenues of Government.

Order thereon. 

1. The taluk of Shencottah has from various causes been considered as needing 
special treatment. Tis land tenures and taxes, its grain measures and coins and 
its system of accounts and revenue administration generally are peculiar. The 
Settlement Dewan Peishkar has, in the interesting memorandum read above, gone 
into the subject at considerable length and submitted definite proposals for the 
orders of Government on important points.

Inthe absence of information regarding the original assessment in 
regard to each holding as per the ayacut of 996 and the manner in which the net 
demand was calculated at the ‘ veedippu’, the only possible course now is to adopt the 
rates under the ‘veedippu’ as the previous tax (200) for purposes of 1+ 
present assessment. ‘The proposal of the Settlement Peishkar on the subject is thore- 
fore approved. .

Clause 2 of scc- 
tion 24 of the Royal Proclamation seems to support the view of the Settlement Peishkar, 
but it is controlled by section 25 which requires the past usage to be respected, and past 
usage in the Shencottah taluk seems to be against the imposition of rajabhogam, As 
jn Nanjanad, no rajabhogam need therefore be levied on Inam lands in Shencottah unlexs 
jt is distinctly found in any case that the past usage in respect of it is in favor of the 
jmposition of this tax. 


The recommendation made by the Pecishkar in para 89 about the relinquishment 
of the Ottivilakkom right of Government which used to be exercised at each successive 
alienation of Inam lands without the tenure itself being altered, involves, it is noted, no 
surrender beyond what is laid down in the Proclamation. They willbe governed by 
the express provisions contained in clause 3 of section 24. .

13. The lands known as ‘Japti’ cover an area of 248 kottas of land and bear diif- 
erent teaures. They were taken over by the British Government by a mistake in 977 
and 978 M. E., but subsequently returned to Travancore in 1028 M. F. The revenue 
now recovered seems to be exactly what was being levied by the British Government 
before the rendition. It is not known whether these have any reference to other 
tenures on which they were held while in the occupancy of the Travancore Go- 
vernment. The Peishkar thinks that all these lands should be taken as ‘Perumpatin’ 
and brought under full assessment. But it seems rather inequitable to ignore old tenures, 
simply because the lands in question’ were temporarily under another Government. If on 
enquiry it is found that there are lands partially or fully exempted from payment of tax 
they should be treated according to the particular tenures to which they may be found 
to have once belonged. 


The punja or garden lands comprised within the above tract are, it is understood, 
subject. to 'Tharisu Eluthu,’ i. e., every crop is inspected and only those lands that have 
acrop standing on them are assessed to the revenue. ‘The Peishkar recommends the 
abolition of this practice and the fixing in its place of a suitable annual assessment based 
on ten years’ collections. The system affords great scope for malpractices and is con- 
trary to the spirit of the Royal Proclamation. The Peishkar’s suggestion is therefore 


approved of.

4, These are lands ceded to Travancore by the British Government, the former 
in exchange for the Malayankulam Village and the latter (36 kottas) in view to get a 
clear boundary line betyeen the two territories. These items are not, of course, borne on 
the old avacut and ave shewr in the British accouats as ‘Ayan’ and ‘Manibhom’ corres- 
ponding to ‘Paudaravagi Pattom’ and ‘Inam’ tenures in Travancore. As proposed by 
the Peishkar, these should be investigated in conformity with the titles conferred by the 
British Governinent and incorporated into corresponding items in the State accounts.

16. Ln para’54 of the memorandum the Peishkar mentions 22 extra cesses yielding 
a total revenue of 3582 kuttax of paddy. These, as statect by the

Extra cesses Peishear, have to be dealt with under scetion 26, clause 3, of the 
Royal Proclamation. The Peishkar considers a careful investigation necessary in regard 
to these cases and promises to submit a special report. This is awaited. 








17. This cess is known as the ryot’s half share of the cost of repairs and restora- 
Kutlipathee. tion works to channels and reservoirs. The ‘Kadipathee’ systeu. is, 
to use the Peishear’s own words, “cnmbersome and undesirable ax it 
involves a system of advances and subsequent collection ending ultimately in grave losses 
to Government.” He therefore recommends its abolition and the substitution of a water- 
rate. Government fully concur in this view. The Peishkar proposes to carefully consider 
what this rate should be and to submit his opinion to Government. It is note] that in 
fixing water-rates due regard will be paid to the difference between river-fel aud vain-fed 
lands. The subject is one of greut importance demsnding the Cnllest amount of date 
before a satisfactory decision can be arrived at. : 




















In this connection the Peishear invites attention to the indiserimimate rewistration 
Wet culti- for enlvation of areas situated within the (2000:0Wt) ulvai or water 
vation in pacity of tanks and strongly recommends their immediate assump- 
Irrigation tion. The suggestion is doubtless a yood one and will receive the best 
tanks. attention of Government. As regards the lands that have been 
ogy, titeady registered, their assumption is not possible without payment of 
compensation. The Settlement Peishear is requested to ascertain and report the extent of 
lands that wil have to ba so assumed and the amount of compensition that will have 
to be paid; only such holdings as may be found fo actually and seriously affect the irrignt- 
Ing capacity of tanks should be taken wp for investigation. Tt is hardly necessary to add 
that no prduvals should he registered by the settlement department within such, 
vrei and thut all ananthorised ocenpations should be treated as stric y poramboke. 
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18. In regard to Punja land, there is not, as already observed, any 


Punja lands. tenure requiring special treatment. It may, however, be mentioned 
,that punja lands (vide para 62 of the memorandum) are of 3 kinds:— 


i. Thala Punja, 


2. Malam Punja and 
3. Ayan Japti Punja, 


and that different measurements are adopied for each of them. It is stated in the memo 
that a kotta of Thala punja means really 4 kottas according to ordinary measurements of 
wet land, that of a Malam punja § kottas and that of an Ayan Japti punja 3 kottas and 
‘that these differences were meant as a kind of compensation for the relatively unfavorably 
placed punja tenants. The Peishkar proposes that the soils and cocoanut trees standing 
on them be classified and assessed according to the Royal Proclamation and that all 
anomalies and inequalities in rates or measurements including thosein the Ayan Japti 
lands be removed. It is further noted that a uniform rate will be fixed for the other tax- 
able trees, viz., areca, jack, palniyra, tamarind and mango. These proposals are accepted. 
The tax on ‘iluppa’ has been disallowed by the Royal Proclamation and it has not been 
customary to tux the ‘punna’ tree in the Shencottah taluk. These two trees should 
therefore be exempted from taxation at the present settlement. 





19. These are taxes for houses in vilage—sites and for eattle—pounding sheds in 


‘Mana Wari’ Shencottah. These annual rates which used to be revised from year to 
*Thoia var? yeor led to oppression and consequent complaints. Since 1064, the 
collection of this tax has for this reason been held in abeyance pending further orders. 
The Peishkar considers that these items of revenue being of the nature of poll tax, 
caste tax, and cattle tax, should be givien upin favor of aground and tree tax according 
to rules. The Peishkar adds that any exemption from ground tax that may be claime 
in virtue of ‘Danom’ land (gifts) should be enquired into and allowed in cases where 
Danesasanoms or authentic gift deeds exist. All these proposals are accepted. 


20. As observed by the Peishkar, the ‘Kadavari’ is known to the other taluks in 

the State and should continue to be levied as heretofore. The Peish- 

Kadai Vari. ka’s proposal to fix only a ground tax for new bazaars held in 

buildings of a temporary nature and for sites of old bazaars which 

have now disappeared, is approved. Shops held in buildings of a permanent character 

should of course be subject to the ‘Kadaivari’. It is noted that lists of the same will 

be forwarded by the settlement authorities to the revenue department for necessary 
action.

1. Govern- The Peishkar says that as per the terms of the Royal Procla- 

ment de- mation the fixing of the gross and net demand or the ‘pattom'and the 

mand. ‘ruppu’ will in future be calculated in grain, not in money, and that 

of the net demand 25 per cent will he levisble in kind and the rest in money according 
to the sanctioned commutation rate. This is approved. 
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The grain 23. A kottah measure of grain in the taluk of Shencottah is 
measure, taken in all Government transactions to be equivalent to 16 parahs 
8 edangalies. A parah according to the Royal Proclamation is 
equal io $00 cubic inches. In comparing the Shencottah measure as used in the Cusbah: 
Moniam with the standard parah measure, it was found that 15 marakals of Shencottah 
was equal to 11 parahs 72 edangalies instead of 12 parahs, i.e., a loss of 210 cubic inches 
for 15 marakals or 294 cubic inches to the kottah measure or again 3% cdangalics per 
kotta. The padi measure is stated to have disclosed a greater difference. The Peish- 
kar proposes that these measures should be carefully tested and readjusted and issued 
to the Moniams of Shencottah. The proposal is approved. Tt is stated that when these 
exact measures are introduced after the settlement, it may be necessary to revise the 
present commmtation rate of 213§ fanams per kottah and fix it at 25 fanams 15 cash, 
being the price of 16 parahs 8 edangalies. This would bring it into line with the com- 
mutation rate prevailing in other parts of Travancore. Section 17 of the Royal Pro- 
clamation enjoins a uniform commutation rate, viz, 6 chs. per parah for the whole State 
and must apply to the Shencottah taluk as well. To quote a parallel instance, the 
commutation rate of 14 fanams 3 cash per Nanjinad kottah of 9 parahs and 8% edan- 
galies ig an exact. multiple of 6 chakrums per parah. 


24, The Peishkar proposes that for purposes of settlement the gross and 
The curremt net demand be calculated in the Kali fanams and copper cash 
coin. of Travancore and not in Vellappanom. The latter is an obsolete 
coin equal in value to about 1) fanams and is used exclusively for purposes 
of accounts in the Shencottah taluk. He further wishes to have obviated the 
anomaly of a British rupee being taken to be 84 fs. instead of 7} fanams. This 
calculation when applied to the disbursement of salaries meant a loss of over 27 
per cent to the payee. This has now been removed in the case of all Sirkar 
servants except those attached to Oottupurahs and Devaswoms. Action will be 
taken to set right this anomaly as far as possible on a thorough investigation of 
the question. In regard to the cost of provisions &c., for the use of these institutions 
now caleulated at these fictitious rates, the proposed rates have to be entered in the 
accounts. No increase in actual expenditure under this head would be necessary. The 
standard coins of the State will be adopted hereafter for all official transactions. 


25.° In conclusion His Highness’s Government note with pleasure, the great care 
taken by the Dewan Peishkar in collecting the necessary materials for decision and 


el ncidating the several difficult points connected with the settlement of the Shencottah 
taluk.

With reference to your letter No. 7358/R. 1586 dated 4th December last asking 
me to report what sieps, if any, have been taken for devling with certain lands on the 
sea-beach at Alleppey, {have the houor to forward herewith copy of the Arbalapuzha 
Supervisor's report No. 141/93 dated 4t~5-1078 and its enclosure (in original), a sketch* 
of the tracts referred to in your letter under reply. 


. From the report it will be seen that there are 4 tracts in front of the Light House © 
bearing survey numbers 775/33, 775/34, 775/35 and 773/36 and owned by the individuals 
named in the accompanying sketch. In the presert survey, these tracts are surveyed as 
porambokes and during the time of classification, these numvers are entered in the register 
in the names of persons whoare in actual enjoyment of thesame. Butin the registra- 
tion enquiry, as the supervisor bad some doubts in registering these numbers in the 
names of private individuals, he invited the opinion of the T.1.C., and in conjunction with 
the Committee’s opinion, he decided that these tracts should not be registered in any- 
body’s name. I have nov issued orders to him, as per your letter No, 1415/R.262 dated

MEMO 


ON THE SIENCOTTAH ASSISTANT’S REFERENCE IN HIS 
VERNACULAR COMMUNICATION DATED 29TH MASI 1078. 


Point I. In fixing the present settlement taxes upon lands in the Shencottah 
taluk, the chief guide should be the ‘veedippu’ tax fixed and acquiesced in 
by ryots for 80 years past, It is no material argument to say at this distance 
of time that sucha ‘veedippu’ adjustment was itself very defective even 
when it was first determined upon. Even inequalities in taxation when once 
decided and acted’ upon for sucha length of time as 80 years could not be 
rudely or roughly disturbed now. This will lead to great out-cry and public 
discontent. At the most, a settlement officer can upon very cogent reasons 
raise ov lower the existing tax, say by 10 per centor so. Further orders will be 
passed when the block statements and the block-marked maps are submitted. 


Tf a single crop land is now found to bea double crop one, it will, of 
course, be entered as #224, but the total incidence of tax for such land should 
not exceed the old single crop tax by more than 30 per cent. Where lands 
cultivate other than puddy for the second crop, these also will be looked upon 
as 4 lands and taxed. The tax of the neighbouring %@3.4 lands wiil be a 
guide for determining the tax of the lands having @@g) asscssment in the ac- 
counts, but now brought under the 224 assessment. When in the case of 
lands already 234, one crop being paddy and the other crop some other grain 
or vegetable, the assessment will be an @@g4 assessment as in the case of two 
crops of paddy. J note thatin Shencottah such cultivation is more profitable 
than a second paddy crop. 
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With regard to Brahmadayam lands, the decision will depend upon the evi- 
dence in each case, whether the particular land referred to is really a ‘ Danom’ 
land or not. If Danom, the existing tax, whatever that be, will be continued 

. Whether a second crop is raised or the area is greater. In other cases than 
Danom, the procedure will be as in other tenures. A very careful investigation 
and well-considered report on each land is expectel from the Assistant. This 
is a matter for anxious care and thought. Tis remarks on the procedure which 
le thinks necessary to adopt are generally approved. 


Point I. For the poonja dry lands, included under ‘ Japti' , I approve of the principle 
of fixing permanent rates of pattom on the block-system ax recommended and to 
give up the present practice of O19 290M or annual inspection of the cultiva- 
ted Jand, which is liable to malpractice: and opprossion by low-paid revenue 
subordinates of the taluk. I would make a careful classification of the dry 
lands and fix rites which would give an average of 4 to 7 fanams per acre. 
T trast this will cover all cases of good and bad lands. I expect a total inci- 
dence of about 3500 Rs. tax npon the 4000 acres of Japti poonja land 
But the Assistant should specially report cases where the new tax varies very 
considerably frora the 10 years’ average referred to in the Government Pro- 
ceelings on the Shencottah tenures, No. 8.283 dated 15th October 1902. 
On this tenure, the pattom will be the tax and these will be known as Perum- 
pattu for the futnye as they have been regarded so for 100 years and as it would 
be impossible to discover thete old tenures now.

ggive an average of 5 to 7 fanams per acre”, I wish to observe that the punja lands 
in question will be classified according to their soils and situation and assessed at rates 
varying from 1 funam to 15 fanams per acre. But as you state that the punja 
lands in question are of a very valuable nature in Shencottah, I expect the total 
assessment will amount to about 3500 Rs. on the 4000 acres, which would mean an 
average of 5 to 7 fanams per acre. This is only an average and could be arrived 
at only on calculation of the assessment of different rates-on the whole area. 


The same observation holds good with regard to the assessment on thisjkind 
of Jands near the village sites also.

poonja properties. But in the case ot the other class, viz., purely dry lands, the question 
of determining the scitlement tax remains to be considered and decided. I therefore 
humbly request to be favored with your kind instructidns as to how the Brahmadayam 
ary lands should be dealt with so far as the fixing of the Government demand is concerned.

In reply to your D. Q. dated Lith June 1903, I have to refer you ‘to para 7 of 
Government Proceedings dated 15th October 1902, No .s¢.;, wherein it is said ““Brahmada- 
yem includes 14 cognate tenuresand being Dayam (gifts) to Brahmins have either no tax 
or have only a small cess or ‘Kavaleooly’ (watching fee). The Peishcar brings to notice 
that some Pernmpattu lands as well as a few Inams have been wrongly entered under 
the head of Brahmadayam. As recommended by him no interference should be made at 
the present settlement in regard to those that arc Danom lands proper. Jn regard to 
athers it is noted that they will be fully investigated and the result reported to Govern- 
ment in due course,” and to point No. 1, pera 3 ,of my memo dated 30th May 1903, wherein 
it is mentioned, “With regard to Brahmadayam lands the decision will depend upon the 
evidence in each case, whether the particular land referred to is really a ‘Danom’ land 
or not. If Danom, the existing tax, whatever that be, will be continued whetber a second 
crop ia raised or the area is greater. In other cases than Danom the procedure will be 
as in other tenures. A very careful investigation and well-conaidered report on each 
land is expected from the Assistant. This‘isa matter for anxious care and thought, 
His remarks on the procedure which he thinks necessary to adopt are generally approved.” -

Ihave the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 415 dated the 
3rd June last, regarding the registry of puduval lands containing reserved trees. 


2. Lobserve that the grant of land on the condition that the Sirkar trees 
thereon will be looked after by the grantee isnot apparently authorised by any rule, 
Such a rule can therefore be broken with impunity. Under the circumstances, the 
best course appears to be to require the applicant for land to pay the value of all trees 
(except royalties ) as assessed by the forest department, before the land is registered 
in his name, the following rates of valuation being taken as a guide:— 


1 Re, per tree for all reserved trees from 3 to 6 vannams. 
2 Bs. ase we we 608 
Seigniorage rates for trees above 8 vannams. 


3. The fact that some poor ryots may not be able to pay the value of the trees 
standing on the land applied for by them is no sufficient ground for Government te 
forego the value of such trecs. Government may, however, be disposed to receive the 
value of trees by instalments in a real case of poverty upon the special recommendation 
of the Division Peishkar. A notice to the above effect will be published in the Govern-
